spent a long day hanting down these 
two clews, starting in the morning 


toward Brockton. 

After their retarn Mr, Scott told The 
Herald man that a man answering the 
description of the one described by 
Harris Dexter had been reported to him 
and he had also been told of another 
man seen near Lhe Dexter hdise. 

**l consider this information worth 
looking up,’’ said he, ‘‘and that is what 
1 have been doing today. We have 
found the man who perfectly answered 
the description given by Harris Dexter, 
and his name is Sleep, He resides in 
West Quincy, and wore a stubby black 
beard. Last Sunday Sleep called ona 
farmer by the name of Forbush and 
asked for work, Mr. Forbush agreed 
to give him work later, and the men 
talked for some time. He afterward 
left the place and returned in the direc- 
tion of South Braintree. He was at no 
time within two miles of the Dexter 
house, and I am satisfied that he knows 
nothing about the Dexters. 

‘‘T also received information that a 
man named John Irwin had escaped

ITS DOORS ARE CLOSED 


| Heavy Withdrawals Given as 
Cause of the Failure--Expected 
That Depositors Will Be Paid 
f In Full--Stockholders Are Hit 


Boston, April 1.—By order of the sav- 
Ings bank commissioners the doors of 
| the Union Trust company, with bank- 
ing rooms at 307 Washington street, are 
closed. The cause of the failure is 
stated to be the fact that there have 
been recently heavy heavy dratus by 
the depositors which could not be met, 
| the institution having a large amount 
| of slow securities. The liabilities are 
estimated at about $1,800,000, and the 
nominal assets af about the same. 

The Union Trust company during last 
year was subjected to two examina- 
tions by the savings bank commission- 
ers, a somewhat unusual proceedin, 

this company being the only one in 43 

trust companies doing business in this 

state that was examined more than 
once. It has been known thatthe com- 
pany has been tied up in several ways. 
| For more thana year William E. 
Barrett, the company’s president, has 
hed a claim for $148,000 held up in the 
bankruptcy proceedings for Noyes 
Bros., incorporated, and the case is 
still pending before the referee. This 
claim is made on notes in the posses- 
sion of Barrett at the time of the con- 
| cern’s failure. Up to the present day 
the referee has declined to allow Bar- 
rett’s claim, and for that reason he has 
not participated in any of the dividends 
already paid to a large number of cred- 


itors. An effort is being made by the 
referee to determine just how much 
money is due Barrett on these notes, 


and various hearings on the matter 
have been held in the bankruptcy court. 
It is said that there is every reason to 
believe that the actual cash received by 
the maker of the notes is considerably 
lower than the face value which is 
| claimed.. Mr. Barrett will be allowed 
to prove a claim for the exact amount 
of money paid out by him upon these 
notes. 
| be Union Trust company was incor- 
porated May 29, 1898, with a capital 
| stock of $100,000, but did not begin bus- 
iness until March 25, 1889, William 
| E. Barrett fs its president, James M. 
Dunpby, vice president, and Frederick 
| G. Roberts, treasurer.. It is expected 
that an assessment of 100 percent will 
be levied upon the stockholders and 
| that the depositors will be paid in full. 
| The affairs of the company wil then be 
| wound up. 

In a statement recently issued, the 
Union Trust company was said to have 
a surplus and profit account of $126,340, 
}and deposits of $1,800,000. The par 
value of the stock was quoted at $100 
and the book value at $226. A rate of 
8 percent dividends was paid. The 
first paid by the company was in 1900, 
which was at the rate of 5 percent, and 
this was increased during the next two 
years to 8 percent.

SUBJECT TO EPILEPSY 


Police Think Young Wilson 
Killed Mother and Stepfather 

Boston, April 1—A warrant charging 
Willis H. Wilson with the murder of his 
stepfather, Frank A. Brown of Ros- 
lindale, and his mother, Isadora G. 


Brown, was served upon him and he 
was arraigned in the West Roxbury 
eourt, eharged with killing both witha 
revolver. He pleaded not guilty to the 
two counts and was held tithout bail 
for examination on April 11. 

From the reports of Medical Examin- 
er Draper on the autopsies which he 
performed upon the bodies of Mr. and 
Mrs. Brown, it is made clear that 
Brown did not shoot himself, but that 
the deaths were due to double murder. 

In addition to the evidence obtained 
from the autopsies the police decided to 
prosecute Wilson because of the fact 
that he had exclusive opportunity to 
commit the crime and alse because of 
his diseased condition. Being subject 
to epilepsy it was thought probable that 
he might have committed the deed dur- 
ing one of the spells to which he is sub- 
ject and which have twice occurred 
since he has been detained. Those 
who have prosecuted the case for the 
government do not consider him respon- 
sible for his actions and do not believe 
that if probable cause is found by the 
court for holding him for the grand jury 
be will ever be brought to trial.

The Tibetans lost heavily, owing to 
the inferiority of thelr weapons, which 
Were matchlock rifles, but they dis- 
played the greatest courage, many of 
them coming on after they had eight or 
nine bullet wounds in their bodies. The 
scene after the action was like a 
shambles. The dead were heaped on 
top of each ather and a long trail of 
dead and wounded extended to the 
rear. After a short halt, the advance 
continued, nearing the Tibetan camp at 
Guru, where a second action took place 
in which the artillery played the largest 
part. 

Finally the Tibetans retreated over 
the hills with the exception of about 60, 
who obstinately held the village, which 
was finally taken by a mounted infantry 
bayonet rush. 

Among the Tibetans killed were the 
Lhassa general, the military command- 
ant of Phari and Lata and the sag 
sentative of the Golden monastery, 
whose influence and violent Aoeanie 
the existing difficulties were largely 
due. The Tibetan losses are believed to 
be over 400, while the British casualties 
are about a dozen. 

The British force returned to Tuna 
and stated that rifles bearing the Rus- 
sian imperial stamp and Russian am- 
munition were found on the wounded 
Tibetan officers.

JAPAN PUSHING ON 


Cor.:inuous Skirmishing on the 
March Toward the Yalu 


THEY HOLD ADVANTAGE 


Russian Retreat From Chong-Ju 
Was Made Ina Hurry--Martial 
Law at New Chwang Helps 

at Port 

Arthur Applies Severe Rules 


Japan--Commander 


London, April 1.—The correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph at Seoul re- 
ports that there is continuous skirmish- 
ing between Ping Yang and Wiju and 
that many Japanese have been killed. 
The correspondent adds that a Korean 
spy at Ping Yang has been shot by 
the Japanese. 

Evidence accumulates that the Rus- 
sian retreat from Chong Ju after the 
fight with the Japanese was not made 
with tke “deliberation of a parade,” 
but was rather hurried and long con- 
tinued. The Japanese pursued the 
Russians to Kwaksan, 13 miles beyond 
Chong Ju, but the Russian commander 
did not halt until he placed 10 miles 
more between bis force and that of his 
pursuers. 

The only incident within the last 48 
hours that has any real bearing on the 
general situation is Russia’s formal an- 
nouncement that she includes New 
Chwang in the theatre of war. This 
will help Japan as much as it does Rus- 
sia, for undoubtedly Japan now will 
consider that the entire limits of Man- 
churia are open to the operations of 
war. No effective protest now can be 
made by Russia should Japan land her 
forces anywhere on the Liao Tung 
gulf from Chin Wang Tao on the west, 
to Kin Chow and Yin Kow on the north. 

The proclamation of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Stoessel, commanding at Port Ar- 
thur, declaring that all the territory iy- 
ing between and including Port Arthur 
and Tsichou in a state of siege, forbids 
all unauthorized persons to approach 
the fortifications and batteries and an- 
nounces that the sentries have been or- 
dered to shoot anyone who fails to obey 
the order. 


Russians Sunk Coasting Steamer 

Tokio, April 1.—The action of Rus- 
sian warships in sinking the Japanese 
coasting steamer Hanyei Maru is deep- 
ly resented by the Japanese. The 
Hanyei Maru was an old steamer of 64 
tons and bad been chartered by some 
correspondents of a Japanese news- 
paper. After transferring 10 Japanese 
and seven Chinese from the Hanyei 
Maru the fire of two vessels was di- 
rected upon the steamer and one of the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers sent 
several shells through her hull. When 
she appeared to be sinking the Rus- 
sian ships started at full speed in the 
direction of-Port Arthur. 


Substantial American Sympathy 

Tokio, April 1—At a meeting of 
Americans and Japanese held in this 
city in commemoration of the 50th an- 
niversary of the signing of the Perry 
treaty between Japan and the United 
States, an American war charity, 
called the Perry memorial relief fund, 
was organized. The sum of $37,500 
was subscribed at once and it was de- 
cided to organize committees in all of 
the larger cities of the United States. 
The fund will be disbursed under the 
direction of the Emperor of Japan, 
particularly for the purpose of aiding 
the destitute families of soldiers and 
sailors. 


Mandjur Out of Commission 

Shanghai, April 1—The Japanese 
crulser Akitsushima left here today, 
the dismantlement of the Russian gun- 
boat Manjur having been completed in 
accordance with the agreement arrived 
at on the subject with the local author- 
ities. 


Experiment Money Halved 

Washington, April 1—The conferees 
on, the agricultural appropriation bill 
have reached an agreement. The bill 
now, carries a total appropriation of 
$35,902,040. Tho senate amendment 
providing for experiments in animal 
breeding and feeding, in co-operation 
with state agricultural stations, is ac- 
eepted, but the amount appropriated is 
reduced from $50,000 to $25,000. 


National Air In the Navy 

Washington, April 1—Hereafter 
“The Star Spangled Banner” will be 
played on board naval ships at both 
morning and evening colors, in accard- 
ance with an order approved by the 
secretary of the navy. Heretofore 
“The Star Spangled Banner” bas been 
played with the raising of the flag in 
the morning and “Hail Columbia” with 
the lowering of the colors.

Counterfeit Dollars and Nickels 
Were Turned Out by Convicts 

Binghamton, N. Y., April 2—One of 
the cases to be presented to the United 
States grand jury to convene at Syra- 
cuse next week is that of Louis Julien 
and Adelbert Chapin, prisoners con- 
fined in Auburn state prison, who are 
charged with making counterfeit 
money in that institution in the work- 
shop of the prison and beneath the very 
eyes of the guards.

SWITCH WAS BROKEN 


Three Cars of an Express Train 
Derailed In Vermont 
Rutland, Vt., April 4—Three sleep- 
ing cars attached to the north bound 
Montreal express were derailed by a 
broken switch at Proctor. Two colored 
porters, Harry Brooks and Samuel 
Ellis, sustained scalp wounds and other 
bruises and were removed to the Proc- 
tor hospital. None of the passengers 

was injured. 

The train was made up of two sec- 
tions, one from Boston and the other 
from New York, which were united 
when the two trains reached this city. 
No stop was made at Proctor and the 
train was running at a high speed when 
it reached the broken switch. The for- 
ward part of the train passed over 
safely, but the three rear sleepers left 
the rails. The first sleeper of the three 
derailed was practically demolished, 
the forward portion of the second car 
was torn away and the third car was 
partly damaged. In leaving the irons 
the cars crashed into a freight train 
which was standing on a siding, wreck- 
ing some of the freight cars.

The Work of Muskrats 

Thomaston, Conn., April 4.—Boring

| Japs Reported to Have Landed 


In Southern Manchuria 


| THE SITUATION IN KOREA 


Eighteen Miles of Ground Won 
by Japs Since the Fight at 
Cheng Driven 
From Old Korean Fort With 
Comparative Ease--Reports of 
Further Skirmishing In Yalu 
River Region Unconfirmed 


Ju--Russians

London, April 4.—The Daily Tele- 
| graph’s Shanghai correspondent gives 
an unconfirmed report that a Japanese 
|army of 105,000 men has landed op- 
Penatie Taku-Shan, in southern Man- 

churia, and is marching north and 
northwest; that another army of 40,000 
| bas landed in northwestern Korea and 
| is marching toward the Yalu river, and 


that a third force bas disembarked in 
northeastern Korea and is marching 
westward. 

The correspondent adds that the 
statement that the captain of the Rus- 
sian cruiser Boyarin is to be court 
martialled is regarded as confirming the 
report that the vessel was blown up by 
a wine. 

A dispatch from Tokio says that the 
advance guard of the Japanese afmy in 
northwestern Korea has occupied the 
| town of Seng Cheng without opposi- 

tion. Seng Cheng is on the Pekin road, 
18 miles west of Cheng Ju, and about 
40 miles south of Wiju. 

When the Japanese drove the Rus- 
sians out of Cheng Ju last Monday the 
Russians withdrew in two columns, one 

| going over the Koak San road and the 
| other over the Pekin road. ‘The Japan- 
ese advance from Cheng Ju was made 
| very rapidly. It was anticipated that 
| the Russians would resist this advance, 
but they falled to do so and now it is 
not probable that there will be any 
further opposition south of the Yalu 
river. 
} Cheng Ju, because of its superior 
[magneal surroundings, is the strongest 
| place between Ping Yang and Wiju. 
| Besides these natural advantages, there 
is an old Korean fort there, which, bad 
it been defended with spirit, would 
have been hard totake. The Japanese 
are gratified at the comparative ease 
| with which they drove the Russlans 
| from this fort. 
Russian patrols are reported to bein 
the country east of the Pekin road, but 
it is not probable that there is any 
H considerable force of Russians in that 
| section. 
| The patrols are withdrawing grad- 
| ually to the northward, toward the 
| Yalu. It is reported that the ice on the 
Yalu is well broken up and in the fu- 
| ture the river must be crossed either in 
| junks or over pontoon bridges. 
Reports of further skirmishing be- 
| tween the Russians and Japanese in the 
Yalu river region are reaching London, 


| but no-reliable details are given. 
| 


| The Daily Telegraph’s Seoul 


} corre- 


spondent believes that the defenses of 
Port Arthur have been so weakened 
that the early capture of the port is to 
be expected. There is little doubt, the 
correspondent says, that only a narrow 
passage is left and that at the first 
favorable opportunity the Japanese will 
block the channel. The Russians have 
taken 12-inch guns out of their ships 
to arm the old and the new defenses 
of Port Arthur. 

The correspondent says he learns that 
in the first attack on Port Arthur the 
greater part of the Japanese torpedo 
boat flotilla mistakeably followed two 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers which 
crossed thelr path and thus failed to 
enter the harbor to complete the de- 
| struction of the Russian fleet. 

; A correspondent of The Morning 
Post at Yin Kow says that the position 
there is daily becoming stronger. <A 
fortnight ago the Japanese could have 
landed with comparative ease, while 
now they would experience great diffi- 
culty. The correspondent says he has 
received trustworthy information that 
the concentration of troops along the 
| railway has been so rapid that it {s 
now impossible for the Japanese to

carry the war into Manchuria with any, 


| hope of success, and that the most they 
can do is to isolate Port Arthur and 
| possibly Vladivostok. 


May Not Bombard Yin Kow

Telephone Connection to the South 
Shore Cut Off. 


Shortly after 9 o’clock Saturday 
night the operator at the Quincy tele- 
phone office discovered that the lines 
running to Weymouth, Hingham and 
Cohasset were out of order. Manager 
Clark, who happened to be at the office, 
suspecting the cause, notified the police 
and went to Quincy Point. He was 
not long in locating the trouble for 
some one had cut and carried off about 
ten feet of the lead cable running? from 
a pole near the Quincy Point bridge, 
under the water to the Weymouth 
shore. It was said that a team had 
been seen to stop near where the cut 
was made, and it is believed that this 
team was the one used by the thieves. 
The police at Neponset and adjoining 
towns were notified to look out for the 
team. 

About 250 feet of secund hand cable 
was stolen on the Weymouth side of the 
bridge Friday night, and Saturday 
night’s job is thought to have been the 
work of the same parties. 

The cable contains thirty pair of fine 
wire, encased in lead pipe, and when 
new costs the telephone company $2 
per foot. The piece stolen Saturday 
night will not net the thieves much, 
but it puts the telephone company toa 
great amount of trouble. 

The break in the service was repaired 
on Sunday. 

Brockton also has suffered from the 
larceny of metal.

FACED GREAT PERILS 
Explorers In the Antarctic Re- 
gion Displayed Rare Courage 

London, April 4.—The correspondent 
of The Daily Mail at Christ Church, N. 
Z., has had an interview with Captain 
Scott, R. N., who commanded the Royal 
Geographical society’s Antarctic ex- 
pedition steamer Discovery. The 
captain said that the great ice plain 
which the expedition traversed was un- 
doubtedly fed from the ice cap of Vic- 
toria Land and that since Ross’ time 
the ice had broken back for 30 miles 
along the edge of the barrier. 

Captain Scott said that his expedition 
to the far western end of Victoria Land 
was undertaken under the severest 
climatic conditions, the explorers’ 
heads and faces being literally cut by 
the icy blasts. When the party crossed 
the 80th degree for the first time in the 
world’s history the compass pointed ex- 
actly the wrong way. Owing to the 
scarcity of food and the av erage march 
throughout of 10 miles daily, each man 
lost about 20 pounds in weight during 
the six weeks’ trip. 

During the glacier trip the party had 
an extremely narrow escape, being pre- 
clpitated into an enormous crevasse. 
Captain Scott and one of the party 
named Evang fel) 14 feet upon a ledge. 
The latter, with the aid of the 
crampons on his boots, managed to 
hang on to the edge. Eventually Scott 
climbed up the almost perpendicular 
side of the crevasse and Evans was 
rescued with extreme difficulty.

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TIBETAN AFFAIRS 


British Depressed Over Recent 
Slaughter at Garu 


A WEAPON FOR LIBERALS 


“Discreditable Business Brewed 
by Pro-Consuls”--Ultimate Ef- 
fect on Russian and Chinese 


Sentiment Is Greatly Feared 


London, April 4.—The slaughter of 
the Tibetans entirely kills such waning 
interest as still exists here in the Japan- 
ese-Russian struggles. ‘The news of 
the wholesale bloodshed excites a feel- 
ing of depression, first because the aver- 
age Englishman scarcely sees that it 
was necessary, and secondly because 
there is general apprehension that it 
may lead to complications with Russia. 

The last thing the British public 
wants at the present momentis another 
war and what is most dreaded Is a rise 
in the income tax. Hence the tragic 
events in far-off Tibet are especfally 
unwelcome at this period, when thetax- 
payer is neryously waiting to see how 
he will be called on to pay off the a- 
tional deficit. 

The extreme liberal papers seized on 
the slaughter at Guru as one of the 
worst blots on the history of England. 
The Dally News declares that no more 
wanton or discreditable business has 
been brewed by our pro-consuls in India 
since the times of Lord Lytton. Other 
papers of the same political views de- 
scribe Colonel Younghusband's mission 
as another Jameson raid. The gov- 
ernment organs, while expressing the 
regret felt in official circles that such 
an event occurred at this moment, 
reiterate Secretary Lansdowne’s as- 
surance to Russia that Great Britain 
has no intention of annexing Tibet. 
The text of those who defend Colonel 
Younghusband’s action is Lansdowne'’s 
statement in the house of lords that all 
Great Britain desires is a new conven- 
tion with the Tibetans and with China 
as the suzerain power of Tibet. 

The opposition, however, points out 
that China has repeatedly protested 
against the strength of the escort with 
which this “political mission” is accom- 
panied and declares that ag a matter of 
fact Great Britain is now at war, not 
with Tibet, but with China, thereby en- 
dangering China’s neutrality towards 
Russia and Japa,n and risking the peace 
of the world. 

Lord Curzon (viceroy of India) is soon 
likely to share with Lord Milner the 
bitter personal hostility aroused among 
the opponents of the government by 
the introduction of Chinese labor in the 
Transvaal. In the minds:of the masses 
who have shown in the bye-electiong 
that they bave lost faith in the present 
government, the slaughter at Guru 
{s likely to be considered as a stain on 
Curzon’s administration, which only the 
defeat of the responsible ministers can 
wipe out. Indian Secretary Brodrick 
will again be in hot water as the min- 
ister who must explain to parllament. 

Lord Curzon’s recen€ speech at Cal- 
cutta was not warmly welcomed here 
and at the time it was thought fie had 
indulged in a dangerous wealth of 
Oriental imagery suitable for the con- 
sumption of native princes, but emi- 
nently unfitted for perusal at St. Peters-

The Viedomoste says: “The position 
of the British is unendurable. They 
ere slaughtering unarmed crowds who 
come out to protect their fatherland.” 

The Novoe Vremya says: “Two 
American millionatres have changed 
the destinies of India. Since Lord Cur- 
zon became Lord Kitchener's brother- 
in-law their personalities seem to 


have been merged. Curzon spoke with’ 


the words of Kitclener on the glacis 
theory and Kitchener adopted the pol- 
icy of Curzon in sending an alleged 
diplomatic mission into Tibet. The 
glacis theory is all right so long as it 
has to do with unarmed foes.” 


The mistake of the Novoe Vremya in 
speaking of Curzon and Kitchener as 
brothers-in-law probably emanated 
from a rumor in circulation some time 
ago that Kitchener was to marry Daisy 
Leiter, a sister of Lady Curzon. 

The glacis theory to which The Novoe 
Vremya refers was contained in Cur- 
zon’s Calcutta speech, in which he said 
that India resembled a fortress beyond 
whose walls there existed on one side 
a glacis of varying breadth and dimen- 
sions which they did not desire to oc- 
cupy, But which they could not afford to 
see occupied by a foe

Athens, Tex., April 5.—Jim Hering 
and Walter Hering were killed while 
resisting arrest by the city marshal at 
this place. The Herings, who mar- 
ried sisters, were beating thelr mother- 
in-law and the neighbors called on the 
officers for assistance.

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WAR NEWS SCARCE 


Prospect of Plenty, However, | 


In the Near Future 


JAPANESE ARE AT WIJU 


Entrance of Scouts Said to Have 
Marked 
Across the Yalu--War Vessels 
of Both Belligerents Reported 
Absent From Port Arthur 


Flight of Russians 


London, April 5.—Eight weeks from 
the opening of the war sees Japan 
without any real fighting, apparently in 
complete possession of Korea and the 
first stage of the campaign ended. 

According to The Daily Mail's Kobe 
correspondent a Ping Yang dispatch 
has béen received there confirming the 
report from Shanghai that Japanese 
scouts entered Wiju at 11 o'clock a. m. 
yesterday, and that the Russians ap- 
parently retreated beyond the Yalu 
river, but no further news of avy kind 
is to hand throwing light on either land 
or sea operations. Everything, how- 
ever, is regarded as pointing to the im- 
minence of important developments, 

The Daily Mail's Seoul correspondent 
asserts that the landing of Japanese 
troops at Chinampo has now ceased, 
but that the port is gyarded by a large 
fleet and the Japanese base has moved 
north from Ping Yang, where only a 
few troops now remain. 

The correspondent of The Stand- 
ard at Tokio reports that the Japanese 
correspondents at the front, who fol- 
lowed the army through the Chino-Jap- 
anese war, express great surprise at | 
the improvement of the Japanesetroops | 
during the past decade. The improve 
ment is noticeable alike in equipment, 
organization and discipline, and more } 
especially in the educational standard 
of the men. 

The Morning Post's Tokio corre- 
spondent says Japanese torpedo boats 
scouting at Port Arthur discovered 
unemcumbered a channel 14) yards 
wide which admits of the passage of 
vessels. 

The Times correspondent at sen on | 
April 4, in a wireless message via Weil 
Hai Wei, says: “I am cruising in the 
vicinity of Port Arthur, and have dis- 
covered no evidence of vessels of either 
belligerent. The impression {s_ gain- 
ing ground that the Russians were not 
totally shut in by the Japanese attack 
on March 27.” a 

The Times Che Foo correspondent 
says the Lino river js extensively 
mined and that 12 stone-laden junks 
are ready for sinking at thé entrance to 
the river at a moment's notice. The 
guns of the Russian gunboat Sivouteh 
have been re-shipped. 

According to a St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent General Mistchenko and 
Colonel Pavyloff have telegraphed Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin that they will disap- 
pear for some time with their Cossacks. 

The Times correspondent at Che Foo 
says there was another bombardment 
of Port Arthur April 2, but that there 
are no authentie details of the engfige- 
ment available. 


Artillery Moves Slowly 

Che Foo, April 5.—The Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha has resumed its service be- 
tween Korea and northern China with 
foreign steamers. The first steamer 
has arrived rom Chemulpo and from 
the passengers it was learned that the 
last contingent of Japan’s first army 
landed in Korea March 30. The army 
consists of 560,000 men, including coolie 
carriers. Japan has made Anju a 
frontal base. and has bridged the Cheng 
Cheng and Pak Cheng rivers and js 
ready to advance by three roads to tlie 
Yalu river. It will possibly be a month, 
however, before a big battle will be

Tokio, April 5.—The fragmentary re- 
mains of Commander Hirose, who was 
killed on March 27 during the second | 
attempt to bottle up Port Arthur, ar- 
rived at Tokio today with a naval 
escort. A throng of people was in 
waiting at Shinbassi station, and the 
multitude silently uncovered when the 
flag-covered coffin was carried out. A 
number of naval officers escorted the 
remains to the home of Commander 
Hirose. In their blood-stained uni- 
forms, some of Commander Hirose’s 
comrades aceompanied the coffin and 
were presented to the kinsmen of the 
dead officer. There will be a public 
funeral.

0 many responses are 
coming to the embassy from poor peo- 
ple and wealtby alike all over the 
country that the countess has had to 
employ a private secretary and each 
letter and gift is acknowledged by a 
note of thanks signed by the countess. 

The fair will be attended by prac- 
tically the entire cabinet, the members 
of the diplomatic corps, the supreme | 
court and members of congress.

Big Freighter to be Launched. 


The Daily Ledger has received from 
the Chamber of Commerce of Lorain, 
Ohio, an invitation to be present at tie 
launching of what is claimed to be the 
largest freight vessel in the world at 
the yards of tha American Shipbu‘!ding 
Company at Lorain, on Saturday, April 
ninth at twelve o’clock noon. 

The Augustus B. Wolvin is 560 feet 
long. She contains 4,500 tons or 9,000, - 
000 pounds of steel, 
chinery and fittings of every sort. More 
than 750,000 rivets are used in her con- 
struction. 

She will carry between 10,000 and 
11,000 tons of ore and 300 tons of fuel, 
on 18 feet draught. This is equivalent 
to 333 car loads or eleven train loads. 

The load is taken aboard through 33 
hatches, or deck openings, and by 
means of modern unloading machinery 
it is expected the immense cargo can 
be discharged in six hours, 

“The Wolvin will cost complete at 
least $480,000 and perbaps an even half 
million.

General Linevitch, Who Fought Bee 
side Them In the Boxer Uprising. 
Lieutenant General Linevitch, who 

uatil the advent of Kuropatkin was in 

command of the Russian land forces in 

Manchuria under Viceroy Alexeieff, is 

an officer who has distinguished him- 

self in nearly all of Russia’s campaigns 

#f recent years in the far east. 
General Linevitch first made his 

name known while serving under Sko- 

beleff in his campaigns against the 

Turcomans and in the Turco-Russian 

war. For meritorious conduct at Pley- 

na he was made a colonel and present- 
ed with a gold sword of honor. He 
also knows the fighting qualities of the 

Japanese soldier as well as any man 

in the czar’s service, having had oppor- 

tunities to study them during the Box- 
er uprising of 1900. As senior officer 

he commanded the allied troops, 22,- 

000 strong, when they left Tientsin for 

Peking. Under him, besides the Amer- 

icans, British, French and Russians, 

were two famous Japanese commang- 
ers, General Yamaguchi and Major 

General Fukushima, each of whom led 

a brigade of 6,000 men, who were not

surpassed by the troops of any other 
nation in the fighting which took place 
for the relief of the legations. 

When the present war broke out 
General Linevitch was directing the 
movements of the three Russian army 
corps which at the time occupied 
Manchuria, and was also governor gen- 
eral of Amur. What part he will take 
in the war operations under General 
Kuropatkin has not yet been made 
known, but it is extremely probable 
that he will be given an important 
command. His knowledge of Manchu- 
ria, in which he has spent several 
years, will make him especially valu- 
able to General Kuropatkin.

VIOLATED HIS TRUST 


Savings Bank Treasurer Made 
False Entries In His Books 
Winsted, Conn., April 6.—Burton H. 

Mattoon, formerly state senator and 

ex-treasurer of the Watertown Savings 

bank, pleaded guilty in the superior 
court to four charges of making false 
entries in the books of the savings 
bank. He will be sentenced next 

Tuesday. 

This sudden ending of the case came 
as a surprise, as it had been predicted 
that the defense would make a strong 
fight against the state’s charges. Ac- 
cusations of embezzlement which were 
originally included in the complaint 
against Matteon were withdrawn at 
the request of State Attorney Warner, 
and it was understood that the re- 
spondent’s counsel had strong hope of 
successfully combatting the remain- 
ing charges. 

Mr. Mattoon is treasurer of Water- 
town, although only in name, as the 
selectmen are empowered to transact 
the financial business owing to the bad 
condition of the treasurer’s books. 
Two special town meetings have been 
held to give Mattoon a chance to ex- 
plain his accounts, but although pres 
ent he said nothing. An investigating 
committee reported a shortage of $23,- 
000. So tangled are the transactions 
of Mattoon with two savings banks 
that the town may have to meet notes 
of many thousands more which were 
thought by the selectmen to have been 
cancelled years ago. 


Locked Up In Jalil 

Litchfield, Conn., April 6.—Former 
Treasurer Burton M. Mattoon of the 
Watertown Savings bank was locked 
up in the Litchfield county jail here 
last night, where he will probably re- 
main until sentence is passed. He 
was brought here by Sheriff Middle- 
brook. 


Foss Loses In Primaries 

Boston, April 6.—The result of the 
caucuses held throughout the state 
last night to elect delegates to the 
Republican state convention, which 
will select delegates at large to the 
national convention, indicates that the 
ticket bearing the name of E. C. Ben- 
ton has overwhelmingly defeated the 
one upon which the name of B. N. 
Foss was substituted. The only con- 
test in the primaries was between 
these two men, the names of the other 
three candidates—Former Governor 
Crane, Senator Lodge and ex-Govern- 
or Long—appearing upon both tickets. 


Says He Killed Brother 
Randolph, Mass,, April 5.—Harris 
Dexter, 14, shot and killed his 11-year- 
old brother Parker, on March 27, ac- 
cording to his own admission. He says 
the shooting was accidental. Parker 
was in the bathroom. Harris went 
to his father’s room, took a revolver 
from the commode and entered the 
bathroom. He pointed the revolver at 
Parker’s head and made some remark. 
Parker replied in a frightened man- 
ner, and the next instant the revolver 
was discharged. The bullet crashed 
through the boy’s skull, entering near 
the left ear. 


Sentenced For Child’s Death 

Dedham, Mass., April 5.—Miss Felna 
Akerson, the young Swedish domestic, 
who was arraigned on a charge of 
murder, was brought into court and 
given permission to change her plea of 


not guilty to one of guilty of man- 
slaughter. The indictment charged 


that she abandoned her infant child 
in Quincy. As a result of said aban- 
donment, the child died. Judge Waitt 
sentenced Miss Akerson to the wo- 
man’s reformatory at Sherborn for an 
indefinite period. 


Goodell Holds His Job 

Concord, N. H., April 6.—Governor 
Bachelder and council reappointed 
former Governor Goodell of Antrim 
as justice of the peace, a position 
which he used to place the names of 
all the voters of his town on a liquor 
blacklist. His appointment was op- 
posed by some of the citizens of his 
own town. According to the license 
law of the state, a justice of the peace 
has the power to forbid the sale of 
liquor to male residents. 


Kentuciy Sheriff Wanted Him 
“ Newport, R. I, April 6—Private 
William Littell of the 110th Coast 
Artillery, who was placed under guard 
on March 27 at the request of the 
sheriff of Pulaski county, Kentucky, 
for an alleged shooting affair in that 
state, has been released by Colonel 
Story, the commandant of Fort Adams, 
who states that he sees no reason for 
longer holding Littell. 


More Shoe Trouble at Lynn 

Lynn, Mass., April 6.—The grain 
counter makers of the city voted last 
night to order a strike in 18 local shoe 
factories in the evens of the manufac- 
turers refusing to sign a wage agree- 
ment which will be presented to them 
by a grievance ccmaittee. About 400 
men are involved.

The 
pond was covered with a thin coat of 
ice, on which the children ventured. 
They broke through, and sank to- 
gether in 13 feet of water. When the 
bodies were recovered the children’s 

hands were still tightly clasped.

"| FOUR DAYS AW A WEEK 


New Running Time For Fall 
River Cotton Mills 


TWO CAUSES ASSIGNED 


Lack of Demand For Goods and 
High Price of Cotton--Opera- 
tives Prefer Curtailment to a 
Reduction In Wages 


Fall River, Mass., April 6—Several 
manufacturers announce that they 
will close their mills this week on 
Thursday, and will continue to run 


four days a week for an indefinite 
period. This announcement comes as 
& surprise and is not the result of 
any definite agreement. 

Efforts have been under way for 
some time to either bring about an 
agreement to curtail or to reduce 
Wages, and the matter has been 
threshed over without result among 
the mill men. The Bourne Mills are 
to stay closed for the present, and it 
is stated at this time that the Wam- 
panoag, Flint, Chace, Border Oity, Sag- 
amore, Cornell, Union, Osborn and 
King Philip Mills will close this week, 
and the Sta#ord Mills next week, on 
Thursday night. Others are likely to 
make the announcement, and at this 
time it looks as though at least 1,250,- 
000 spindles will be affected. The 
causes assigned are the lack of de- 
mand for goods and the high price of 
cotton, 

The movement is practically gen- 
eral among the print goods corpora- 
tions, although some of them have 
sufficient contracts on hand to keep 
them running in full for some weeks. 
The Sagamore corporation has been 
running but four days each week fora 
long time, and the Flint Mills have 
been in operation five days for more 
than a month. 

There are 40 corporations in the 
city using cotton in their manufac- 
tures, but only about 25 are engaged 
on straight print goods. 

The curtailment is the second gen- 
eral one in this city that has occurred 
since cotton began its upward move- 
ment a year ago last winter. Last 
summer a large part of the machinery 
was idle, and the outlook at present 
is that a similar state of affairs will 
prevail for several months this year. 

While the operatives do not express 
pleasure at the developments, the 
union officials, with few exceptions, 
agree that the plan is more satisfac- 
tory than a protracted shut-down. 
Wages were reduced about five 
months ago, and In consequence the 
employes are not as well prepared for 


an idle period this year as they were 


last. Some of the unions will pay 
stoppage benefits, but the majority of 
operatives are non-union, and even all 
union members will not participate. 


Porto Ricans Want 83,000,000 

Washington, April 6.—A delegation 
of representative Porto Ricans have 
arrived in Washington for the purpose 
of placing a loan of $3,000,000. It is 
not expected that money can be se- 
cured here, but the members of the 
delegation desire to secure some sort 
of recognition of their loan by the 
national government which would give 
their bonds a good standing in the 
market. 


New Battleship Takes Water 

Newport News, Va., April 6.—With 
bands playing “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” and “Dixie,” and 30,000 peo- 
ple cheering her godspeed, the battle- 
ship Virginia was launched at the 
yard of the Newport News Ship Build- 
ing company. The launching was with- 
out a hitch. Miss Mathilda Gay 
Montague, daughter of Governor Mon- 
tague, was sponsor for the new bat- 
tleship. 


Michigan Miners In Harmony 

Saginaw, Mich., April 6.—The result 
of the vote taken in the various locals 
of the Michigan district of the United 
Mine Workers’ of America shows that 
the proposition of the operators won 
by a large majority. The result in- 
sures harmony in the Michigan dis- 
trict for the next two years. The 
question of wages was not involved. 
The men were voting on the questions 
of measuring, loading, etc. 


Mrs Sully Won’t Testify 

New York, April 6.—Belleving her 
appearance upon the witness stand in 
the bankruptcy examination before a 
court commissioner would subject her 
to unpleasant notoriety, Mrs. Daniel 
J. Sully has decided to assign to the 
receiver her claim to the $150,000 of 
surplus money accruing to the F, W. 
Reynolds company from the sale of 
Sully’s hypothecated cotton. 


Elkin For Supreme Judge 

Harrisburg, April 6.—John P. Elkin, 
former attorney general of Pennsylva- 
nia and an unsuccessful candidate for 
the nomination for governor two years 
ago, was the unanimous choice of to- 
day’s Republican state convention for 
justice of the supreme court to suc- 
ceed Justice Thompson, Democrat, 
whose commission expires next Janu- 


ary. 


Coal Strike Difficulties 
Des Moines, April 6.—On account of 
the coal strike, the railways announce 
that at about 1000 will be laid off. 
Churches here are closed on account 
of the strike and the schools have 
been closed until coal can be secured.

States against Charles F. W. Neely, 

formerly director of finances for the 


Postoffices of Cuba, was commenced 
before Judge Lacombe and a jury in 
the United States circuit court. 

The suit is brought by the govern- 
ment nominally to have a court deter- 
mine exactly the amount of the al. 
leged Neely defalcation in Cuba, but 
in reality, the United States seeks to 
hold the $20,000 in cash which it has 
attached, and which was deposited by 
Neely as bail, and about $15,000 of 
other property belonging to him which 
is also under federal attachment. 

According to Special Attorney Gen- 
eral Jones, the amount of the alleged 
defalcation is about $140,000. The 
defence alleges that the general am- 
nesty act of Cuba, which released all 
persons from prison who had been 
found guilty of a crime against the 
island government, not alone released 
Neely from criminal liability but dis- 
charged at the same time any civil 
liability that the United States might 
hold against him. Mr. Jones, while ad- 
mitting that the amnesty act released 
Neely from prison, denied that it dis- 
charged his civil responsibilities. 


Bomb Failed to Explode 
Portland, Ore., April 6—A bomb 
containing two pounds of powder, 
heavily charged with nitro glycerine, 
and containing a box of 100 detonating 
caps, was found on the guard rail of 
the steamer Albany of the Western 
Transportation Company. The fuse 
had burned almost to the caps, but 
had gone out. Had the bomb exploded 
the Albany would doubtlessly have 
been completely wrecked. A quantity 
of Chinese tissue paper and a white 
sock such as is worn by Chinese was 
wrapped around the bomb and it is 
thought that a plot to destroy the 
steamer was evolved by Chinese. The 
transportation company has persist- 

ently refused to employ Chinese. 


“Champion” Soundly Drubbed 

Philadelphia, April 6.—Herr Placke, 
the champion of Holland, made a sor- 
ry spectacle of himself last night in 
a fight here with “Kid” McCoy. Stand- 
ing six inches taller and weighing over 
70 pounds more than his opponent, he 
was beaten almost insensible in less 
than four minutes. Placke never laid 
a glove on McCoy except when the 
men clinched. Before the first round 
ended Placke was covered with blood 
from his neck to his waist, and both 
eyes were almost closed. He was 
knocked out 10 seconds after the sec- 
ond round began. 


Six Suicides In One Day 

New York, April 6.—An unusual 
number of suicides, at least half of 
them due to despondency, because of 
inability to secure employment, were 
reported to the police of Greater New 
New York last night. Three of the six 
victims chose carbolic acid as a means 
of ending their troubles, one chose 
death by shooting, another by hang- 
ing and the sixth accomplished his 
purpose by turning on the gas. 


No Leniency For Policy King 

Ossining, N. Y., April 6.—‘Al” Ad- 
ams, the former policy king of New 
York, will have to serve the remaining 
nine months of his sentence, the board 
of parole, which considered his appli- 
cation for a conditional release, hay- 
ing decided not to parole him. Adams 
was sentenced on April 21, 1903, to 
serve not less than one year nor more 
than one year and nine months, be- 
sides paying a fine of $1000. 


Cleveland Endorses Parker 

New York, April 6—In a dispatch 
from Princeton, N. J., to The World, 
Former President Cleveland is quoted 
as saying: “I don’t see how any one 
professing to be a real, intelligent 
Democrat can hesitate to accept Mr. 
Parker, if he should be nominated, as 
a fit representative of safe and con- 
servative Democratic principles, en- 
titled to hearty and unreserved Dem- 
ocratic support.”

Residents on Hancock street and 
Newbury avenue are wondering, how- 
ever, why it is that so many of the 
teamsters, instead of taking their loads 
to the fill, dump it inthe meadow along 
Hancock street, and in the famous, 
endless-bottom Teel pond off Newbury 
avenue. 

Inquiry at City Hall brings out the 
fact that the city is not paying for the 
gravel dumped in Teel pond orin the 
swamp along Hancock street. 

Commissioner Knowlton says he 
would rather they dump it on Hancock 
street where it will do some good. 

From further inquiry, it appears that 
the contractor is making the fill at so 
much per square yard, and that the 
engineers of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission measure the gravel taken 
out, and keep ccunt of the loads 
carried away. 

As the teams used have been measured 
it isa very easy matter for them to 
figure out how many yards of gravel 
are carted away. 

The question Atlantic 
asking is why some of 
being dumped Hancock street 
and in Teel pond, about half the dis- 
tance from the gravel bank to the fill.

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Individual Curtailment by Fall 
River Cotton Mills 


THE PUBLIC SKEPTICAL 


Eleven Thousand Operatives 
Will Have Enforced Vacation, 
With Prospect of Number Be- 


ing Greatly Increased 


Fall River, Mass., April 7.—As plans 
fare now arranged there will be a cur- 
tailment in this city of 1,300,000 
spindles, beginning tonight, and nearly 
11,000 operatives will be affected. This 
number is likely to be increased at any 
moment, as there are still three large 
corporations to be heard from, which 
have the matter under advisement, and 
will begin to curtail at once, if some 
small contracts can be taken care of. 

The treasurers of the different cor- 
porations are emphatic in their state- 
ments that the curtailment is not 
brought about as the result of any 
formal agreement, but the public is 
quite skeptical. One of the men who 
had as much to do as any other in 
bringing the quick curtailment about 
made this statement of the situation: 

“The business is at a standstill in 
so far as the distribution of goods is 
concerned and prices are showing weak- 
ness because some mills are piling up 
goods and must realize on them if they 
are to keep in operation. It is absolu- 
tely necessary that something should 
be done to support this market while 
buyers are so open in their declara- 
tions that they will buy nothing, and 
while printers are not at the season 
when they require goods. If thereisa 
demand in the next four weeks the sit- 
uation for the operatives and the mills 
will improve, but it is certain to bring 
financial troubles on us here if we get 
caught at the incoming of a big cotton 
crop with a quantity of high-cost goods 
on hand. The larger buyers of the 
country will welcome the curtailment, 
because they have found difficulty in 
inducing retail buyers to pay the high 
prices the cotton cost compels us to 
ask. 

“It is true that many New England 
manufacturers are joining this move- 
ment, but it is not due, so far as I 
am aware, from a concerted action, 
which has been agreed on. Certainly I 
am not in any agreement, and the cur- 
tailment in my mills may last all sum- 
mer or it may cease next week. It is 
likely, however, that it will go on for 
one month at least, and by that time the 
prospect for the summer months will 
appear clearer. 

“It is not true, as I have seen 
stated, that the south has compelled 
the mills of New England to curtail. 
Some southern mills have been under- 
selling us, but it is because of espe- 
cially fortunate conditions due to early 
cotton purchases or other things, which 
have little bearing on the question of 
competition. There is no mill in this 
country, in my opinion, that can makea 
profit at today’s prices of cotton and 
common cloths, and even if a profit were 
in sight, so far as I can see, there fs 
no demand for goods at any figure. 
Some mills are selling goods because 
they must raise money, and under those 
conditions buyers can meet their small 
needs. There are mills in this city just 
as well as in the south, which might sell 
goods at a profit today, but it is because 
they have cotton on hand, purchased 
under exceedingly fortunate cirecum- 
stances. The great bulk of the mills 
cannot sell goods anyway, profit or no 
profit, and it is this fact which has 
caused us to come together so quickly. 

“As a general proposition, curtail- 
ment at this time seems to me the wisest 
business course we have adopted in 
years, and to me it seems as if the talk 
we made five or six months ago, about 
New England manufacturers getting 
together more closely on business 
propositions, has much foundation in 
fact.”

Weston, Mass., April 7—Six days 
have elapsed since Miss Mabel Page 
was stabbed to death at her father's 
residence in this town and the case is 
as much a mystery as ever. One of the 
strangers seen in this vicinity 
after noon ou the day of the tragedy 
has materialized ia the person of John 
E. MeCullough of Brookline. MecCul- 
lough answers the description of one 
person noticed, and he volunteered the 
information that he was in the neigh- 
borhood of the Page house on the day 
of the murder. He had visited a fam- 
ily living some distance beyond the 
Tage house to apply for the position of 
coachman. 

The police investigation 
veloped nothing that would throw any 
light on the case. Several persons liv 
ing along the road between Weston and 
Waltham were questioned regarding 
persons who had passed on Thursday, 
with the idea of developing a possible 
clue in that direction. 

The contents of the Page house have 
been examined carefully and all of the 
dead woman’s clothing was takenaway 
in a bundle, presumably to test the al 
leged blood stains. It is agreed that 
the officers have practically no evidence 
that will aid them in detecting the mur- 
derer.

The 13,- 
000 striking miners in Iowa are ex- 
pected to be back at work within a 
week.

Weston, Mass., April 8—So ex- 
traordinary a case is the murder of Miss 
Mabel Page judged to be that State At- 


torney General Parker, making a move 


unprecedented in the history of the com- 
mMonwealth, took it upon himself to visit 
the scene of the crime, to make a close 
scrutiny of the

Page family. 

He was accompanied in this investi- 
gation by District Attorney Sanderson 
of Middlesex county, of which this town 
is a part, and Chief Shaw of the Massa- 
chusetts district police. The day was 
otherwise made notable by the active 
participation of four members of the 
state police in the investigation, in- 
stead of two, the assigninent of addi- 
tional detectives to the case being due 
to the desire of Governor Bates to have 
ali possible done to solve a mystery held 
by the authorities to be one of the most 
baffling in the history of the state.

When the day's effor 
General Whitney, one of the 
lice, said: “There have been no de 
velopments of a helpful nature whatso 
ever. We are no nearer a solution of 
the mystery than we were yesterday.” 

An incident of the afternoon was the 
visit of a woman trance medium at the 
Page house, and her declaration to Gen- 
eral Whitney that it had been 
strated to her that “no woman 
Mabel Page.’ 

Attorney General Parker was led to 
come here because of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the crime and the delay 
in finding a trace of the criminal. Ar- 
riving at the Page house, Mr. Parker 
and his companions made a careful ex- 
amination of the dwelling, the barn in 
the rear and the land area imme- 
diately adjacent. Every room in the 
house was examined, particularly the 
chamber in which Miss Page’s body 
was found. The portion in which the 
body was found, together with the at- 
tending conditions in the chamber, 
were described as exactly as possible. 

Observation was made of the two 
doors leading into the room, either one 
of which the murderer may have en- 
tered or departed from. In this con- 
nection the door in the rear of the home 
on the ground floor was examined with 
reference to the possibility that the as- 
sailant escaped in that direction, in- 
stead of by the front docr, which was 
found ajar by Mr. Page, the father, 
when he returned home last Thursday 
and found his daughter dead. 

Mr. Parker then questioned Edward 

age, the father, Harold, the son, and 
Amy Roberts, the servant. Each one 
of them told again of their move- 
ments on the day of the tragedy. Mr. 
Page, the senior, was examined par- 
ticularly as to the discovery of the body 
and his subsequent conversations with 
persons in the house and in the road- 
way. Mr. Parker and his party re- 
turned to Boston about 4 o'clock. Be- 
fore boarding the train Mr. Parker said: 

“T have visited the scene of the 
crime in connection with my duties as 
attorney general. I have examined the 
premises and talked with the members 
of the Page family. I do not care to 
discuss my opinions.” 

One result of the consideration of the 
rear door as a means of exit Was ap- 
parent soon after the departure of the 
visitors. Local constables and other 
men, with rakes, scraped over every 
portion of land in the immediate rear 
of the dwelling, and on either side of 
the brook which fiows through the 
fields just back of the Page barn. The 
brook, itself, was carefully raked over. 
All this was for the purpose of trying 
to find the knife with which Miss Page 
was stabbed.

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A BARCELONA BOMB| 


Probability That It Was In. 
tended For King Alfonso 


WOUNDS TWO IN CROWD 


Landed Close to Spanish Ruler 
While He Was Being Cheered 
by Crowds--One Arrest Made, 
but Real Culprit Escaped 


Madrid, April 8.—Private accounts re- 
celved from Barcelona regarding the 


explosion which took place as King 


Alfonso was leaving the exhibition 
there continue to vary in detail. The 
following official report of the affair has 
been issued here: 

“A petard exploded in the portico of 
the house No. 19 Rambla del Centro. 
There was a loud explosion, which 
caused material damage. In the ensu- 
ing panic two persons were slightly 
injured. King Alfonso passed the spot 
within a few minutes after the occur- 
rence and was warmly cheered by the 
erowd, which had then become tranquil. 
The originator of the outrage has not 
been discovered. One man was ar- 
rested, but has since been released.” 

Rome, April 8.—The news of the at- 
tempt on the life of King Alfonso by 
the explosion of a bomb as he was 
leaving the exhibition at Barcelona 
produced the deepest impression here, 
especially among the members of the 
Spanish colony of Rome, which is 
quite numerous. 

King Victor Emmanuel learned the 
news while presiding at his weekly 
conference with the cabinet ministers 
and he immediately telegraphed to the 
Spanish king his congratulations on his 
escape. The pope instructed the papal 
secretary to telegraph the pontiff’s 
congratulations to King Alfonso on his 
escape. 

The Patria says: “An enormous 
crowd waited for King Alfonso outside 
the exhibition building, where there 
was no military cordon, and the crowd 
was thus enabled to approach the royal 
carriage, although surrounded by a con- 
siderable number of detectives. When 
the king appeared, followed by Pre- 
mier Maura, there was a great out- 
burst of applause, to which the king re- 
sponded with smiles and by saluting in 
military fashion. While the king was 
stepping into his carriage a sharp ex- 
plosion was heard, followed by cries of 
pain. He turned around without show- 
ing any emotion, while Maura urged 
him to proceed. 

The crowd abandoned the royal car- 
riages and surrounded the place where 
the two persons wounded by the ex- 
plosion were lying in spasms of pain. 
The bomb had been thrown without 
well calculating the distance, and it 
exploded, wounding two sightseers who 
were applauding the king. 

Alfonso remained on the spot until 
the two wounded persons had been re- 
moved to a hospital and then he re- 
ceived an enthusiastic ovation, 

One person was arrested. His 
name was kept strictly secret, but it is 
doubtful if in the confusion the police 
seized the real culprit, especfally as no 
one present was able to tell exactly 
from where the bomb had been thrown. 

The Italie, organ of the foreign office, 
congratulates King Alfonso on his “al- 
most miraculous escape from the at- 
tempt upon his precious life.” 


Called a “Gas Explosion” 

London, April 8.—Jullus G. Lay, 
United States consul general at Barce- 
Lona, telegraphs as follows: 

“An explosion of gas occurred here, 
giving rise to a report that a ‘petard’ 
was exploded as King Alfonso was 
leaving the exhibition. The explosion, 
however, took place halfa mile from 
where the king was.” 

A dispatch to Reuters Telegram 
company from Barcelona says it has 
been definitely ascertained that the ex- 
plosion which took place last night 
when King Alfonso was leaving the 
exhibition was due to an escape of gas 
and that no importance is attached to 
the incident. 


Rich Woman Was Without Cash 
New York, April 8.—Mrs. Howard 
Gould’s chauffeur was arrested for 
speeding her automobile faster than 
the law allows. When the amount of 
the fine, $10, was stated, Mrs. Gould, 
who had accompanied the chauffeur to 
the police court, found it necessary to 
telephone to her husband for the neces- 
sary cash. He hastened with it in per- 
son and paid the fine under protest.

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CURTAILMENT SPREADS 


Thirteen Thousand Operatives 


Idle at Fall River 
Fall River, Mass., April 8.—Thirty- 
two cotton mills, owned by 15 corpora- 
tions, are shut down for the remainder 
of the week. These mills will be op- 


erated four days each for some time. 
Added to the mumber of mills curtailing 
are three belonging to the Bourne com- 
pany, which have been closed nearly a 
month. Four other factories of the 
Parker and Hargraves companies will 
close tonight and go ona five-day-a- 
week basis. 

Up to yesterday afternoon 18 ‘cor- 
positions Lad joined the curtailment 
movement, representing upwards of 1,- 
500,000 spindles and affecting 13,000 
operatives. There are about 2,800,000 
spindws in the cloth mills, so that 
more than half will run on short time. 
It is understood that other mills will 
begin to decrease the output next week, 
contract work preventing their stopping 
today or tomorrow. 


Struck Dynamite Cartridge 

Leominster, Mass., April 8.—Wayk- 
men were engaged in leveling ground 
about a cellar recently excavated, and 
on Wednesday a ledge was blown up by 
the use of a dynamite cartridge. It ap- 
pears, however, that one of the car- 
tridges failed to explode until it was 
struck last evening by Antonio Amdi- 
tiro’s pick. The man was blown into 
the cellar hole, where he died in a few 
minutes. . Pascilo Geodora sustained 
probably fatal injuries. Three other 
werkmen were cut by flying stones. 


Stenographer’s Bill of $8000 

Boston, April 8.—Elizabeth M. Mce- 
Donough, stenographer, has brought 
suit, in the supreme court, against the 
city of Boston to recover $8000 for re- 
porting last summer's Long Island in- 
vestigation. Plaintiff alleges an ex- 
press contract to pay her 25 cents a 
folio, and claims that under it she 
furnished 32,000 folios. At the same 
time she alsq sues on the alternative 
for $7467, which, she says, is the value 
of the work done, irrespective of the 
express contract. 


Organized on New Lines 

Boston, April 8—A New England 
branch of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Railway Employes was 
organized at a convention held in this 
elty last night. John T. Coughlin of 
Fall River was elected president. The 
convention was called to discuss the 
idea of extending the scope of the state 
organization so as to embrace all New 
England. After a thorough discussion 
the entire New England idea was de- 
eided upon. 


Dr Eastman Held 

Biddeford, Me., April 8—Dr. Charles 
A. Eastman, chairged with causing the 
death of Miss Edith S. McIntyre, was 
arraigned here and held for further 
hearing next Wednesday. Albert Mc- 
Intyre pleaded not guilty to a similar 
charge, waived examination and was 
held for the supreme court. 


May Be a Long Strike 

Lynn, Mass., April 8.—In the grain 
counter strike both sides agree that the 
struggle will bea long one. The manu- 
facturers claim that they are well pre- 
pared to hold out for a long time, as 
they have their trade well in hand, 
while the union is in good condltion. 


Kalau Loses Judgeship 

Washington, April 8.—Jobn A. Kalua, 
United States judge of the second court 
at Honolulu, has been removed from 
office by President Roosevelt. Ie- 
cently an intimation was conveyed to 
Kalua that upon the expiration of his 
term on June 5 next, he would not be 
reappointed. A few days ago the 
judge adjourned all pending criminal 
cases unti] June 6, the day after the 
expiration of his term of office. His 
successor has not been agreed upon yet. 


Postponement of Swayne Case 

Washington, April 8.—The Swayne 
impeachment proceedings, which had 
been looked upon as the only possible 
block to an early adjournment of con- 
gress, was disposed of in five minutes 
by the house by the adoption of a reso- 
lution making the case a special order 
for Dec. 18 next. In the meantime the 
judiciary committee is to take addi- 
tlonal testimony in the case.

GUNBOATS IN YALU 


Japanese Fleet Said to Have 
Entered the Fighting Line 


THE SCIENCE OF WAR 


Its Fundamental Principles Ey- 
idently Understood at St Pe- 
tersburg as Well as at Tokio-- 


Landing of a Japanese Army 


In Manchuria Anticipated 


London, April 8.—The brief dis- 
patches from the seat of war in the far 
east appearing in the London news- 
papers during the past few days have 
all been of a curiously stereotyped 
character, indicating that an active 
censorship is prevailing there and add- 
ing nothing to the information 
tained in the general dispatches. 
applies particularly to points under 
Japanese control, but from the Rus- 
sian side also it is evideut care is be- 
ing exercised to prevent the news of 
operations leaking out. 

The Seoul correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph cables that a corre- 
spondent at Gensan has telegraphed in- 
forming him that it took him six days 
to travel 183 miles, from Seoul to 
Gensan, owing to the state of the roads. 

The Standard’s Che Foo correspond- 
ent announces that a steamer which ar- 
rived there Thursday sighted Japan- 
ese warships off Wei Hai Wei. 

According to the dispatches the Jap- 
anese ships bave entered the Yalu. This 
vindicates the Russian policy of not 
throwing a large force into Korea. Even 
if she had had a sufficient number of 
troops to meet the Japanese forces in 
northern Korea it still would have beea 
unwise to throw them south of the Yalu. 
Japan's ability to place an army from 
the sea squarely across the Russian line 
of retreat would have resulted in the 
ultimate destruction of any Russian 
force sent south of the river, no matter 
what the result of their meeting with 
the Japanese, moving up from Ping- 
yang, might have been. 

The dispatches do not state that the 
entrance of the ships was opposed by 
the Russian forts which it was stated 
had been erected to resist any such 
movement. It seems unlikely that the 
Japanese will attempt to the 
river except for scouting purposes for 
some little time, even if Japan has de- 
termined to make this Seoul-Pekin road 
her main line of advarce into Man- 
churia. She will wait until] her main 
army in Korea is at the river and every 
precaution has been taken to protect 
its flanks from any assault by Russians 
from the Vladivostok, Tumen or 
Maofurchan districts, and until she 
has strengthened the south bank of the 
Yalu to enable her to hold the Russians 
in check should a retreat the 
river be necessary after her invasion 
had begun. 

Russia anticipates the landing of an 
army by Japan either in the vicinity of 
Tukushan or New Chwang. The land- 
ing of a strong force in the first-named 
place would be likely to turn the Rus- 
sians out of the lower Yalu district, 
for they would be in imminent danger 
of being crushed between the two 
Japanese forces, the one on the Yalu 
and the other from Takushan. 

That the Japanese have not ceased to 
keep their eye on the Russian fleet at 
Port Arthur is shown in the report that 
the Japanese fleet was discovered yes- 
terday off the Kwang Tung promontory 
by a Russian battleship. Kwang Tung 
is a little north of Pigeon bay, which is 
on the west of the narrow neck of the 
Liao Tung peninsula, on which Port 
Arthur is situated, and only a few miles

Russians In -Six Korean Towns 

Seoul, April 8.—Telegrams have been 
received here saying that the Russians 
are occupying six of the largest border 
towns on the Tumen river, in northeast- 
ern Korea. A Korean prefect has sent 
in a report that the Russians and Chi- 
nese who were at Yongampo have with- 
drawn to Antung, across the Yalu river. 
Only a few merchants remain at the 
former place. The Japanese authori- 
ties have no confirmation of a _ re- 
ported engagement between Russians 
and Japanese at Kwi Sung. 


Japs Continue to Advance 

Shanghai, April 8—The Japanese 
army now in Korea is reaching the 
south bank of the Yalu river at dif- 
ferent points. Refugees who have ar- 
rived here from Korea assert that the 
fear that the Japanese may land at 
Possiet Bay is causing a general exodus 
inland. Even the Russian garrisons in 
that locality are retreating, leaving only 
smnal] outposts behind them. 


Russia Buys Ships For Japan 

Berlin, April 8—Mr. Inouye, the 
Japanese minister here, does not share 
the view that the sale of steamship 
Fuerst Bismarck is a breach of neu- 
trality. “From one viewpoint,” said 
the minister, “we are glad to sé the 
Russians buy good ships. The Rus- 
sians buy them and we capture them.” 


Dowager Empress at Home 

St. Petersburg, April 8—The dow- 
ager empress will not be present at the 
festivities attending the birthday of 
her father, King Christian of Denmark, 
it being the unwritten law of Russia 
that no member of the imperial family 
shal] leaye the empire in time of war.

Hearst on Coal Men’s Trail 

Washington, April S.—Representa- 
tive Hearst has introduced a resolution 
calling on the attorney general to fur- 
nish congress certain evidence offered 
by “a citizen of New York in October, 
1902, showing a conspiracy in re- 
straint of interstate trade among the 
anthracite coal railroads.” If this in- 
formation is not received in seven days, 
the resolution provides that a commit- 
tee of seven members of the house shall 
proceed to compile the evidence re- 
quested. It is recited that the monop- 
oly complained of has resulted in in- 
creasing the price of coal 40 percentand 
that this aggregates a tax of $50,000,-

Opposition to Edwards 
Washington, April 8.—Representa- 
tive Cowherd of Missouri was elétted 
chairman of the Democratic congres- 
sional committee without opposition 
last night.

The question of the election of a 
secretary to the committee caused con- 
siderable discussion. The present see- 
retary, Charles Edwards, was placed in 
nomination, but opposition developed. 
It was mentioned that Edwards had 
some connection with the Hearst propa- 
ganda for the presidency. The com- 
mittee adjourned without electing a 
secretary. 


Alleged Confidence Workers 

Chicago, April 8.—The police raided 
a luxurious suite of ofBces occupied by 
the Pacific Underwriting and Trust 
company, K. H. Seaber & Co., invest- 
ment bankers, and the Imperial Trustee 
company of New Jersey. E. C. Tal- 
madge and J. N. Lucas were taken into 
custody, the former on a charge of 
obtaining money by-means of a confi- 
dence game and the latter for con- 
spiracy with intent to defraud. The 
police declare the Talmadge-Lueas of- 
fices are the “clearing house” of numer- 


ous operations from New Jersey to 
Dakota. 
Strike Will Involve 25,000 


New York, April 8.—It is announced 
that 25,000 garment workers will 
strike on May 1 in protest against the 
“open shop” proposition, which the 
employers will enforce. The “open 
shop” plan has been adopted by the em- 
poyers in the garment trade through- 
out the United States. 


Bowne Verdict Kept Secret 

New York, April 8.—About midnight 
the committee that has been trying 
Professor Bowne for heresy concluded 
its labors. The members of the com- 
mittee admit that a verdict has been 
reached, but refuse to say whether it is 
for or against Bowne. 


Fatal Row Among Laborers 

Halifax, April 8—Charles White, 
aged 40, died last night from injuries 
received during a fight among railroad 
laborers. White was struck over the 
head with a club. Henry Boutilier is 
charged with causing White’s death. 


Burton Starts For Washington 
St. Louis, April 8—Senator Burton 
of Kansas, who was sentenced in the 
United States district court, has 
started for Washington. His case is 
made returnable at the sitting of the 
court in St. Louis next November. 


French Strikers Making Trouble 
Amins, France, April 8.—The strike 
of the cotton spinners has been at- 
tended by serious rioting. Some dam- 
age was done to the factories. There 
were numerous collisions between the 
strikers and the troops last night.

pealing In Panama Case 
Paris, April 8—The republic of Co- 
lombia has not yet filed its appeal 
against the French court's decision in 
favor of the sale of the concession of 


the Panama Canal company to the 
United States and it is understood that 
one of the chief causes of the delay is 
the requirement of the French law that 
all the costs of the recent suit shall be 
paid before anu appeal is receivable. 

These costs amount to a large sum, 
jncluding the court fees and all the 
legal expenses of the lawyers and the 
fees incurred by the Panama Canal 
company since the beginning of the 
litigation.. It is said in a well in- 
formed quarter that the Colombian 
authoriffes are somewhat embarrassed 
over the payment of the costs, which 
may have the effect of postponing an 
early determination to appeal. 


Injunction Out of the Ordinary 

Chicago, April 8.—An injunction pre- 
venting Joseph A. Cone of Boston from 
working at his trade has been issued 
by Judge Honore. The judge thought 
at first that there might be a mistake 
in the application for injunction, but on 
hearing the case granted the order. 
Cone {s an expert in the manufacture 
of nets. The bill declares that he re- 
signed from the employ of a Massachu- 
setts concern a year ago, after signing 
a contract not to engage with any 
other company in the same business for 
five years. He is charged with break- 
ing this agreement. 


Disasters on the Rail 

Sandusky, O., April 8.—Ina_ head-on 
collision between freight trains here a 
fireman and three other trainmen were 
perhaps fatally injured. 

Middi@sboro, Ky., April 8—In a 
wreck near here one man was killed and 
three others were seriously hurt. The 
property loss is heavy. 

Parkersburg, W. Va., April 8—A 
conductor was killed, engineer fatally 
hurt and three other trainmen seriousiy 
injured in a collision between pas- 
senger and freight trains in a tunnel 
hear West Union. 


Awarding of $25,000 Reward 

New York, April 8.—Justice Dugro, 
in the supreme court, has decided that 
the reward of $25,000 offered by the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit company for 
information leading to the discovery of 
the authors of letters that caused the 
sensational raids on its stock in Wall 
street in 1899 should be paid toG. A 
Romer and J. A. Britton, two of the 50 
odd persons that originally claimed to 
be entitled to it. 


Air Brakes Failed to Work 

Chicago, April 8—In a collision last 
night on the Metropolitan Elevated 
railroad Miss Hazel Walters was fa- 
tally injured and about a dozen other 
people were hurt. One train was 
standing at the platform discharging 
its passengers, when a througif train, 
the air brakes of which did not work, 
smashed into the rear of the cars stand- 
ing at the platform. 


Negroes Have Lynching Fever 

Bristol, Tenn., April8—A mob of 
negroes tried to get possession of Fin- 
ley Preston, a negro, who murdered 
Lillian Shaw, also a negro. Preston is 
now in jail at Mountain City. The mob 
almost had the man in their possession 
when thetr courage failed them and 
they fled. This is the second attempt to 
lynch Preston by people of his own race. 


Hill Seeking Harmony 

New York, April 8.—Eliott Danforth, 
David B. Hill’s chief lieutenant in 
this city, returned .rom Albany after a 
conference With Hill and started for 
Atlantic City. It is reported that he 
will meet Charles F. Murphy there, 
and that they are to arrange some sort 
of harmony for the state convention. 


Dominicans Still at It 

Cape Haytien, April 8—At the last 
minute President Morales of Santo 
Domingo gave up his proposed yoyage 
to Port au Prince and will return to 
Puerta Plata to prepare an attack 
against the last revolutionary positions 
near Monte Cristi. A decisive battle 
is expected within a few days. 


A Cotton Mill Failure 

Columbia, S. C., April 8.—The Capital 
ity cotton mill will be put through in- 
voluntary bankruptcy proceedings and 
reorganized. The mill was built far in 
excess of capital with the hope that 
the profits would pay it out. Several 
bad years interfered seriously with 
these plans. 


Panama Strike Still On 

Panama, April 8.—There has been ne 
change in the railroad laborers’ strike 
situation. A great quantity of cargo is 
stored on the docks and several ships 
are in the bay, some of them waiting to 
load and others to unload. The attitude 
of the strikers is pacific. 


To Promote Arctic Explorations 
New York, April 8—The Peary 
Arctic club has been incorporated in 
Brooklyn. The purpose of incorpora- 
tion is to promote and maintain ex- 
plorations in the Polar sea, to be 
headed by Commander Peary.

JAPANESE OFFICERS ARE OF THE 
SAMURAI BLOOD. 


How the Fighting Spirit of Old Japan 
Has Been Fostered and Perpetu- 
ated—The Soldier of the Cooly 
Class and His Bravery. 


The spirit of self sacrifice and devo- 
tion to country which pervades both 
arms of the Japanese military service 
and which has frequently been dis- 
played during the progress of the pres- 
ent war is the result of centuries of 
training with one idea always upper- 
most. The Japanese officer comes of 
samurai blood. For 2,000 years his 
ancestors have been warriors, and 
their descendants today consider the 
profession of arms the most honora- 
ble of all. 

Samurai, the term applied to the mil- 
itary class in Japan during the feudal 
period or a member of that class, orig- 
inally denoted the soldiers who guard- 
ed the mikado’s palace. Later it was 
applied to the whole military system

and included the shogun, or military 
chief; the daimios, or territorial nobles, 
and their retainers, the privileged two 
sword men, the fighting men, the ger 
tlemen and the scholars of the coun- 
try. 

In 1868 the shogunate and in 1871 
the whole feudal system were abol- 
ished, the practice of wearing swords 
was prohibited, and finally in 1878 the 
names daimio and samurai were chang- 
ed to words meaning nobility and gen- 
try respectively. 

The Japanese soldier, more especial- 
ly the officer trained in western schools, 
is a queer mixture of the modern and 
the medizval. He is full of the learn- 
ing and notions of the occident, but he 
has not imbibed its cosmopolitan spir- 
it. Almost to a man the officers of 
both the army and navy are of samu- 
rai blood, and after completing their 
studies in Germany, France, Great 
Britain or the United States they re- 
turn to Japan still imbued with the 
old faith taught by their samurai 
teachers. 

They despise trade and believe that 
money making is fit only for the low

born and base minded. They think it 
is unmanly to seek the favor of wo- 
men by wearing fine clothes and dis- 
play of their skill and accomplish- 
ments. They deem luxury vain and 
foolish and live simple, hardy, athletic 
lives. Finally they believe that honor 
and arms are inseparably connected. 

In the enlisted ranks of the Japanese 
army and navy there are also a goodly 
number of the fighting samurai; but 
the rank and file is principally made 
up of the cooly class, brought in by 
the conscription law, which makes all 
male Japanese of proper age liable for 
military service. Previous to 1874 
the cooly class was forbidden by law 
to bear arms, and it is therefore 
astonishing that the coolies have 
proved themselves just as good sol- 
diers as the descendants of the sa- 
mural, But the facts speak for them- 
selves. Many of the bravest deeds in 
the history of modern Japan have been 
performed by the coolies. 

While all male Japanese between 
the ages of seventeen and forty are 
liable to military duty, the active army 
is actually levied from males at the 
age of twenty. The term of service is 
three years in the army and four in 
the navy. 

Promotion from the ranks is not 
easily obtained, the standard of quall- 
fications for noncommissioned officers 
being as high as in any other army 
in the world. Promotion to the com- 
missioned ranks is Practically impos- 


sible to the Japanese private,

“Irvin is in the neighborhood again,” 
said the mayor, coming into police 
headquarters excitedly.

My English was not correct, but the 
mayor understood me.

I tracked Irvin by asking people if 
they had seen a mounted policeman 
and came up with him while he was 
trotting along a country road. I shout- 
ed to him to stop, as I had something 
to say to him. He cast a quick glance 
at me, hesitated, then impatiently rein- 
ed in his horse. I didn’t wish to kill 
him if I could get him into a trap and 
disarm him. I rode up to him leisurely 
and said: 

“I see you're on the force. 
you hail from?’ 

“I’m from Squirrelton; 
Irvin.” 

“Get any trace of him?” 

“One clew points to Sparksburg, an- 
other down there in the river bottom. 
If you're looking for him you mig cht go 
one way while I go the other.’ 

“All right,” I said to inspire confi- 
dence. “When we get to where the 
road forks I’ll go to the river bottom.” 

Presently I drew rein and dismount- 
ed under pretense of tightening my 
saddle girth. From behind my horse 
I drew my revolver and, bringing it to 
bear on him before he could see what 
I was about, called on him to surren- 
der. 

He had to choose between two forms 
of death—my bullet or the gallows. 
With the former there was a slender 
chance, with the latter none whatever. 
Bending low behind his horse's neck, 
he gave him a cut and dashed off, fol- 
lowed by my shots.

‘*Has the boy received a summons to 
appear in court at Waltham tomorrow 
morning?’’ 

‘*We have received none here today; 
there might be one at Auburndale, 
where my son lives through the week.”’ 

‘*Then you refuse to answer, or allow 
the boy to answer, any question which 
in any way concerns his movements on 
the day of the murder?’’ 

‘*Neitber he vor I shall say 
at all in that respect. 

‘*Is Mabel Walker, the young lady 
who was riding on the team that day 
with your son, here today, or bas she 
been here since that day ?’’ 

‘‘As for myself, Ido not know the 
young lady, except hearing my son speak 
about ber once in a while. She is not 
here, and I understand that she has 
gone tu Maine, I think there is nothing 
more that I would care to answer.’’ 

The Woodward home seems to be all 
astir over the affair. ‘‘I have been un- 
able to enjoy a bit of sleep since Fri- 
day night,’’? said Mr. Woodward. His 
son Arthur, who, perhaps, will be one 
of the most important witnesses in the 


anything 


case, is a large, healthy boy, and 
weighs about 190 pounds. He regards 
the situation with all coolness. Mrs. 


Woodward is sorry that they were un- 
fortunate in having matters happen as 
they did, for she dislikes publicity. 


It is admitted that Tucker the arrest- 
ed man rode with Arthur Woodward in 
his fish wagon between 1 and 2 P. M. 
on the day of the tragedy, in company 
with Harry Bourne and Mabel Walker, 
and that he left the wagon with Miss 
Walker and was with her some time. 

In reply to a question as to whether 
he was in Weston on March 31, young 
Woodward told the Herald: 

‘‘Yes, I was. At that time I was 
employed by Jeremiah Woodward, my 
grandfather, who runs a fish and 
produce store at the corner of Auburn 
and Ash streets, Auburndale. Atabout 
1.15 P. M. on the day of the murder, I 
drove from my grandfather’s home, on 
Newland street, Auburndale, to go to 
the residence of a Mr. Field in Weston 
to deliver some gods. 

‘*] was accompanied by Miss Mabel 
Walker of Damariscotta, Me., who was 
visiting my grandfather’s house. We 
drove down Newland street into Charles 


Mabel Walker, who | 


Pigeon Hill and from there to Weston. | 


‘*When we reached the Westou bridge 
we met Tucker on the Auburndale side. 
A young man named Henry Bourne was 
with him. From there I drove to the 
residence of Mr. Field, delivered my 
order and started on my 
Auburndale. 

‘*When I again reached the bridge I} 
saw Tucker and Bourne standing a| 
short distance from the bridge on the 
Auburndale side. As we came up to} 
them Tucker asked Miss Walker if he 
could go along. She replied, ‘‘Yes, 
come along.’’ 

‘*Tucker then got into the wagon, 
sitting between Miss Walker and my-} 


self. Bourne got into the back of the 
wagon and sat down on a box. It was 
then about 20 minutes of 2. Tucker 


rode part way up the Auburn street 
hill and then got off, Miss Walker go- 
ing with him. 

‘IT walked my horse up tlre hill and | 
Bourne and myself watched the move- 
ments of Tucker and Miss Walker. | 
Saw them go toward the Weston bridge. | 
When I reached the top of the hill} 
Bourne jumped off the wagon. 

‘*After Bourne’s departure I found a! 
knife sheath on the spot where Tucker | 
had sat. It was 5 1-2 inches in length 
and made of leather. I saw no spots on! 
it. I put it in my pocket. 

“J thought nothing further of it 
until last Tuesday, when I saw a picture 
of Tucker in a Boston paper, and it} 
was not until then that I thought that 
the sheath might be a factor in the 
case. Thenlinformed my father of the 
matter,and he notified the authorities at 
Weston. 

‘*T knew Tucker well, as I had been 
working in Auburndale for 
months previous. Since then I have} 
seen Detective Whitney and I told him 
all I knew in regard to the case."’

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ARREST OF TUCKER 


State Police Think They Have 
Murderer of Mabel Page 


LOOKING UP WITNESSES 


Will Endeavor to Locate Suspect 
In Vicinity of Page Home at 
Time Murder Is Supposed to 


Have Been Committed--His 


Teeth May Figure In Evidence 


West Newton, Mass., April 11.—Inan 
endeavor to strengthen the web of cir- 
cumstantial evidence already woven 
around Charles L. Tucker, the Auburn- 
dale youth who was arrested at his 
home Saturday night, the state police 
have worked unceasingly. 

The house at 58 Journe street, Au- 
burndale, where Tucker resided with 
his parents, was again visited, and 
nearly all the clothing belonging to the 
young man was removed to police head- 
quarters. Two of the detectives made 
another tour of the Page premises in 
Weston for the purpose of taking 
measurements, while others examined 
Henry Bourne, a neighbor of the Tucker 
family, and Arthur Woodward, the 
driver of a fish wagon. Portions of 
Tucker's clothing were later sent to 
Boston for the examination of possible 
bloodstains by Professor Wood of the 
Harvard Medical school. When ex- 
amined by the Uetectives last Monday 
Tucker admitted frankly that there 
were bloodstains on his trousers, but he 
accounted for their presence in another 
way. 

The principal errand of the detec- 
tives wus to find some person who 
saw Tucker in the immediate vicinity 
of the Page house, but up to last night 
no such person had been discovered. 
All the boathouses in Auburndale were 
visited and a house to house canvass 
was made of the Weston district, 
without producing any definite results. 

Plaster impressions of Tucker's 
teeth, made in the presence of the offi- 
cers at police headquarters, were 
turned over to a local dentist, and hard 
rubber casts will be made from them. 
The dentist stated thct impressions of 
both upper and lower teeth had been 
taken, especial attention being paid to 
the four front teeth. 


Another great crowd of Sunday sight- 
seers visited the scene of the tragedy 
and at one time there were more than 
500 persons massed in the road in 
front of the Page house on South 
@venue. Neither Edward Page, father 
of the victim, nor Harold Page, her 
brother, left the house during the -ay, 
and both men declined to discuss the 
arrest of Tucker. 

At police headquarters here the state 
detectives hastened in and out all day, 
reticent as usual, but all appearing 
confident that the man under arrest is 
the murderer. Duringtheday Albert 
Tucker, father of the prisoner, visited 
the cell room of the station and had a 
15-minute conversation with his son. 
Mr. Tucker seemed much agitated 
when he emerged from the cell room, 
but he said he was prepared to prove 
that his son was at dinner at 11:45 in 
the forenoon of the day on which Miss 
Page was murdered. The crime is be- 
lieved to have been committed between 
noon and 1 o'clock. 

The exact line of defense is not yet 
known. It is between noon and 1 
o'clock on the day of the murder that 
there is a doubt as to the young man’s 
exact whereabouts and it was about 
that time, according to the medical ex- 
perts, that Miss Page was stabbed to 
death. 

Tucker admits that he left the Au- 
burndale boathouse about neon on that 
day for an aimless ramble across the 
Charles river in Weston. Strolling up 
the main road in the direction of the 
Page house, he met two persons who 
recognized him, and shortly after 
passed a man digging a trench {hn the

When within a few hundred 
yards of the Page house he claims that 
he turned down a side street towards 
j the grounds of the Boston Athletic as- 
sociation at Riverdale. This, he says, 
was about 12:15. He saw no one 
after passing the trench digger, nor 
have the police discovered anyone who 
saw him, until he turned up in River- 
side, just before 1 o'clock, about half a 
mile away from the Page house. 

At Riverside Tucker met Arthur 
Woodward, a fish pedlar, Henry 
Bourne, a neighbor, and a young wom- 
an named Mabel Walker, all riding in 
the fish wagon. All three admit that 
Tucker was in a somewkat nervous 
state, but that he soon composed him- 
self and after riding on with the party 
some little distance got out of the 
wagon and started off again in the di- 
rection of Weston, accompanied by 
Miss Walker. This was after 1 o'clock 
and Miss Walker told the police that 
Tucker was with her for several hours 
during the remainder of the afternoon. 

The police have possession of a 
knife, as well as of aknife-sheath. The 
sheath is said to have been found in 
the fish cart driven by Arthur Wood- 
ward, with whom Tucker rode on the 
afternoon of the murder. The knife 
was found in another place, but where 
and by whom the officers refuse to 
state, although, it is said, the knife fits 
the sheath. The knife is understood to 
be of the Vagiety used by hunters, hay- 
ing a horn handle and a narrow blade 
about six inches in length. The sup- 
Posed tecth marks found upon the 
sheath have suggested the theory that 
the murderer held the sheath between 
his teeth while he dealt the murderous 
blows with the knife. 

Woodward, who is 16 years old, found 
the sheath on the seat where Tucker 
sat after Tucker had left the cart. 

Albert Tucker last night engaged 
Vahey & Innes, a firm of Boston at- 
torneys, as counsel for hisson. James 
H. Vahey and Thomas F. Vahey, two 
members of the firm, were in consulta- 
tion with the Tucker family for 45 
minutes last evening. Later they 
visited Tucker in his cell] and held a 
conference lasting an hour. When they 
left police headquarters they stated 
that at the present stage of the case 
they could say nothing beyond ex- 
pressing the belief that the police had 
arrested the wrong man and that they 
could prove their client innocent. The 
elder Tucker, by advice of counsel, re- 
fused to discuss the case. 


ROUNDABOUT “NEWS” 


Nothing Definite Concerning Op- 
erations In the Far East 
London, April 11.—No confirmation 
has reached London of the various ru- 


mors, most of which came by way of 
Paris, o. land fighting, landings by 
Japanese on the Liao Tung peninsula, 
the capture of Japanese transports by 
Russias, etc. 

Dispatches frow yarious points agree 
that the Russians have completely 
evacuated Korea, but beyond this there 
is little rellable news. 

A Che Foo dispatch, which reached 
London by way of Rome, asserts that 
the Japanese squadron with 20 steam- 
ers was seen making for Port Arthur. 

The squadron of Admiral Wirenius 
has left Cherbourg for the Baltic. 

Marquis Ito, president of the Japan- 
ese privy council, was given a banquet 
at Tokio. He announced the success of 
his mission in establishing confidential 
relations, between the Japanese and 
Korean courts and said that, at his 
government's request, he had drawn up 
an elaborate report on Korean political 
needs. 

The Japanese papers ridicule the idea 
of the Russian Baltic sea squadron 
ever reaching the far east and do not 
believe that it will make the attempt. 


Courtesy Appreciated 

Tokio, April 11.—The body of the 
Japanese officer who was buried at Port 
Arthur is unquestionably that of Com- 
mander Hirose, who lost his life in the 
engagement on March 27, when Yice 
Admiral Togo made his second attempt 
to bottle up the port. The government 
deeply appreciates the action of the 
Russians in giving the remains a mili- 
tary funeral. 


Murder on Collegé Grounds 

Philadelphia, April 11.—John 
Thomas, 69 years old, night watchman 
at the Houston club of the University 
of Pennsylvania, which is situated on 
the campus, was murdered last evening 
on the bowling alleys in the basement 
of the club house. The motive was un- 
doubtedly robbery. A negro has been 
arrested on suspicion of hay{ng com- 
mitted the crime. 


Convict Stabbed by Conv‘ -+ 

Columbus, O., April 11.—In revenge 
for an alleged betrayal George Duncan, 
a prisoner, stabbed and probably fa- 
tally wounded “Burglar Jim” Ander- 
son, another prisoner at the Ohio pen- 
itentiary. Duncan suddenly sprang 
upon Anderson from behind and in- 
flicted six wounds with a shoemaker's 
knife. Anderson and Duncan together 
escaped from the penitentiary some 
time ago and were recently recaptured.

Duty of Congress to Retain Con- 
trol of It, Says Cockran. 


THE PRESIDENT SCORED 


Recent Pension Order a Usurpa- 
tion of Legislative Authority-- 
No Justification to Be Found 
“Because Cleveland Did Iv” 


Washington, April 11.—The recent 
xecutive order of the president re- 
ating to age as to evidence of pension- 
able disability furnished the text for an 
impassioned appeal by W. Bourke 
Cockran of New York, to the members 
of the house to uphold the dignity of 
that body by refusing to submit to what 
he allege@ to be the usurpation of the 
legislative authority of congress by the 
executive. 

In anticipation of Mr. Cockran’s 
speech almost every seat on the floor 
was occupied and the galleries were 
filled to overflowing. Mr. Cockran’s 
remarks frequently were punctuated 
with loud applause from both sides of 
the chamber. He characterized the 
president's interpretation of the law as 
“hollow mockery and a play on words” 
and said that this was known by the 
man who wrote it, as shown by the or- 
fler itself. He declared that congress, 
on account of its pusillanimous failure 
to do its duty to itseif, had lost caste; 
so much so that the newspapers of the 
country outside of Washington now 
print only a paragraph or two of its 
proceedings. 

The action of the president, he said, 
had been justified by the secretary of 
the interior by the precedent of Presi- 
dent Cleveland; “but if that be so, then 
in God’s name let us condemn that act 
of Mr. Cleveland's as vehemently as the 
act of any Republican president.” 

The disposition to justify everything 
“because Mr. Cleveland did it,” he said, 
“was the highest compliment that could 
be paid to any man by congress,” but 
the confidence which Mr. Cleveland en- 
joys, he asserted, only adds to the dan- 
ger of the act and uoes not lessen it. 

Mr. Cockran flayed the members for 
permitting the senate to grow up at the 
expense of the house, by persistently 
asserting its rights. He charged that 
the house had been remiss in its duty 
in not asserting its rights. He re- 
ceived vociferous applause from both 
sides of the chamber when he declared, 
notwithstanding Speaf®er Cannon's ut- 
terance, that public opinion must come 
to the rescue of congress, “the public 
opinion of the United States Is here. 
We are its agents, its creation.” 

Raising his voice to a high pitch, he 
sald that the house “is the sanctuary 
of our constitutional temple. We are 
the priests to whom it is entrusted, 
and,” he added, pointing his finger at 
the speaker, “you sir, are the high 
priest, responsible for the method in 


which that trust shali be discharged.” 


He referred to attempts made in Eng- 
land to usurp the legislative authority 
and declared that the president’s order 
was the usurpation of power, “not by 
appropriation, but but interpretation,” 
which he attributed to the “pusillanl- 
mous failure of congress to do its duty 
to itself.” Congress had control of the 
purse and if it would exercise that con- 
trol, he insisted, every privilege that 
belonged to it will come back. He 
dealt at length on the inalienable right 
of the house to originate revenue bills, 
and urged the members to assert that 
right. 

He attacked the rules of the house 
and said that if the members were not 
to be trusted “we ought to be abol- 
ished.”” He also spoke of the system in 
vogue of introducing bills and _pett- 
tlons by silently dropping them into a 
basket, “‘as if,” he said, “you were per- 
forming an act of doubtful propriety, to 
be carried on surreptitously.” He fur- 
ther attacked the rules of the house, 
which he said, forced members to rise 
and discuss questions having no refer- 
ence to the bill under consideration, 
“thus reducing the whole proceeding 
to the level of opera bouffe.” 

The president and secretary of the in- 
terior found warm supporters in 
Messrs. Dalzell, Grosvenor, Gibson, 
Calderhead, Lacey and Hepburn. The 
first named maintained that it made no 
difference how many millions of dollars 
were involved in the president's order, 
because the secretary of the {interior 
distributed the money voted to congress 
pursuant to the rules of evidence estab- 
lished by the pension bureau. Mr. 
Grosvenor belleved tuat the country 
and the old soldiers would approve the 
order and that the money necessary for 
putting it into effect would be included 
in the forthcoming deficiency bill. 

The debate occurred on a resolution 
introduced by Mr. Cockran directing 
the committee on the judiciary to in- 
vestigate the recent pension order. It 
had been reported from the committee 
on rules with a recommendation that {t 
He on the table and this was adopted 
by the narrow majority of three votes 
the speaker having his vote recorded in 
the affirmative. Three Republicans 
Messrs. Cushman (Wash.), Littlefield

Good Sum Toward Cost of 


Hancock Street Bridge. 


Street Railway Also 


Assessed. 


But the Railroad Must Stand 
60 Per Cent. of Cost. 


Judge Dunbar, James R. Bishop of 
the Railroad Commission, and George 
L. Rogers, the Commission appointed 
by the supreme court to apportion the 
cost of building the new bridge on 
Hancock street, over the railroad near 
the Atlantic depot, has reported its 
finding which is given in full: 


‘“‘The undersigned, appointed a 
Special Commission in the above en- 


titled matter on petition and by decree, 
copy of which are annexed hereto, gave 
notice to the parties interested and 
heard such parties and their evidence 
and the arguments of counsel, to-wit: 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company, the City of Quincy, 
the Old Colony Street Railway Company, 
the County of Norfolk, and the City of 
Boston. 

‘*Among other facts it appeared that 
the railroad of the Old Colony Railroad 
Company, the lessor of the New York, 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Co., 
was constructed in 1844 and 1845 at its 
present location across Hancock street, 
and that at that time Hancock street 
was a turnpike owned by a turnpike 
corporation. The railroad was opened 
for use November 10, 1845. In 1858 the 
laid out Han- 
cock street, which had theretofore been 
a turnpike, as a public highway. 

‘*The new bridge to be constructed 
is to be of greater iengih than the 
present existing bridge, because the 
Railroad Company proposes to lotate 
four tracks beneath it instead of two as 
at present. Of the expense of construc- 
tion of the new bridge thirty-two per 
cent is caused by its increased length 
due to the location of four instead of 
two tracks. The expense of depressing 
the tracks of the railroad to the new 
leyel contemplated by the plans will be 
about six per cent. The expense of 
grading a certain portion of the high- 
way beyond the limits of the bridge 
and its approaches being an increase of 
width of the wrought portion of the 
way, will be about five per cent. 

‘“‘The Old Colony Street Railway 
Company has the right to lay and use 
tracks upon the present bridge, and is 
operating and maintaining its railway 
upon tracks upon said bridge, and 
should pay a proportion of the expense 
of the alterations. Neither the City of 
Boston nor the County of Norfolk 
should be compelled to pay any portion 
of the expense. 

‘*We determine that the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany shall carry the decision of the 
County Commissioners of March 17, 
1903, into effect; that the charges and 
expenses of making such alteration, in- 
cluding the cost of the application to 
the County Commissioners and the 
Board of Railroad Commisions, and of 
the hearing before this Commission, 
shall be divided among and paid by 
said Railroad Company, said City of 
Quincy, and said Old Colony Street 
Railroad Company in the following pro- 
portions, namely:— 

‘*Said Railroad Company shall pay 
sixty per cent., said City twenty-five 
per cent., and said Street Railway Com- 
pany fifteen per cent., thereof; and the 
future charges for keeping such cross- 
ing and the approaches thereto in re- 
pair shall be paid by the said parties, 
and in the same proportions as above 
stated. ’’ 

‘“*The fees of this Commission are 
$500.00. ’’ 

The present bridge has a travelled 
way of less than 26 feet while Hancock 
street is at present fifty feet wide, and 
for this reason the bridge has always 
been considered as dangerous to public 
travel, 

The original lay out of Hancock 
street was 64 feet, and the proposed 
new bridge will be of that width and 
60 feet long. This will admit of four 
tracks passing beneath it. 

The new bridge will have two side- 
walks and paved approaches. In ad- 
dition the side streets near the ap- 
proaches to the bridge will be macadam- 
ized for 100 feet. Old Colony street 
will also be paved at its intersection 
with Hancock street. These improve- 
ments it is understood will be included

in the general expense to be paid by

The estimated cost of the new bridge 
is $44,000, of which the City of Quincy 
will pay 25 per cent, or about $11,000; 
the street railway 15 per cent, or $6, 600 
and the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 60 
per cent or $26,400. The finding of the 
commission eliminates the state and 
county and the city of Boston from any 
part of the cost. 

While ft was the wish of the city 
that the state and county should be 
assessed the finding is considered by 
the city officials as a good bargain for 
the city. The money for the improve- 
ment can be borrowed for permanent 
improvements. 

The parties at interest have fourteen 
days in which to appeal from the find- 
ing. Should an appeal be taken it 
would mean a delay of another year.

the Same. 


Mayor Bryant Returns Two Orders and His 
Vetoes Are Sustained by City Council. 


The Granite Manufacturers’ Association 


Protests Against the 


Enlargement of High Schoo! Building. 


Several important matters were before 
the City Council on Monday evening 
including the annual budget, a protest 
against enlargement of the High school- 
house, two vetoes from Mayor Bryant, 
and several reports. 

Councilman Adams, Holmes, Hughes, 
Johnson, Macfarland, Stone and Thomp- 
son were the absentees. 

TRANSFER NECESSARY. 

The Auditor sent a communication 
Stating that bills of the fire department 
of 1903 for miscellaneous, horse shoeing 
and keeping and fire alarm amounting 
to $218.26 had been received and rec- 
ommending that a transfer of that 
amount be made from pay of firemen 
and repairs for 1903. Laid on the table 
until later when an order was offered. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

The Mayor appointed Maurice I. 
Gatcomb as sealer or weights and meas- 
ures and William H. Flynn as deputy. 
Appointments confirmed. 

A VETO. 

The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval the order refunding $58.08 to the 
Quincy Real Estate Trust, which was 
one half the cost of brick sidewalk in 
front of Hancock building on Washing- 
street. His reasons were that there 
was a brick sidewalk in front of the 
premises when the building was 
started. The old sidewalk was taken 
up and a new one laid without author- 
ity. Then again the amount was to be 
charged to the unappropriated receipts, 
and he had been unable to find any. 

Veto ustained, Councilman Piper 
alone voting to pass over the Mayor’s 
veto, 


was recommitted the budget, reported 
an amendment striking out all that 
part relating to receipts. The report 
was accepted and recommendation 
adopted. The question was on order- 
ing to a second reading. 

Councilman Bass~Do I understand 
the Council has accepted the report? 

President Nichols—Yes. 

Upon motion of Councilman Hard- 
wick the vote was reconsidered. 

Councilman Bass—It is just as well 
to consider this matter before report is 
accepted. This is not a unanimous 
report. The committee were 4 to 3. 
As it stands now, it strikes out receipts 
so the public may not know what re- 
ceipts are used. 

The minority claims the committee 
cannot act intelligently unless it has a 
detailed statement of estimated receipts. 
It claims these should bea matter. of 
public record. It would be extremely 
useful if Mayors would incorporate in 
their list of estimates each year a list 
of receipts. The committee asked for 
it this year in order to know where the 
money above the $12 per $1000 limit 
was to come from, After the Mayor 
had sent them to the committee it was 
a doubtful course to cross out all re- 
ceipts. He believed it the duty of the 
Finance Committee to know what re- 
ceipts were used, and a reasonable basis 
can be known. When anyone guesses 
at the receipts they are derelict in their 
duty. It is evident that certain honest 
mistakes were made in the Mayor’s 
list. The committee did the best it 
could to rectify the mistakes and used 
receipts that had been used in other 
years. Unless we put the receipts used 
on record we will have a deficiency at 
the end of the year. If the executive 
department refuses to permit us to use 
receipts the only alternative is to cut 
down the appropriations. 

Councilman Nickerson—The last 
speaker accuses the majority of neglect- 
ing business methods. It seems to me 
the majority knew pretty near what 
they were doing. I wish he would ex- 
plain the matter which would have 
shown the majority did know. He 
knows to pass the budget on these 
figures wil! have no effect on the Mayor 
and Assessors, There are others who 
pay taxes besides the gentleman. The 
Mayor could not very well, and did not 
wish to itemize reciepts. It was better 
to pass it as it is. 

President Nichols thought the speaker 
was getting personal and asked him to

TOO HIGH A SPEED.

Page Murder Suspect Shows 
No Apprehension 


HIS CASE IS CONTINUED 


Wish of Both Prosecution and 
Defense Complied With by 
Court--Committed to Jail Un- 
til Hearing on April 21 


Waltham, Mass., April 12.—Charles 
L. Tucker of Auburndale, accused of 
the murder of Miss Mable Page of Wes- 
ton on the afternoon of March 31, ap- 
peared in the Waltham district court 
and pleaded “not guilty” to the com- 
plaint which had been sworn out 
against him by Jophanus H. Whitney 
of the state police, and then, by an 
agreement which had been reached by 
Whitney and counsel for the youngman, 
he was committed to the jail at East 
Cambridge until April 21, when he will 
be given a hearing before Judge Luce, 
unless meantime it is decided by his 
counsel to waive examination and have 
his case go directly to the grand jury. 

Yhe proceedings in the courtroom 
were brief. When Tucker entered the 
judicial chamber by the doorway lead- 
ing from the stairs which connect the 
police station with the courtroom he 
was preceded by James H. and Thomas 
F. Vahey of the law firm of Vahey & 
Innes, retained to defend him. In the 
rear was Mr. Whitney, the prosecuting 
official. Tucker was put in the dock, 
and a few seconds later he was in con- 
sultation with Constable Chase. 

Shortly afterward Judge Luce took 
his place on the bench and Dudley 
Roberts, clerk of the court, read to the 
prisoner the warrant which had been 
issued against him. After reading the 
complaint Clerk Roberts addressed 
Tucker, saying: 

“What do you say to this complaint; 
are you guflty or not guilty?” 

Without showing the least degree of 
neryousness Tucker in a loud voice an- 
swered, “Not guilty.” 

The prisoner then sat down in the 
dock again, and Attorney J. H. Vahey 
addressed the court. He stated that 
both the state and defense were not 
ready to go on with the case and that 
both had a;@ed to ask for a continu- 
ance for 10 days. He also said that if it 
Was convenient to the court, both Mr. 
Whitney and counsel for Tucker would 
prefer that the prisoner be detained at 
the jail at East Cambridge until his 
next appearance in court. 

Judge Luce complied with the re- 
quest and Clerk Roberts told Tucker 
that he was committed to the East 
Cambridge jail until April 21. 

The prisoner was one of the coolest 
of the big crowd inside of the four 
walls. Tucker was taken into a rear 
room in the police station, where he 
had an interview with his father, 
mother and brother and his counsel in 
the presence of Mr. Whitney. He was 
later driven in a closed carriage to the 
jail. 

When Tucker arrived at the jail he 
was taken into the jail office and turned 


over to the receiving clerk to be booked. 
He gave his age as 24 years and his 
birthplace as New York state, his 


weight as 139 pounds, and his height as 
5 feet, 5 8-4 inches. Tucker was calm 
and collected and answered questions 
in a quiet manner, and when he had 
turned over a pipe and a box of to- 
bacco, all that be had in his clothes, he 
was taken in charge by Sheriff Fair- 
bairn and conducted into the jail 
proper, where he was placed in a cell. 
After delivering Tucker at the jail 
Detective Whitney proceeded to police 
headquarters here, where he was in 
consultation for an hour with State De- 
tectives Dunham and Rhoades and In- 
spector Fletcher of the Newton police 
department. The officers refused to 
discuss the nature of the conference. 


Strenuous Life Snuffed Out

by Alex Lawson, a railroad employe, in 
a street fight last night.

Lockout of Three Thousand Men 
In Vermont Quarries 
Barre, Vt., April 12.—A general lock- 
| out of all granite cutters employed by 
members of the Barre Granite Manu- 
facturers’ association in this city, East 
Barre, Montpelier, Northfield, West 
Berlin and Williamstown was declared 
at a meeting of the association held 
here. Three thousand men are thrown 
temporarily out of employment. 

The lockout followed a strike insti- 
tuted last week by 200 tool sharpeners 
who refused to ratify a recently made 
agreement between the cutters and the 
Mauufacturers’ association relative to 
the installation of too] sharpening ma- 
chines. Objection was made on the 
ground that the men were compelled 
by certain firms to still sharpen, by 
hand, small not conveniently 
sharpened by machines. The sharpen- 
ers struck, pending an appeal to the 
union. 

A meeting of the cutters will be held 
and a resumption of work will depend 
upon whether they side with the manu- 
facturers or support the contention of 
the sharpeners. 

The situation at the quarries in 
Montpelier is further complicated by a 
demand on the local manufaeturers 
from the polishers and lumpers, who 
have asked gor an eight-hour day and 
an increase of 25 percent in wages, to 
take effect May 1.

Military Men’s Arrest Ordered 
by Colorado Judge 


GOVERNOR IS CRITICISED 


Question as to Whether He and 


Military Authorities or Strik- 


ing Miners Are Engaged In 


Rebellion Against State Laws 
Ouray, Col., April 12.—District Judge 
Stevens has declared Adjutant General 
and Captain Wells to be in con- 
tempt of court for not complying with 
the writ of habeas corpus which re- 
quires the officers to bring before the 
court President Moyer of the Western 


Federation of Miners, whom they are 


Telluride. 
The court ordered Sheriff Corbell to ar- 
rest the two officers. Judge Stevens 
severely criticized the course of Goy- 
ernor Peabody and the military authori- 
ties, saying they appeared to be in in- 
surrection against the court. 

General Bell, through Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Howe of Telluride, ex- 
cused his failure to produce Moyer on 
the ground that he deemed it unsafe 
to bring Moyer to Ouray or to reduce the 
mnilitary in San Miguel county 
by so doing, and that the governor had 
ordered him to disregard the writ. 

Judge Stevens said: “The people of 
Ouray will rightly resent the imputa- 
tion that General Bell or Captain Wells 
could not come alone and in safety 
with President Moyer before this court. 
A very grave question is presented as 
to whether it is the striking miners or 
the governor of Colorado and the Na- 
tional Guard that are engaged in in- 
surrection and rebellion against the 
laws of the state. If there is to be a 
reign of military despotism in this 
state and civil authority is to have no 
jurisdiction, the latter might as well 
zo out of business.” 

Judge Stevens refused to permit the 
filing of the return of the writ, ordered 


force 


that Moyer be discharged from  cus- 
tody, issued an order of attachment 
against Bell and Wells, assessed a fine 


of $500 each, and expressed regret that 
the governor was not before the court, 
as he held him equally guilty with Bell 
and Wells. 


Bell Is Defiant 

Telluride, Col., April 12—When Gen- 
eral Bell was informed that Judge 
Stevens had ordered himself and Cap- 
tain Wells confined in the Ouray county 
jail for contempt, he said: 

“If Sheriff Corbell takes us to Ouray 
it will have to be over the dead bodies 
of all the soldiers under my command 
in this county. He has not men 
enough to do that. The situation de- 
mands that we stay in Telluride. Mr. 
Moyer will never be produced in court 
until Governor Peabody orders me_ to 
produce him, unless he escapes and 
gets over the range on snowshoes.” 


Peabody Thinks He Is Right 

Denver, April 12.—When Governor 
Peabody was informed of the action of 
Judge ordering the arrest of 
Adjutant General Bell and Captain 
Wells for contempt of court in not 
complying with the writ of habeas 
corpus in the Moyer case, he said: 

“We will not recognize the writ of at- 
tachment and the military authorities 
will not appear in court. Neither will 
we give up Moyer. We will claim that 
the courts have no right to enjoin or 
arrest the officers or members of the 
mnilitary while they are on duty.”

“NO MORAL WRONG” 


Some Congressmen Were “Indis- 
creet” In Postal Affair 
Washington, April 12—The Post 
Says that the report of the McCall in- 
vestigating committee, which is ready 
for presentation, criticises Fourth As- 


sistant Postmaster General Bristow for 
the preparation of the “charges cdon- 
cerning members” doeument, and does 
not censure any member of the house. 

“The basis of the criticism of Mr. 
Bristow,” The Post says, “is that he 
caused to be prepared an official docu- 
ment in which the names of senators 
and representatives were connected, 
without any reasonable excuse, with 
the names of then alleged and now con- 
victed criminals. The most that was 
found against members of the house is 
that they were guilty of indiscretions. 
In the pursuit of objects they had 
every right to pursue some members 
followed methods that might subject 
them to criticism were it not that the 
methods had time-honored precedents. 

“While the methods may be criti- 
cised, it is the belief of the committee 
that members who followed them 
should not be censured because, in the 
judgment of the committee, no mem- 
ber was guilty of moral wrong.” 


Postal Investigation Talk 

Washington, April 12—The Culber- 
s0n amendment to the postoffice appro- 
priation bill, providing for a commls- 
sion to investigate the postoffice depart- 
ment, was before the senate all day 
and, after being ruled out of order in 
modified form, was pending when the 
senate adjourned. Mr. Gorman made 
an earnest plea for an investigation, 
saying the postoffice department had 
cast reflections upon members of con- 
gress and that a thorough examination 
should be bad. 


Stronger Indian Army Needed 

Simla, April 12.—As a result of his in- 
spection of the Indian forces, major 
General Kitchener has issued ah order 
in which he urges the need of a higher 
standard of excellence than obtains 
elsewhere. Owing to the fact that the 
Indian army is a small one, the general 
warns against the forming of false 
estimates of its ability to cope with 
any enemy which it is likely to en- 
counter. He insists upon the need of 
greater intelligence and individual 
training and advocates the establish- 
ment of a college in India for the more 
effective education of officers..

New York, April 12.—Talk about 
Mayor McClellan as a gubernatorial 
candidate has grown serious since Elliot 
Danforth, first lieutenant of David B.

Murphy at Atlantic City. It is learned 
that, while no positive agreement was 
reached, the way was paved for a 
union on Parker for president and Mc- 
Clellan for governor. Danforth tried 
hard to induce Murphy to abandon at 
once his fight against Parker instruc- 
tions. The Tammany leader refused, 
but it is said that he intimated that, if 
the convention next week instructed for 
Parker, he would carry his fight no 
further, but would give Parker his 
hearty support at St. Louis. Hill's rep- 
resentative then assured Murphy that 
if McClellan cared to run for governor, 
the up-state Democrats would unite on 
him. The conference ended at this 
point. Neither side was committed to 
anything, but it is belleved that the 
talk may lead later to some sort of a 
formal agreement. 


Gorman’s Chances Better 

Baltimore, April 12—The authorized 
statement of Senator Gorman that he 
had never, to brother senator or any 
other man, declared himself as favor- 
ing Judge Parker for the presidency ts 
accepted in Maryland to mean that he 
is still expecting the lightning to strike 
him at St. Louis. The entire Demo- 
cratic organization of the state is 
solidly arrayed for him and the Mary- 
landers will vote for him in the con- 
vention to the last, unless Gorman him- 
self should call them off. It is figured 
out in Maryland that the senator is 
Playing the biggest kind of polities in 
making the announcement just at this 
time and that his chances for a compro- 
mise candidate are much improved 
thereby. For him they figure that the 
early boom for Parker may butt itself 
to death against Hearst's stone wall. 
At any rate there is no doubt that 
Gorman {s a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination. 


Hobson Probably Defeated 

Birmingham, Ala., April 12—The 
first general primary election ever held 
in Alabama brought out the largest 
Democratic vote ever polled in the 
state. It probably will be 24 hours be- 
fore the entire vote will have been 
counted. The contest between Con- 
gressman Bankhead and Richmond P. 
Hobson has been bitterly fought. The 
vote will be very close, but from the 
returns so far received Bankhead is 
slightly in the lead.

question was, Where are we at ? 

So long as moral and spiritual con- 
ceptions and ideals are growing better 
we may be assured we have not begun 
to decay, but enervation of morals is 
the surest sign of approaching dissolu- 
tion in any system of civilization. 
Rome furnishes a good example of that. 
When the morals of a people begin to 
weaken the barbarians are about to be- 
gin their work of destruction ‘and it 
matters bat little whether the barbari- 
ans assault without or witbin. 
The result is the same. 

The speaker ridiculed the conception 
that formerly prevailed of Heaven as a 
place of rest and harps and crowns, and 
declared such a conception was not 
consistent with the theory of progress 
and immortality. 

By means of a skilfully drawn chart on 
a blackboard, the professor illustrated 
how in our progress through life, both 
individually and collectively, our ideals 
and actualities were brought nearer to 
each other. With experience came en- 
larged ideals and the everlasting pro- 
blem was how to make our ideals real. 

Between men like Emerson and Carlyle 
and the multitudes there is a great dis- 
tance but it is being steadily lessened 
by those who are high, showing a devo- 
tion to those lower in the social scale 
and pulling them up. Real evolution, 
consisted of this, and not as some 
thought a survival of the fittest. 

In reply to questions at the close of 
his address, Prof. Cummings demon- 
strated that this view and definition of 
evolution was the true one.

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Russians Report Victory, With 
Heavy Loss to Japs 


REPORTS OF SEA FIGHT 


Sounds of Heavy Firing After 
Japanese and Russian Battle- 
Ships Were Seen Off Port Ar- 
thur--Latest Plan of Campaign 
as Outlined In London 


St. Petersburg, April 13.—General 
Kuropatkin, in a dispatch to the em- 
peror, says that General Krasnalinski, 
on the night of April 8, ordered a de- 
tachment of sharpshooters to cross to 
the left bank of the Yalu, 
Wiju. ‘he sharpshooters landed on 
the island of Samalind and surprised a 
patro! of 50 Japanese scouts just as the 


opposite 


latter were approaching the east side 
of the island in three boats. 

The Russians allowed the Japanese 
to land and then fired on them. Nearly 
all the Japanese were shot, bayonetted 


or drowned and their boats sunk. The 
Russians sustained no losses. 
On the following day the Japanese 


lowered their flag at Wiju and their out- 
posts, which lately have been seen, 
and fell back. 

On the night of April 9 four Russian 
seouts crossed the Yalu to Yongam- 
pho and made towards a Russian  vil- 
lage, where they found a squadron of 
Japanese cavalry. They remained 
there 12 hours, when they were be- 
trayed by Koreans and found them- 
selves obliged to swim the river, their 
boat having struck on a= sand-bank. 
One soldier lost his life. 

The Japanese pursued the 
in a boat, but were in turn attacked by 
a Russian boat which had come to the 
rescue of the swimmers. The Japanese 
were all killed and their boat sunk. 

According to telegraphic advices re- 
ceived by The Novosti from its corre- 
spondent at Liao Yang, a bombardment 
of Port Arthur and a fight on the Yalu 
are expected momentarily.

Perhaps a Sea Fight 

Che Foo, April 13.—A dispatch from 
Teng Chow, 40 miles northwest of here, 
says: 

“Sounds of very heavy firlug were 
heard at half past 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The firing evidently was being 
done between here and Port Arthur. It 
is believed at Teng Chow that the long 
expected sea fight among the Miaotao 
islands has taken place. The Japanese 
battleship Asahi. flying an adimiral’s 
flag, Was seen off Che Foo yesterday 
going to the west, and there is no aoubt 
that the remaind«r of the Japanese 
fleet was in the vicinity of Port Arthur. 
The Russian fleet also was seen out- 
side Port Arthur yesterday.” 

Che Foo, April 13.—The captain of the 
steamer Lockshan, which arrived here 
today from New Chwang, reports that 
he heard heavy firing between 5 and 7 
o'clock this morning in the u- 
rection of Port Arthur. The firing was 
continuous, but no ships were visible. 
From the direction of the sound he 
judged that there was fighting at the 
entrance to Port Arthur. The Lock- 
shan was the last foreign merchant yves- 
sel to leave New Chwang, sailing at 
the same time as the British gunboat 
Espiegle, at 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 


What London Hears 

London, April 13.—The Times’ New 
Chwang correspondent, cabling under 
date of April 11, says: 

“Last night a pilot’s flare was mis- 
taken for the lights of a Japanese fleet, 
and the Russians fired and sank a junk 
with 35 hands, besides killing three 
persons and wounding seven in another 
junk, The native population is panic- 
stricken and leaving the town.” 

Every day brings a new plan for the 
conduct of the war in the far east. The 
latest is the statement that Kuropatkin 
will not begin serious operations until 
he has an immense army in the field 
capable of grinding out success by force 
of numbers and working in conjunction 
with a fleet from European waters. 

It is denied from St. Petersburg that 
the Japanese have crossed the Yaiu as 
reported. It was pointed out some days 
ago that the Japanese would be un- 
likely to go over the river except for 
scouting purposes until they had 
brought up their main army from Ping 
Yang. The roads at this time of year 
are extremely bad and it is slow work. 
If Japan determines to send her see- 
ond army to Korea the troops will not 
have to make the long marches through | 
the cold and the snow and mud which 
hindered the progress of the first army. 
It can land near the mouth of the Yalu 
or from the estuary itself. 

The story that Russia is willing to al- 
low the Japanese to cross the Yalu so | 
that she can envelop and annihilate | 
them, and that Japan is eager to get | 
across in order to get into a good field 
of operations, may be taken with a 
grain of salt so far as the. Japanese | 
end of it is concerned. Japan is not | 
likely to throw troops into Mancburia | 
by way of the Yalu until she is in posi- | 
tion to support a diversion against the 
enemy in another quarter. Russia has 
large forces of troops along the railroad 
from Mukden and Liao Yang to New | 
Chwang, and also at Hai Cheng and | 
Fung Wang Chang, which she could | 
move with reasonable speed toward the 
Yalu, and if the Japanese sought to 
move north or northwest from the river 
except in the largest numbers, they 
might get into trouble.

Martial Law at New Chwang 

New Chwang, April 13.—The Brit- 
ish gunboat Espiegle, which has been 
stationed here during the winter, de- 
parted yesterday. The departure of the 
Espiegle removes a cause of embar- 
rassment to the Russian authorities and 
enables them to put into execution a 
system of martial law. The Espiegle 
was the last foreign warship at New 
Chwang. The last of the merchant 
steamers left New Chwang yesterday 
and the shipping companies have noti- 
fied their agents to send no more vessels 
here. The streets of New Chwang are 
night and the 
movement of boats on the river at 
night is prohibited. 


Russians Strongly Fortified 

Seoul, April 18.—Japanese advices 
from northern Korea state that the 
Russians have strongly fortified Chou 
Tien Cheng, a walled town on the Man- 
churian side of the Yalu river, about 
10 miles north of Antung. It is esti- 
mated that there are 20,000 Russians 
of all arms at Antung ready to oppose 
the Japanese crossing. 


Missionaries In No Danger 

New York, April 13.—Secretary 
Brown of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions has received a cable 
from Ping Yang, Korea, stating that 
“Ping Yang and Syen Chun are all 
right’ and that goods that had been 
ordered should be shipped. Dr. Brown 
thinks that if the missionaries of these 
northern stations are safe there is not 
the slightest ground for anxiety re- 
garding those in the centraland southern 
stations. Recent letters are to thesame 


effect. 


ENGINES COLLIDED 


One Completely Wrecked and 
the Other Off the Track 

Weston, Mass., April 18.—While run- 
ning at a sper 40 miles an hour,a 
train which left Boston at last 
night crashed into the “Marlboro the- 
atre train” about 500 feet east of the 
local station. Both were 
thrown from the track and one of them 
rolled to the bottom of a 10-foot em- 
bankment and is wreck. 
The other engine clung to the edge of a 
20-foot embantk it and, although bad- 
ly damaged, is not beyond repair. 

Engineer Gaut and Fireman Green- 
wood of the train from Boston were 
thrown from the cab. Greenwood was 
hurled through the cab window and 
sustained serious injuries to his back. 
Gaut was painfully, but not danger- 
ously bruised. 

Engineer Parksand Fireman Shal- 
tick of the other train jumped when 
they saw that a collision was in- 
evitable and eseaped injury.

At 
the conclusion of a conference, Deputy 
Neal and Chief Tarbox of the Newton 
police packed into two large extension 
valises all of Tucker's clothing which 
had been taken from his home in Au- 
burndale. In the evening the state offi- 
cers returned to Boston, carrying these 
valises with them.

Miller City, O., April 13.—Funeral 
services which were to have been held 
today over the body of an 18-year-old 
daughter of Jacob Warniment, a farm- 
er, have been postponed, as it is believed 
the girl may not be dead. She was 
taken suddenly ill Sunday and three 
hours later apparently died. While an 
undertaker was preparing the body for 
burial he discovered signs of life. It 
is thought that the girl is in a trance.

State Democratic Primaries 


{t Goes to New York Man, Mucl 
to Surprise of Bostonian’s Sup 
porters--Empire State Reput 
licans Solid For Roosevelt 


soston, April 13.—The Democratic 
primaries held throughout the state last 
hight resulted in an unqualified victory 
for Richard Olney of Boston over Wil- 
liain R. Hearst of New York as the 
candidate of the party for the presl- 
In this city the 
supporters are believed to bhava 
elected 235 delegates to the state con- 
vention which is to be held in this city 
on April 21, while the Hearst supporters 
elected only five delegates. 

Keturns from the cities and towns 
outside of Boston indicate that the 
Olney supporters were victorious in 
nearly every town and city in the com- 
monuwealth. In a number of places the 
delegations were uninstructed, but as 
they were supported by the party or- 
ganizations, which in turn supported 
Olney, it is believed that in most cases 
these uninstructed delegates will sup- 
port Olney on the floor of the conven- 
tion. The Democratic state committee, 
which declared for Olney, claims 800 
out of the 1026 delegates. 

In the western part of the state the 
Olney faction won by substantial ma- 
jorities. Returns from 43 cities and 
towns in Worcester county, including 
Worcester and Fitchburg, give Hearst 
D+ delegates to the convention against 
48 for Olney. The result in Worcester 
county was a surprise to the state com- 
mittee, which had counted on the ma- 
jority of the delegates being elected by 
the Olney supporters. 

The most warmly contested primaries 
in the state were probably those in 
Lowell. The Hearst forces madea hard 
fight to carry the city, but were unsuc- 
cessful, although they landed 10 of the 
30 delegates to the state convention. 
In one ward the proceedings were of 
such a lively nature that the police 
maintain order, 
and in another ward the secretary of 
the caucus left under police protection. 

George R. McFarlane, who, it is 
claimed, has had the Hearst boom in 
charge in all of the New England 
states, refused to discuss the situation 
last night, saying that the time was too 
early. All of the Hearst supporters 
were somewhat reluctant to talk on the 
result of the caucuses. 


“BY DIRECTION” 


New York Delegates Will Do 
Best to Nominate Roosevelt 
New York, April 13.—The Republican 

state convention named as delegates- 

at-large and alternates to the national 
convention at Chicago: Senator Platt, 
alternate J. Sloat Fassett; Senator De- 
pew, alternate Louis Stern; Governor 

Odell, alternate Erastus C. Knight; 

Frank S. Black, alternate Henry C. 

Lrewster. 

The platform strongly endorses the 
administration of President Roosevelt 
and Governor Odell, and the delegates- 
at-large to the national convention are 
“directed to use all honorable means to 
secure the nomination of Theodore 
Roosevelt.” 

There was some discussion over the 
fact that these “directions” included 
only the delegates-at-large, but Gov- 
ernor Odell explained that inthis way: 

“Since 1880, when we abandoned the 
plan of selecting the district delegates, 
the state convention has not and indeed, 
cannot instruct the district delegates. 
These delegates are elected, and if de- 
sired by their bome conventions, are 
instructed. ‘This direction of the con- 
vention to the delegates-at-large to se- 
cure Mr. Roosevelt's nomination is the 
strongest possible way in which the 
matter could be put. The word ‘direc- 
tion’ is stronger than the word ‘In- 
structed.’ ” 

Features of the convention were the 
several enthusiastic receptions given 
to Senator Platt, Governor Odell and 
former Governor Black, and the ap- 
plause that followed mention of the 
name of President Roosevelt. The dl-

Washington Politicians Think 
That It Has Collapsed 


PARKER AGAINST FIELD 


The Democratic Situation Thus 
Regarded at Present--Anti- 
Parker Men Want Southern 
Delegates Uninstructed 


Washington, April 14.—Pleading for 
uninstructed delegations from the 
south to the St. Louis convention is the 
only play that remains for anti- 
Parker managers, and they are trying 
to make it. They ask that the “favor- 
ite sons” like Cockrell, with Missouri's 
large delegation, and Williams of Il- 
linols, stand firm, and that the southern 
men be allowed to go to St. Louis 
friendly to Parker, but not bound down 
by hard and fast instructions until they 
can hear from Murphy and others the 
argument in favor of 
candidate. 

The managegs of the program say 
that it is too early for the party to de- 
cide who is its most available man, and 
that instructed delegations virtually 
constitute an advance convention. Sev- 
eral specific reasons are assigned for 
delay. The old guard eastern Demo- 
crats are still hopeful that Gray of 
Delaware, or Olney of Massachusetts 
might be selected if the convention 
were free to act, especially after its 
members learn at St. Louis the oppo- 
sition to a Hill man of the Tammany 
organization which must be relied on, if 
New York is to be carried by the Demo- 
crats. Democratic leaders in the south- 
west say that some compromise candi- 
date who would be less offensive to the 
Bryan element than Parker, with Hill 
back ot him, might be selected, and 
they, too, are urging the southern lead- 
ers to send uninstructed delegations. 

It is now “Parker against the field,” 
a condition hastened by the threatening 
Hearst boom.of a few weeks ago. That 
boom had now collapsed and the “field,” 
such as remains, is accordingly gather- 
ing itself together, trying to hold its 
lines intact, and in the belief that the 
convention for one reason or another 
might do better than Parker, with more 
deliberation and a fuller scrutiny of the 
fleld. 


THE IROQUOIS BANQUET 


Prominent Democrats Discuss 
Campaign Ways and Means 
Chicago, April 14.—Ways and means 
to bring success to the Democratic 
party in the presidential campaign this 
fall were discussed at the Lroquois club 
banquet last night, in celebration of 
Jefferson's birthday. ‘Tariff reform, 
antagonism to trusts, independence for 
the Philippines and rigid enonomy in 
public expenditures were some of the 
suggestions offered by the speakers to 
bring about this result. A feature of 
the banquet was a letter from former 
President Cleveland, who bad been in- 
vited to attend, but was unable to be 
present. In his letter Mr. Cleveland

advised all Democrats to make a close 
study of Jefferson’s career and “pa- 
triotically seek the welfare of our 


country through the ascendency of safe 
and sane Democracy.” 

When Toastmaster Gregory intro- 
duced General Miles the 500 banquet- 
ters rose In a body and greeted the for- 
mer head of the United States army 
with énthusiasm. General Miles made 
a forcible argument against imperial- 
ism and his words met the approval of 
the audience. Adlai E. Stevenson, for- 
mer vice president of the United States, 
pleaded for a united party and the 
adoption of live issues in the platform 
at the St, Louis convention. Martin 
W. Littlet6® of New York declared 
that if a patform along the lines sug- 
gested by some of the other speakers 
was adopted and Judge Parker selected 
as a leader, the Democratic party was 
bound to triumph in the eoming elec- 
tion. Senators Carmack and Culber- 
son, Governor Garvin of Khode Island 
and other prominent Democrats also 
spoke. 

A letter from W. J. Bryan ex- 
pressed the hope that advantage would 
be taken of the occasion ‘to present to 
the country the importance of maintain- 
ing Democratic principles as they were 
set forth in the platforms of 1896 and 
1900.” It declared that “in the present 
struggle between plutocracy and De- 
mocracy the corporations are seeking 
to control the supreme court.” oir. 
Bryan urged that a note of warning be 
raised “against the attempt now being 
made by the money magnates to con- 
trol the Democratic convention and to 
secure the nomination of a Democratic 
candidate who will be obligated in ad- 
vance to betray the hopes of the Demo- 
cratic masses.”

City Receipts. 

Last year the Assessors estimated the 
receipts of the city, lawfully applicable 
to the payment of the expenditures of 
the year, as provided in chapter 12, 
section 37, Revised Laws, at $71, 109.09, 
which were deducted from the annual 
appropriation order. This year the 
Finance Committee have stipulated that 
$35,500 of the water receipts shall be 
appropriated for the payment of the 
maturing water debt, which reduces the 
miscellaneous receipts to $35,609.09, 
The estimated receipts of 1904, found 
by the Finance Committee, amount to 
$37, 258.41.

The Feeling In London 

London, April 14.—The late Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff spoke English fluently 
and was well known in England. His 
courtesy and social! qualities made him 
very popular and the editorials in this 
morning’s newspapers deplore his loss 
with genuine sympathy, paying tributes 
of admiration to the way he met a 
hero’s death in carrying out his oft-ex- 
pressed conviction that “he who wishes 
to ensure victory should determine 
either to conquer or to die.” The edi- 
torials also extend sympathy to the 
Russian nation in the series of mis- 
fortunes which have pursued the navy, 
and comment on the enormous ad- 
vantage this catastrophe gives the Jap- 
anese, even if, as is believed, the Rus- 
sian disaster is not worse than repre- 
sented in the official dispatches. 

No actual news has yet reached Lon- 
don beyond the Russian official tele- 
grams, but dispatenes from Wei Hai 
Wei induce the confident belief here 
that a naval engagement occurred off 
Port Arthur of a severe character and 
that later telegrams will show that the 
Russians suffered a seyerer loss than 
is yet admitted. 

Nothing in the way of news has been 
received here from the Japanese side, 
but a rumor has reached Rome that 
Makaroff’s squadron was attacked by 
the whole Japanese fleet concealed be- 
hind the Miaokaio islands and his re- 
treat was cut off and he was forced to 
fight against odds with the result that 
all his ships were damaged, while the 
Petropavlovsk was surrounded by tor- 
pedo boats, struck by torpedos and 
blown up. 

Another rumor is to the effect that 
Rear Admiral Molas is among those 
killed aboard the Petropavlovsk. The 
universal opinion here is that the of- 
ficial explanations of the disaster are 
unsatisfactory.

CATASTROPHE 


Twenty-Nine Men Killed on 
the Battleship Missouri 


TWO ARE FATALLY HURT 


Commander Cowles’ Prompt Ac- 
tion Probably Saved Almost 
New Ship From Destruction, 
as Well as the Lives of Others 
on Board--Flesh Hung From 
Bodies of Victims In Shreds-- 
Accident Due to Explosion of 
Two Thousand Pounds of Pow- 
der While at Target Practice 


Pensacola, Fla., April 14.—By the ex- 
plosion of 2000 pounds of powder in the

ou the target range with the Texas and 
Brooklyn at practice when a charge of 
powder in the 12-inch left-hand gun, 


exploded, and, 


from gases, 
dropping below, ignited four charges of 
powder in the handling-room and all 
exploded. 

Only one man of the entire turret and 
Landling crew survives. But for the 
prompt and efficient work of Captain 


Cowles in flooding the handling-room 


and magazine with water, one of the 
mmugazines would have exploded and 


the ship would have been destroyed. 
Captain Cowles, completely overcome 
by the disaster, referred all newspaper 
men to Lieutenant Hammer, the 
ordnance officer. The latter gave outa 
stutement of the explosion and its prob- 
able cause. 

According to Hammer about noon 
after the first pointer of the after 12- 
inch piece had fired his string and the 
second pointer had fired the third shot 
of his string, the charge ignited. The 
fourth shot was being loaded and from 
all indications the first half of the 
charge had been rammed home, and the 
second section was being rammed 
home, when gases trom the shot pre- 
viously fired, or portions of the cloth 
cover, ignited the powder. 

The breech was open and a dul] thud 
gave notice of something unusual. No 
loud report was made, but flames were 
acen to leap from every portion of the 
turret. A few seconds later, another ex- 
plosion, somewhat more fierce, oc- 
curred. This was in the handling-room 
below, where 1660 pounds of powder, or 
four charges ready to be hoisted above, 
had ignited. 

Fire quarters were sounded and 
every man of the ship responded and 
the magazine and the handling-rooms 
were flooded with water. In less than 
five seconds after the first explosion 
two streams of water were being played 
in the rooms and when volunteers were 
called for every man of the ship re- 
sponded, eager to go into the turrets 
and rescue the crew. Captain Cowles 
gave his commands and but for his 
presence of mind and that of the officers 
of the ship, the Missouri would have 
gone down. 

The second explosion occurred_near 
one of the magazines and so hot was the 
fire that the brass work of the maga- 
zines was melted. Smoke and the 
fumes of the burned powder made it al- 
most impossibe to enter either the tur- 
ret or handing-room, but officers and 
men, With handkerchiefs over their 
faces, made efforts to rescue the men 
inside. Leading the rescuing party 
was Cowes, who caught upa dying 
bluejacket in his arms and staggered 
to the deck with him. The bluejacket 
with two others from the handling- 
rool bad crawled partly from fheir 
place of duty when they had been over- 
«cme. Before the fumes of the burning 
perder had left the turret officers and 
men were lifting out the dying and dead 
men. 

Three minutes after the explosion 
all were on deck and the surgeons from 
the Missouri, Texas and Brooklyn were 
attending to those not dead. 

The 25 men of the turret were found 
lying in a heap. They had started for 
the exit when the first explosion oc- 
curred and had just reached there when 
the more terrible explosion in the 
handling-room occurred, which burned 
and strangled them to death. 

Lieutenant Davidson, the officer in 
charge of the turret, evidently had 
given some command to the men, as he 
was on top of the heap of men, haying 
fallen there after he had allowed them 
to pass him to get out of the turret. 
The bodies wee hardly recognizable, 
the terrible and quick fire having burnt 
clothing from the bodies of the men, 
and the flesh hung from them inshreds. 
The faces were mutilated by the smoke 
and flames. Only one man was breath- 
ing when the turret crew was rescued 
and he died a moment after he reached 
the deck. The dead are:

Dismay at Washington 

Washington, April 14—The entire 
navy department is stunned by the ap- 
palling catastrophe on board the 
Missouri. The bureau of navigation 
has been active since the first news of 
the accident reached here shortly after 
4 o'clock. Although Captain Cowles, as 
soon as he arrived at Pensacola, sent 
dispatches to the nearest of kin of all 
the men killed, the department is also 
sending out these announcements so 
that there may be no mistake.

St. Paul, April 14.—The decision of 
the United States circuit court as to the 
right of E. H. Harriman and Winslow 
Pierce to file a petition in the case of 
the government against the Northern 
Securities company and others will be 
handed down today. W. D. GutBrie, in 
closing for the petitioners, maintained 
that the Northern Securities company 


had, since the decree of the United 
States circuit court declaring the se- 
curities company illegal, added ma- 


terially to its holdings of Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern stock with the 
intention of retaining control of those 
roads. The statement Elihu Root de- 
nied emphatically and specifically.

A PROTEST IS FILED 


Government Is Interested In 


Northern Securities Case 


HARRIMAN SUIT IS BEGU 


Interveners Want to Carry Out 
Plan of Distribution of Assets 
--Attorney General Knox’s Ac- 


tion a Surprise to Petitioners 


St. Paul, April 13.—A great legal] bat- 
le between corporation lawyers, whose 
aames are familiar from one side of the 
United States to the other, began here 
in the United States district court be- 
fore Judges Vandevanter, 
Hook and Thayer, in an action based on 
a motion presented to the court by E. 
H. Harriman et al, for leave to file an 
intervening petition for the purpose of 
showing why the Northern Securities 
company otlicials should not carry out 

a plan of distribution of the assets of 
the Northern Securities company in a 
manner alleged to be inimical to the in- 
terests of Harriman and Pierce. 

The attorneys representing the 
plaintiffs are W. D. Guthrie, R. 8. 
Lovett, general counsel of the Southern 
Pacitic railroad; Judge Baldwin of 
Omaha and Maxwell Evarts of Ohio. 
The defendants are represented by 
Elihu Root, former secretary of war; 
J. G. Johnson of Philadelphia, L. Stet- 
son, counsel for J. P. Morgan «& Co.; 
1G. EB. Young, F. B. Kellogg, and C. A 
Severance, also C. D. Bunn, general 

counsel for the Northern Pacific rail- 
way, and F. D. Grover, general counsel 
for the Great Northern railway. The 
United States government is repre- 
sented by District Attorney Houpt, who 
presented an objection to the interven- 
tion under the direction of United 
States Attorney General Knox. 

This intervention was something of a 
surprise to the petitioners, who were 
not aware of it until after Mr. Evarts 
had opened the case for the plaintiffs 

and Judge Sanborn asked him if he was 
aware that the United States govern- 
ment objected to the intervening peti- 
tion. The court then directed Mr. 
Houpt to read the objection of Mr. 
which declared: 

“The United States neither admits or 
denies the allegations of the petition, 
but objects to the proposed interven- 
tion. This case was heard by this court 
answer and testimony and a 
Was entered, enjoining the 
defendants as therein recited. 

“Upon appeal by the defendants to 
the court of the United States 
the decree of this court was affirmed in 
every particular, the effect of which 
was to end and close the case. 

“The United States stands on the de- 
cree as affirmed and submits that the 
court is only concerned to see that it 
observed by the defend- 
ants according to its terms.” 

Mr. Evarts in statement con- 
tended that the Securities company, in 
its final distribution of the assets, in- 
tended to take a course which would 
continue the common control of the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
railroads to the detriment of the 
plaintiff, and in continued violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Mr. Root contended that there was 
no warrant in the general rules of prac- 
tice in the decrees of the courts nor in 
the statutes for this intervention. lie 
said that the decree of this court was 
limited to the simple command “thou 
shalt not” and nothing was expected 
but absolute obedience. 

The arguments of both Mr. Evarts 
and Mr. Root occupied less than an 
hour, but every word was followed with 
the closest attention of the throng of

Russia Hears That Her Fleet 
Is Bottled at Port Arthur 


SINKING OF BATTLESHIP 


Russia Holds to the “Mine” Story 
as Cause of Disaster--Admits 
That Torpedo Boat Was Cut 
Off and Sunk by Japs 


St. Petersburg, April 15.—Rumors are 
current bere that Vice Admiral Togo 
sent in-a number of steamers on the 
night of March 31 and succeeded in 
sinking several of them and in block- 
ing the channel of Port Arthur. The 
rumors cannot be confirmed at this 
hour. ; 

The date referred to by the corre- 
spondent In the above dispatch, March 
31, is probably according to the old 
style calendar, by which the event 
would haye taken place on April 18, ac- 
cording to the new style calendar. 


St. Petersburg, April 15.—What is 
practically the official version of the 
sinking of the battleship Petropavlovsk 
at Port Arthur clears up toa great ex- 
tent the mysterious features of that 
vessel's destruction. This version is as 
follows: 

Retiring before the advance of a su- 
perior Japanese fleet, which was not 
fighting its progress, the Russian 
squadron approached the entrance to 
the harbor. It was shortly after 8 
o'clock in the morning and most of the 
officers and members of the crew were 
at breakfast on the flagship. Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff was eating breakfast 
in his eabin and the wardroom was 
crowded with officers surrounding the 

On the bridge Grand Duke 
Lieutenant Von Kobe, Captain 
commanding the vessel, and 


tables.

Jakovleff, 
two other officers, were on watch, ex- 
amining the narrow entrance, prepara- 
tory to eutering it. 

At about 8:30 o'clock there was a 
terrific explosion of the boilers, fol- 
lowed a few seconds later by a detona- 
tion from the well-stored magazines. 
Huge gaps were torn in the hull of the 
ship and the water rushed in. The 
center of gravity having gone, the ship 
rolled on her side and sunk. All in- 
formation tends to prove that a mine 
was responsible for the destruction of 


the Petropavoloysk. 
The scene below will never be de- 
‘ 
scribed, as, so far as known, not a 


single person between decks succeeded 
in escaping. The hot steam which 
scalded the men on deck indicated what 
must have been the character of the 
death met by those in the engine room. 
The men on deck were thrown in all 
directions, those falling into the water 
swimming and grasping the wreckage 
vomited up in the vortex caused by 
the sinking of the ship. 

The remainder of the squadron imme- 
diately stopped and lowered small boats 
and the torpedo boats steamed as quick- 
ly as possible to the rescue of the 
survivors. 

The force of the explosion sent Grand 
Duke Cyril flying across the bridge and 
the base of his skull struck on an iron 
stanchion Believing that the ship was 
about to sink, he clambered hastily 
down its side and plunged into the 
water. He succeeded in reaching a 
piece of wreckage, to which he clung. 
He was in the water about 20 minutes 
before he was picked up by a torpedo 
boat. Lieutenant Von Kobe was also 
found swimming and was picked up. 
Captain Yakovleff was thrown against 
a stanchion with such force that he 
| was killed. 

The exact number of Vice Admiral 
Makaroff’s staff on board the Petro- 
pavlovsk when she sank is unknown, 
but it is thought by the admiralty to be 
probably 15 or 16. The exact number 

of the crew lost isalso unknown. The 
| 
| 
| 


Petropavlovsk had a complement of 
about 650, of which 52 were saved at 
last accounts. 

It is officially announced that the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Bezstrashni was 
cut from the rest of the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur and sunk by the Japan- 
ese, that her crew of 45 officers and men 
were lost and that the battleship Po- 
beida accidentally struck a mine while 
maneuvering, but was able to return to 
the harbor without loss of life. 


Skrydloff to Command 


St. Petersburg, April 15.—It has been 
definitely decided that Vice Admiral 
Skrydloff, commander of the Black 
sea fleet, will succeed the late Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff as commander-in-chief 
of the Russian naval forces in the far 
east. Orders have been sent to Vice Ad- 
miral Skrydloff to come to St. Peters- 
burg for the purpose of receiving in- 
stcuctions, after which he will leave im- 

; mediately for the far east. 


Reserves Report For Duty 

St. Petersburg, April 15.—The naval 
reserves have answered the emperor's 
summons for their mobilization. Just 
1069 appeared at the naval depots. Ten 
percent of these were found to be 
physically unfit, and the remainder 
were distributed to the Baltie fleet. 
One hundred officers were also called 
out. 


Says Japs Sunk Battleship 
London, April 15.—The Daily Mall’s 
Che Foo correspondent declares that ad- 
vices from both Russian and Japanese 
sources indicate that the battleship 
Petropavlovsk was torpedoed. By a 
, pretense of an attack on the harbor by 
» the enemy, Admiral Makaroff, the cor- 


respondent suys, was euticed outside 
for the Japanese torpedo boats, which 
erept behind him and awaited his return 
and dealt the blow as he was nearing 
the harbor. 


Painter Verestchagin Lost 

St. Petersburg, April 15.—Vassili 
Verestchagin, the Russian painter, was 
Vice Admiral Makaroff’s guest on the 
Petropavloysk. He was lost with the 
ship. 

Vassili Verestchagin, the Russian 
painter of war scenes, who was born 
in 1842, had been a_ spectator and 
participant in several of the wars of re- 
cent years, led by his aim to paint war 
as it actually is, before setting out for 
the scene of hostilities in the present 
conflict to gather material for further 
war paintings. Among his pictures are 
inclyded battle scenes from the Russian 
war in Turkestan, 1867, the Russo- 
Turkish war in 1878, the Transvaal con- 
flict, the Santiago and Philippine cam- 


paigns of the Spanish-American war, 
and the Boxer campaign in China, 


made from sketches drawn on the spot. 


FOR RECIPROCITY 


But Bay State Republicans Want 
It on Moderate Grounds 

Boston, April 15.—The Republican 

state convention today adopted a recip- 


rocity plank and then proceeded to elect 
to the 
Crane, Lodge, Long and Benton as dele- 
gates-at-large. 

The reciprocity plank is not entirely 
in accord with Mr. Foss’ ideas, though 
he is pleased at the recognition given 
the principle he has advocated for some 
time. Mr. Foss appeared before the 
committee on resolutions and made a 
speech in favor of closer relations with 
Canada, and left with the committee a 
petition signed by business men who 
said that they wanted better trade re- 
lations for New England. 

The committee, after listening to 
Foss, decided to put in a plank relating 
to reciprocity, but on moderate grounds, 
so that it will not interfere with exist- 
ing tariff arrangements. 

The principal points in the platform 
are: Sound money; uphold the Philip- 
pine and Porto Rico policy; civil  ser- 
vice reform; country should stand by 
the soldier and sailor; reciprocity; en- 
dorsement of Panama canal policy; 
congratulations to Secretary Moody of 
the navy; upholding the president on 
the merger decision; against disfran- 
chising and lynching the negro in the 
south; praise for president in solving 
the coal strike. 


Chicago convention Messrs. 


New Jersey Democrats Split 

Trenton, April 15.—A_ practically 
harmonious Democratic state conyen- 
tion of more than 1200 delegates to elect 
delegates to the national convention at 
St. Louis, which selected an unin- 
structed delegation, was followed by a 
bolting convention of the supporters of 
Hearst fer president. The bolters num- 
bered about 200 men, who claimed they 
had been illegally deprived of seats in 
the regular convention. The bolting 
convention nominated delegates-at- 
large and delegates from five congres- 
sional districts. The 14 men named by 
the bolting convention will go to St. 
Louis and contest the seats of the men 
selected at the regular convention. 


Harmony Predicted 

Albany, April 15.—It is understood 
that there probably will be no open 
contest in the state Democratic conven- 
tion which will be held here next Mon- 
day. The belief is general that the 
controversies of various kinds will be 
settled before the convention meets and 
that not even in the committee on reso- 
lutions and credentials will there be a 
struggle for control. Itis also ex- 
pected that there will be no attempt to 
unseat Hearst delegates. 


Roosevelt and Elkins 

Charleston, W. Va., April 15.—The 
West Virginia Republican state con- 
vention instructed its delegates-at-large 
for Roosevelt for president and Sena- 
tor Elkins for vice president. All the 
district conventions held previously 
acted likewise, making 14 delegates se- 
cure in the Roosevelt yolumn. 


Roosevelt Commended 

Portland, Me., April 15.—The Re- 
publicans of Maine, ata convention 
here, elected four delegates-at-large to 
the national convention at Chicago. 
Resolutions commending the adminis- 
tration of President Roosevelt were 
adopted and his nomination was recom- 
mended. 


Elkins Declines the Honor 

Washington, April 15.—Several sena- 
tors have discussed with Senator Elkins 
the advisability of making him chair- 
man of the Republican national] com- 
mittee. He emphatically asserted that 
he would not think of taking the place 
under any consideration. 


New Mexicans Want Hearst 

Silver City, N. M., April 15.—By a 
vote of 79 to 77, after a bitter fight, the 
territorial Democratic convention in- 
structed the New Mexico delegates to 
the national convention to vote for 
Hearst for the presidential nomina- 
tion.

According to the new rules issued 
Wednesday, says the Herald, by Gener- 
al Superintendent O. M. Shepard, the 
uniformed employe of the New Haven 
road who wears his cap over his eye or 
sideways on his ear will be reprimanded 
by the division superintendent. The 
cap must be worn straight, ~ and never 
on the back of the head.

Senators Find | Dietrich wes, 
Guilty of Any Wrongdoing 
Washington, April 15.—Senator Die- 

trich of Nebraska bas been declared by 

a special committee o: congress to be 

not guilty of any violation of the 

statutes of the United States or of any 
corrupt or unwortLy conduct relating 
either to the appointment of Jacob 

Fisher as postmaster at Hastings, Neb., 

or the leasing of the building in that 

city to the United States for a post- 
ottice. The committee whirh investi- 
gated the charges egainst Senator Die- 
trich was composed of Senators Hoar, 

Platt (Conn.), Spooner, Cockrell and 

Pettus. Three members of the commit- 

t2e are Republicans and two Dumo 

erats. The report is unanimous. 

The report reviews the testimony at 
length, and the conclusiov is reached 
that the charges can not te sustained. 
‘The co.nmittee, with reference to the 
lease of the building at Hastings, finds 


that it was effected while Dietrich was | 


governor and before he became sena- 
tor; 
that the law governing in such matters 
was not glolated. The report™says the 
committee admitted not only such evi- 
dence against Dietrich “as would have 
been competent in a court of justice, 
but also a great deal of hearsay testi- 
mony. being all which was brought to 
the attention of the committee as a pos- 
sible chie to further information. , 


Tried to Exterminate Crew 


Halifax, April 15.—With a madman | 


securely fastened in the forecastle and 
guarded by four of her crew, the Glou- 
cester, Mass., fishing schooner Agues 
sailed into Halifax harbor to put #shore 
one of their number, Simon Jordan. 
Becoming violently insane on Wednes- 
day night, Jordan seized an axe and 
cleared the deck of every man, all of 
whom took shelter in the cabin. Fol- 
lowing them there, the insane man 
again attacked them, and after a des- 
perate struggle he was overpowered. 
None of the crew was injured. Jordan 
is now in a hospital here. 


Fierce Attack on Cleveland 

Washington, April 15.—In the house 
Mr. Cochran (Mo.) criticized the “‘usurc- 
pation of the legislative power by the 
executive” and said that ex-President 
Cleveland had given the most notable 
instance of such usurpation in forcing 
his financial policies on the people. 
Mr. Cleveland, he declared, was a man 
whose friendship meant destruction, 
whose touch meant paralysis, and 
whose support meant dishonor. He 
declared that Mr. Cleveland had been 
put into exile, never again to be rein- 
stated in the confidence of the people. 


Postal Inquiry Problem 

Washington, April 15.—President 
Roosevelt had an important conference 
with Senators Aldrich, Spooner and 
Penrose. The conference related to the 
proposed investigation by a senate com- 
mittee of the affairs of the postoffice de- 
partment. It may be said that an in- 
quiry into the postal affairs is not so 
likely to be authorized as it was a day 
or two ago. The subject is being con- 
sidered very carefully, and a definite 
decision, one way or the other, may be 
reached very soon. 


Another Case Against Ames 

Minneapolis, April 15.—Albert A. 
Ames, former mayor of Minneapolis, 
has been arrested on an indictment 
charging him with accepting a bribe 
Dec. 15, 1901, from Bessie Lee. The 
indictment is similar to the others upon 
which he was first arraigned, but in 
this instance the same witnesses are 
not depended upon. Ames pleaded not 
guilty and his case was set for trial 
May 2. 


Will Help Lake Commerce 


Buffalo, April 15.—Communication 
by wireless telegraph between Buffalo 
and Cleveland, 180 miles, for com- 
mercial purposes, was formally opened 
by an exchange of greetings between 
Mayor Haffa of this city and Mayor 
Johnson of Cleveland. The system will 
be extended to Detroit and ultimately 
stations will be established at all the 
large forts on the Great Lakes. The 
tests were entirely satisfactory. 


Crum Nomination Goes Over 

Washington, April 15.—The nomina- 
tion of William D. Crum to be collector 
of customs at Charleston was called up 
in executive session of the senate by 
Senator Gallinger, but Senator Tillman, 
who opposes confirmation, explained 
that he was not well enough to make 
a speech and the nomination went over. 


Bill For Killing Moonshiner 

Washington, April 15.—D. T. Larkin, 
a United States deputy marshal of Vir- 
ginia, was allowed $10,000 by the house 
committee on claims toward the ex- 
pense he was put to In defending him- 
self in the courts for having killed a 
moonshiner. 


Historical Document Unearthed 

Richmond, Va., April 15.—The origt- 
nal indictment of Aaron Burr for trea- 
son has been found tn the archives of 
the federal court here. It was long sup- 
posed to have been lost. It is signed 
by John Randolph of Roanoke, foreman 
of the jury. 


Insurance Company Goes Under 
Baltimore, April 15.—The Baltimore 
Equitable Life Insurance company has 
gone into the hands of receivers. The 
only asset of the company is the $10,- 
000 deposited with the insurance com- 
missioner as required by law.

ized to Make a Contract. 

Today is the day upon which it was 
expected that the annual street watering 
would be commenced. As yet, however 
no contract has been made, or can be 
made, for street watering, until the 
City Council passes the order now be- 
fore it. 
> The order was introduced in the City 
Council early in January in order that 
a contract might be made so that there 
should be no delay.

STRERT WATERING. WORK 1S SLOVENL) 


Quality of Congressional Legis 


lation Has Deteriorated 


OLD LAWS ARE EXPLICIT 


Tendency to Insert General Leg- 
islation In Appropriation Bills 
Brings About Confusion In 


Almost Every Department 


Washington, April 15.—“The de- 
cadence of the art of legislation” is the 
term which is applied to the tendency 
in the last few decades of congres- 
sional history by a public officer who 
has recently had occasion to make an 
exhaustive and critical examination of 
the federal statutes. 

The earlier laws, in his opinion, such 
as those regulating navigation, the in- 
ternal revenue laws, and the adminis- 
trative features of the customs laws, 
are, for the most part, models of con- 
struction. They are precise in their 
wording, comprehensive and exact in 
providing for all possible contingencies 
and so clear and perspicacious as to 
leave little difficulty in their construe- 
tion and application. 

These were passed, it is cynically 
suggested, at a time when the surpris- 
ing notion obtained that the business 
of the legislative department of the 
government was to legislate. The last 
30 years have shown a great change 
in the quality of legislation, not in its 
purport, but in its workmanship. The 
statute books have been disfigured by 
slovenly, ambiguous and nugatory pro- 
visions to an extent that surprises 
everyone who comes to study the 
matter. 

The most prolific source of confusion 
is the mischievous and growing prac- 
tice, so often attempted during the past 
weeks, of inserting general legislation 
in appropriation bills. Some curious 
results have been brought about by the 
inhibition in house rule 21: ‘Nor shall 
any provision changing existing law be 
in order in any general appropriation 
bill or in any amendment thereto.” 
While this is on its face an absolute 
prohibition, yet in practice it means 
that any provision can be inserted in 
an appropriation bill so long as no mem- 
ber objects. Thus new legislation can 
be putin by unanimous consent. Since 
each member's pet measure, if offered 
in the form of a rider, must run the 
gauntlet of his 386 colleagues, any one 
of whom could give it a death stroke 
by rising in his seat and uttering 11 
words, he makes it as inconspicuous as 
possible in phraseology. The house is 
very frequently willing to let a bit of. 
legislation go through without objec- 
tion when it does not show on its face 
that it is a change in the existing law, 
but a clause would not stand a mo- 
ment’s chance if it said in so many 
words: “Section 41,144 of the revised 
statutes is hereby amended to read as 
follows:” 

Thus comes about an evasion. The 
provision desired is drawn as ff {t had 
no relation to any previous act, an@ so 
passed. There are then two provisions 
more or less conflicting on the same 
subject matter, and the officers charged 
with their execution are left to guess 
how far the later supersedes the earlier. 
The confusion is carried into almost 
every department of the government. 

As to a remedy for the evil, the critic 
already quoted is of the opinion that 
congress, in order to consider ade- 
quately all measures of needed legisla- 
tion and mature them with respect to 
their phraseology, should remain in 
session for at least nine months in every 
year. He further believes that the 
state of affairs which his re8earches 
disclose furnishes one of the best pos- 
sible arguments against congressional 
interference in executive matters. 
Without painting such a moralas might 
be drawn from the postal scandals, it 
is safe to say that if legislators con- 
fined their duties to legislating their 
work would be better done. 

While the number of slovenly enact- 
ments actually in the statutes is start- 
ling enough, those which are headed 
off in the house and senate committees 
are almost past counting. The individ- 
ual members, who introduce the greater 
part of their bills at someone's request 
and with but little scrutiny, do not feel 
the responsibility of looking up the 
antecedents of each such piece of legis- 
lation. Anyone who has examined the 
mass of reported bills at a session 
must have noticed the great number of 
instances in which a committee lias re- 
cast a bill entirely without changing in 
any way its purport. 

Often enough, the committee or its 
clerk has to perform the functions of a 
teacher in rhetoric, cutting out slip- 
shod English and ambiguities, The 
clerks of important committees in the 
house and senate are veterans, some of 
them haying served under half a dozen 
different chairmen of both political 
parties and these men are experts in the 
technique of legislation. But the clerk 
of a less important committee comes to 
that position merely as the private sec- 
retary of the chairman, has divided du- 
ties, is less experienced, and takes less 
pride in his work.

| Dr. Manuel Amador, the first presi- 
, dent of the new republic, is seventy, 
| years old, a physician by profession 
| and a native of Cartagena, Colombia.) 
He was one of the leaders in the revo- 
| tionary movement which led to the in- 
, dependence of Panama last November, 
| and in fact to him more than to any of 

his associates was due the success of 
| the undertaking. The story of his 
part in the revolution is as follows: 
When on Oct. 31 of last year the 
, Colombian congress adjourned without 
ratifying the treaty with the United 
States affairs had already progressed 
rapidly on the isthmus.

They 
possess the highest angled guns in the 
fleet, capable of throwing shells to the 
elevated Russian land which 
are beyond attainment by the average 
naval weapon.

POLICE VS SAILORS 


Riot at Pensacola Results in 
Killing of an Artilleryman 
Pensacola, Fla., April 18—No more 

rioting here by bluejackets has oc- 

curred since Saturday night, when one 
artilleryman from Fort Barancan was 
killed and four or five biuejackets| 
wounded, but it was due solely to the 
presence of three detachments of ma- 
rines heavily armed that trouble of the 
most serious nature was averted. The 
bluejackets made efforts to purchase 
arms and ammunition during the night.

In its inquiry into the killing of Pri-

Why 
play with the appetites and fancies of 
men by holding out a large, juicy pic- 
ture of eight quarts of white bur- 
gundy, two quarts of brandy—but, by 
the way, what’s the use of putting all 
that mineral water in it? Eight quarts! 
Gee! That's enough to drown a man.”

Novelists and Poisons. 


We read very frequently how the! 


hero or heroine had a chloroform s#ak- 


ed handkerchief pressed over the nose 


and became at once insensfble. Chloro- 
form does not act in that way. It 
causes excitement before anything ap- 
proaching to loss of sensibility, and 
when insensibility has been reached 
the patient begins to kick and throw 
his arms about. 

We ate also told how he or she swal- 
s$wed the drugged wine, gave a gasp 
and fell back senseless. The only 
senseless person in the business is the 
novelist. An absolutely poisonous dose 
of laudanum would not cause loss of 
consciousness until several minutes 
had elapsed after its being taken. 

But the prize must be awarded to the 
writer who says that “the victim rais- 
ed the glass containing strychnine, 
drank its contents and fell down dead.” 
The victim would probably lie down 
sooner or later. Then he would writhe 
and twist, groan and cry aloud, for the 
strychnine would seem to be tying his 
inside and his muscles into knots. 
Death by strychnine poisoning is ag- 
onizing. 


To the Grave In Spectacles. 

At a recent funeral it was noticed 
that the face of the dead was adorned 
with glasses. Naturally the queer dec- 
oration occasioned surprise. Even the 
undertaker seemed hardly to know 


; what to make of it. 


“However,” he said, “this is not the 
first time I have buried a man with 
glasses on. But the instances have 


| been so few that I haven't got used to 


the idea. Certainly I never add that 
finishing touch of my own accord.

Compass Plants. 

Several different countries—America, 
Asia Minor, Tartary, Madagascar and 
Australia—have shrubs and flowers 
which are, locally at least, known as 
“compass plants.” The compass plant 
of the United States is the common 
rosin weed of our western prairies, 
which has the long leaves near the 
ground set in a vertical position in 
such a way as to always present the 
edges to the north and south. This pe- 
culiar propensity of the rosin weed is 
attributed to the fact that both the up- 
per and lower surfaces of the leaves 
demand an equal shere of light, some- 
thing which can be sald of but few 
known plants, the upper surfaces usu- 
ally being much more sensitive to both 
light and heat than the lower. This de- 
mand for a share of Old Sol’s attention 
causes the leaves to stand in the man- 
ner mentioned above. 


Animals That Lay Eges. 

There are two animals in Australia 
that lay eggs after the manner of birds 
and reptiles. They are those quaint 
creatures the ornithorhynchus, or 
duck billed platypus, and the echidna, 
or porcupine ant eater. The former 
lays its eggs in burrows, which it 
scratches out on the banks of rivers. 
The latter carries them until hatched 
in a pouch somewhat like the kanga- 
roo's. 

In many respects these animals have 
an anatomical affinity to reptiles, but 
their mouths are toothless and beak- 
like, resembling those of birds, while 
the feet of the platypus are webbed. 
The platypus is a semiaquatic animal, 
and the porcupine ant eater is much 
like the ground hog in appearance.

London, April 18.—Reports are again 
in circulation here of Russia’s need to 


raise money. When the war broke out 


the gold held abroad by the Bank of 
Russia amounted to $87,500,000. of 
this amount $50,000,000 has been ex- 
pended, and therefore, according to 


these reports, it would soon be neces- 
sary to have recourse to the gold held 
in the treasury. 

According to a telegram from Brus- 
&els the outcome of the waysand means 
conference at St. Petersburg will be the 
issue of $200,000,000 in 5 percent treas- 
ury bonds in Paris, Brussels and Am- 
sterdam. 

Vice Admira] Togo’s report is ac- 
cepted here as fully explaining the 
mystery of the destruction of the bat- 
tleship Petropavleysk, and the news- 
papers pay warm tributes to the daring 
and skil] displayed by the Japanese, 
contrasting these with the apparent 
lack of foresight and vigilance on the 
part of the Russians. 

War correspondents arriving at Ping 
Yang report that the roads are in ter- 
rible condition, but that the Japanese 
troops in marching display splendid 
endurance.

VICE-ADMIKAL ALEXEIEFPF. 


The relief of Viceroy Alexieff would 
not surprise intelligent observers of the 
far eastern situation, who are familiar 
with the gradual change in the ezar’s 
attitude toward the viceroy and M. 
Bezobrazoff, who represented the 
militant, or advanced element, which 
was anxious that Russia should remain 
It was to these two 
men that the Anglo-Japanese entente 
first lost its terrors. They believed that 
Great Britain would not go to war and 
that Japan could not do so. To the in- 
dignation of Japan they succeeded in 
turning the policy of the empire from 
carrying out the treaty for the entire 
evacuation of Manchuria, pending fur- 
ther demands on China. 

On Aug. 12, last, after Japan had 
submitted an inquiry as to whether 
Russia was disposed to reopen the nego- 
tlations respecting Manchuria and 
Korea, a viceroyalty in the far east, a 
special secretary of state and an ad- 
visory committee were created, Alexieff 
appointed viceroy and Bezobra- 
zoff secretary of state. Seventeen days 
after these appointments were made 
M. Witte, who has been opposed to the 
policy of Alexieff and Bezobrazoff, was 
relieved of his portfollo as minister of 
finance 

It was through his new official ad- 
visors that the ezar conducted negotia- 
tions with Japan, and it is claimed that 
they misjudged the temper and purpose 
of the Japanese and left the czar 
ins ignorance of the preparations for 
war which Japan was making and the 
spirit of that empire. The 
enemies of Alexieff have persistently 
asserted that as the nTan on the spot he 
should have kept the ezar informed 
concerning these vital points. 

On the eve of the war Alexief¥ ap- 
parently still had the confidence of the 
ezar, but the lack of preparedness of 
the Port Arthur fleet, as shown in the 
cases of the battleships Retvizan and 
Czarevitch, called the attention of the 
ezar to the slackness of the nayal ad- 
ministration in the far east. 

The anti-Alexieff party in St. Peters- 
burg held that Vice Admiral Stark, who 
was the viceroy’s representative, 
responsible under him for the first re- 
at Port Arthur. Viceroy Alexieff 
recommended the appointment of either 
Vice Admiral Doubassoff or Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff to command the fleet, in 
succession to Stark, The czar se- 
lected Makaroff and at the same time 
issued a special ukase making him abso- 
lutely independent. 

This was the first blow publicly given 
to Alexieff. The second was the ap- 
pointment of General Kuropatkin as 
commander-in-chief of the army in 
Manchuria. Kuropatkin sided with 
Count Lamsdorff, the foreign minister, 
and M. Witte against the policy of 
Manchurian annexation, and stated to 
the Chinése minister to Russia that the 
whole trouble originated with Alexieff. 
That there might be no doubt of Kuro- 
patkin’s exact jurisdiction, the emperor 
issued another ukase defining it and 
gave the former minister of war com- 
plete control of military operations in 
the far east. 

Officials in St. Petersburg say it 
must have been evident to Alexieff that

At 
first the viceroy received the official 
dispatches from Makaroff and Kuro- 
patkin, but even this last shred of his 
dignity was removed when the two 
commanders communicated directly 
with the emperor, 

When the Petropavlovsk was sunk 
Alexieff started from Mukden for Port 
Arthur, telegraphing to the czar on his 
arrival there that he had hoisted his 
flag on the battleship Sebastopol and 
would direct the operations of the fleet 
until a new commander was sent out. 
It is said that no answer to this was 
sent by the ¢-@t. Without consulting 
Alexieff’s wishes and without consider- 
whom he had originally 
recommended, the ezar telegraphed 
Skrydloff to proceed to Port Arthur yla 
St. Petersburg and assume command of 
the-fleet. It is sald that not even this 
fact was officially communicated to 
Alexieff, and he was allowed to learn 
of it through the press dispatches. 
Alexieff considered the matter for three 
days, at the end of which he reached a 
sion to apply for leave. 

The cause of the enmity 
Alexieff and Skrydloff is not yet 
learned. It is believed to be deeper 
than a mere difference of opinion as to 
the policy to be pursued in the far 
east. 

Skrydloff has not hesitated in talking 
to his friends to charge Alexieff with 
responsibility for the disasters to the 
Pacifie squadron by his division of the 
fleet, which segregated four armored 
cruisers at Vladivostok and stationed 
the Variag and Koretz at Chemulpo. 

It is said that Skrydloff, in his inter- 
view, let the czar understand that he 
does not care to assume command of 
the fleet until Alexieff has withdrawn 
Therefore the two men will not meet 
at Port Arthur. 

Viceroy Alexieff is expected to come 
directly to St. Petersburg By his with- 
drawal from the far east he Will not 
only lose the dignified position of direct 
representative of the emperor, but the 
salary of $56,000 and an allowance of 
$25,000 per annum. 

When Alexieff severs his connection 
with the far eastern question none of 
the men responsible for the policy pur- 
sued before the war will be in power, 
Bezobrazoff having already lost the con- 
fidence of the ezar and the advisory 
committee’s duties at present being 
purely perfunctory.

observed working: None of the numer- 
ous reports of Japanese landings is yet 
verified. 

Authentic advices from Seoul 
clare that the Japanese are in com- 
plete control of IXorea and that the 
Russian scouting parties have retired 
across the Yalu before the Japanese, 
who occupied Wiju practically without 
resistance. The Japanese army is 
divided into two forces, one for expe- 
ditionary purposes, and the other for 
occupation. The former, numbering 
45,000, is advancing to the Yalu, and the 
latter, consisting of 15,000 reservists, 
is making far-sighted communication 
arrangements with the headquarters at 
Seoul, where there fs a garrison of 4000. 
The headquarters of the transport ser- 
vice is at Chemulpo. 

Railroad building and road grading 
are progressing rapidly. The fortifica- 
tion of Kojedo island, at the mouth of 
Masampo harbor, which protects the 
southern terminus of overland com- 
munication, guards the passage to 
Viadivostok and Port Arthur through 
Broughton strait. Forty transports off 
Haiju are supposed to have landed part 
of their forces at Takushan and it is 
the evident intention to disembark a 
second army at Yongampo preparatory 
to forcing the Yalu.

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MARX IS CAPTURED 


Aged Farmer, 


Alleged Mur- 
derer, Found In New York 


HAD SHAVED OFF BEARD 


Denies That He Killed Pavall, 


His Farm Hand, Although He 
Took Flight When Mutilated 
Body Was Found In His Home 


New York, Apri! 20.—John Marx, the 
i0-year-old farmer of Colchester, Conn., 
who is charged with the murder of his 
farm hand, John Pavoll, on April 8, 
was arrested here last night. He has 
been missing from Colchester since 
April 9, when Payoll’s body, with the 
arins and legs backed off, was found 
partly buried in the cellar of Marx’s 
furmhouse. Michael Levine, a store- 
keeper of Colchester, who has known 
the prisoner for several years and who 
came here Monday with T. F. Egan,a 
Connecticut state detective, identified 
him. 

Marx denied absolutely that he had 
killed Pavoll and declared that he had 
been visiting relatives here for the past 
three days. He disappeared from his 
home the day after Pavoll was killed 
and escaped from the neighborhood, al- 
though Sheriff Jackson and a posSé of 
100 citizens were searching for him. 

State Detective Egan received infor- 
mation a few days ago to the effect that 
Marx was in New York and came here 
Monday, bringing Levine with him to 
ald in the identification of his man. 
Last night, with two headquarters de- 
tectives, they stationed themselves in 
front of a house in Broome street, to 
which they had learned that Marx 
might come, and very soon the alleged 
murderer appeared. 

Although he had shaved off his long 
beard, Levine recognized him and 
pointed him out to the local detectives, 
who made the arrest. Though he stout- 
ly denied all knowledge of the crime 
imputed to him, the prisoner took his ar- 
rest calmly. 


Colchester Became Excited 

Colchester, Conn., April 20.—The 
news of the arrest of John Marx in 
New York was received here in a tele- 
phone message and spread rapidly 
through the town. Citizens gathered 
about the stores in the main street and 
waited until a late hour in the hope of 
getting more details from New York, 
but were disappointed. Sheriff Jack- 
son has le ft for New York. 


Key stone Democ rats U npledged 

Harrisburg, April 20.—The Demo- 
cratic state convention refused to in- 
struct the national delegates from 
Pennsylvania to vote for the nomina- 
tion of Alton B. Parker for president. 
The delegates will go to St. Louis unin- 
structed and will be bound by the unit 
rule. Justice Thompson was _ nomi- 
nated for supreme court justice to suc- 
ceed himhelf for the full term of 21 
years. His present commission expires 
next January.

Oshkosh, Wis., April 20.—Charles W. 
McKown, actor, theatrical promoter 
and Methodist minister, was sentenced 
to one year at Waupun for embezzle- 
ment.

He had played with Booth, Keene and 
Barrett, and also served in the Civil 
war. 


Proposed Monument to Gridleys 

Washington, April 20.—Representa- 
tive Bates (Pa.) has introduced a bill 
appropriating $15,000 for the erection 
of a joint monument at Erle, Pa., to the 
memory of the late Captain Gridley, 
who commanded the Olympia at the 
battle of Manila bay, and hig son, the 
late Lieutenant Gridley, who was one 
of the victims of the Missouri explosion. 
Father and son are buried side by side. 


Protests From Fishermen 

St. Johns, April 20.—The residents of 
the French shore are taking alarm over 
the disputed clause of the new Anglo- 
French colonial treaty, under which 
British and French fishermen would 
be compelled to terminate their opera- 
tions by Oct. 20 each year, and are 
telegraphing protests against it to the 
colonial government.

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‘A CLASH EXPECTED 


Serious State of Affairs In Penn- 


sylvania Mining Town 


STRIKERS OPENLY ARMED} 


Burning to Death of Two Women 
and Four Children Attributed 
to Foreigners Who Wanted the 
Places of Men Who Are Out 


Somerset, Pa., April 20.—An outbreak 
even more disastrous than the riot at 
Boswell, in last January, has been 
hourly expected at the town of Garrett, 
where trouble has been brewing ever 
since the inauguration of the miners’ 
strike five months ago. 

A number of the striking miners at 


Garrett own homes there, but recently 
the Garrett Coal company erected a 
number of houses, and the bringing in 
of new men to occupy these houses and 
take the places of the strikers in the 
mines has worked tbe latter up to a 
high pitch of excitement and _ resent- 
ment. The strikers have been parad- 
ing the streets openly armed, and they 
have prevented the moving of the 
household goods of incoming miners 
from the railroad station to the new 
company houses. 

A horror that may or may not be con- 
nected with the strike situation was the 
burning to death of two women and 
four children in their homes at Garrett. 
The victims were Mrs. Roanna Meyers, 
her two daughters, Lucinda and Annie, 
aged 30, and 8 years respectively; her 
son, Richard, aged 5, and two young 
children of Lucinda. The house was a 
1%4-story log building and the women 
and children were sleeping in the up- 
per story. Mr. Meyers and Jonas Sul- 
livan, a boarder, who were asleep on the 
first floor, had barely time to save their 
lives by rushing from the building. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
rumor connects it with the troubles 
growing out of tbe miners’ strike. 
Meyers was a miner, and until recently 
worked for the Somerset Coal company. 
Lately he has not been working and it 
{is sald he has been supported by the 
Miners’ union. ‘Ihe strikers lay the 
origin of the fire to a number of Ital- 
fans who are werking for the Garrett 
Coal company. 

Strikers armed with Winchester 
rifles paraded the streets yesterday. 
They say this demonstration is to pre- 
vent the Italians from leaving the com- 
munity before the coroner's inquiry has 
been completed. Coroner Louther em- 
panelled a jury, but postponed his in- 
vestigation indefinitely, thinking that 
the public mind is not in a proper con- 
dition for an impartial inquiry at this 
time. 

When Sheriff Coleman reached Gar- 
rett last evening with his deputies he 
found the people gathered in large num- 
bers about the station. The sheriff's 
first act was to arrest two Italians who 
were charged with setting fire to the 
Meyer house. The only evidence 
against them was a statement made by 
Meyers that they called at his house 
several days ago to buy some butter 
and that when told that he would not 
sell butter to scabs they left, swearing 
vengeance. 

This idea that the Italians commit- 
ted this crime has taken hold of the 
people of Garrett pretty generally and 
the feeling against them is running 
high, but there are those who look upon 
the charge against the Italians as a 
move On the part of the strikers to get 
rid of the foreigners who have taken 
their places In the mines. The sheriff 
placed the Italians in the borough Jock- 
up, about which he kept a strong guard. 
During the night many shots were fired, 
but no fatalities resulted. 

Three months ago the Garrett Coal 
company secured an injunction re- 
straining the strikers and all other per- 
sons from interfering with the com- 
pany employes. This injunction is still 
in force and the present condition of af- 
fairs is in open violation of it. It was 
to enforce the requirements of this in- 
junction that Sheriff Coleman went to 
Garrett. 


Platforn Doesn’t Suit Bryan 

Lincoln, Neb., April 20.—W. J. Bryan 
last night gave to the press the follow- 
ing statement concerning the action of 
the New York Democratic state con- 
vention: “I do not think the instruc- 
tions will give Judge Parker any addi- 
tional strength, but the platform 
adopted by the convention ought to pre- 
vent his nomination, unless the Demo- 
crats, when they assemble at St. Louls, 
decide to attempt a confidence game on 
the public.” 


A Three-Pound Negrito 

St. Louls, April 20.—To Chief Fayas 
and his wife, members of the Negrito 
tribe, which will form part of the 
Philippine exhibit at the World’s fair, 
a three-pound girl has been born. The 
mother and father are not more than 
four feet tall and the baby is considered 
large for a Negrito.

Insect Temperatures.

When the air is very moist the 
insect’s temperature may rise more 
rapidly than that of the air. When 
the insect begins to move, its tempera- 
ture rises and continues to rise until 
the motion ceases.

WHY COLORS FADE. 


Action of Light and Air Is What 
Causes the Change. 

The fastness of color depends on the 
stability of the coloring matter as well 
as on that of the combination between 
the material and the color. Nearly all 
organic colors are bleached by the con- 
tinued action of light and air. Light 
alone can cause changes and favors 
the formation of small quantities of 
ozone and hydrogen peroxide, especial- 
ly in the presence of water, which is 
always to be found in all ordinary ma- 
terials. 

These two

substances are powerful 
oxidizing agents, readily giving up a 
portion of the oxygen contained in 
them, and this combines with or oxi- 
dizes the coloring matter, forming 4 
body closely allied to it, but which is 
less intensely colored, and in some 
eases, if the action is carried far 
enough, the color Is entirely destroyed. 

The chemical effects of the different 
colored rays vary greatly. Red, yel- 
low and green are practically inert as 
bleaching agents, while blue, violet and 
ultra violet rays have a most powerful 
chemical action, This fact explains why 
materials which are usually worn at 
night, and hence are exposed only to gas 
or candle light, do not fade rapidly, these 
illuminants not having a_ preponder- 
ance of the blue and v.Qet rays, while 
sunlight, which contains a large propor- 
tion of these chemically active rays, 
quickly affects colored fabrics.

This morning I wished to take the 
car, supposed to Jeave East Milton at 
8.25, which one would think might 
bring him to Quincy in ample time to 
do one errand right in the ceotre,"and 
get the 9.1 train for Boston. This 
car was at Cross street, West Quincy, 
on its way to East Milton, at 8.25. It 
arrived back at Cross street at 8.50, 
consuming twenty-five minutes in mak- 
ing a trip which some years ago, 
Bader the old management, was always 
made in ten minutes. The car arrived 
at the Quincy post-office, at 9.08. 

If this were an isolated case it would 
be unreasonable to complain, but I 
have been on this car at least a dozen 
times in the last three months and the 
nearest it has come to its schedule 
time is ten minutes late. I do 
not know that this particular car is 
any worse than all other carsSrun dur- 
ing the day, but it is certainly bad 
enough, and it is very hard for an out- 
sider to understand why such a lack of 
system should exist.

YOUGHIOGHENY. 


The Proper Way of Pronouncing This

WILD DOGS OF ASIA. 


Fierce Animals That Pursue and Kill | 
Bears and Tigers. | 


The quality of courage possessed by 


hunting dogs of Asia appears in. a 
marked difference of habit from that! 


noticeable in all other carnivorous! 
beasts. As a rule, each ferocious ani- 
mal has its natural and favorite prey, 
which may vary in different localities, 
but is in each case the easiest and 
most protitable victim. ‘Tigers, for in- 
stance, are cattle slayers or deer kill- 
ers just as cattle or deer happen to 
be most abundant in their district. 
Leopards prey on goats, sheep and, 
when they can get them, on tame dogs; 
wolves on sheep and cattle, stoats or 
rabbits and hares, and weasels on rats 
and mice. But, though the jungles 


which they visit abound in defenseless | 


animals, the wild dog does not limit his 
attacks to these. The packs deliberate- 
ly pursue and destroy both the black 
and Himalayan bears and the tigers, 
affording perhaps the only instance in 
which one carnivorous species deliber- 
ately sets itself to hunt down and de- 
stroy another. From their rarity, the 
uninhabited nature of the jungles which 
they haunt and their habit of hunting 
at-night—which a probable suggestion 
makes the basis of the early legends 
of the demon hunter and “hellequin” at 
a time when the “red dogs” still re- 
mained in Europe—observations of

Russia Loses a Steam Launch 
and Twenty-One Men 


has received the following telegram 


April 22: “I respectfully 
your majesty that today, 
placing of mines by some steam 
were killed through a mine exploding 
prematurely under the stern of one of 
the launches.”

The Way Gre Women Gets Tarough 
Lots of Housework With Ease. 


A woman who awakens the wonder

ROCK FORMATION. 


In One Sense Stones Do Grow, 
In Another They Do Not. 
Rocks do not grow in the sense that 
plants do. They may increase in size 
by means of accretion, and ther may 
also undergo other changes. Old sea 
beds, lifted up and exposed for ages, be- 
come stratified beds of sandstone oP 
limestone; voleanic ashes and lava 
strewn over hills and plains become 
tufa, hard enough for building stone, 
and the pebbly shores of rivers and 
smaller streams may sometimes 
change into congiomerates. The simple 
mineral, however, does grow, especial- 
ly when it takes upon itself the form 
of a crystal. A sparkling prism of 
quartz increases from an atom to 
mouster crystals of varying length and 
size by what geologists know as a 
“process of addition and assimilation.” 
This process is wonderfully slow, but 
With a mathematical exactness that is 
a surprise to persons even “well up” 
in the science of geology. In one sense 
stones grow; in another they do not. 
The crystal may become longer and 
larger, but the bowlder on the roadside

Sesides the $40,000,000 purchase 
price, the Panama Cana! company has 
asked consideration for the money 
spent on the canal since the original 
price was fixed by the isthmian canal 
commission. It is estimated that the 
value of the work of excayation al-

000. After the price was fixed the work 
of excavation was continued, about 
1000 men being employed, and the com- 
pany estimates an additional $1,000,000 
was thus expended.

Indian Agent Bounced

ville reservation in Washington state.

falsification of Anderson’s vouchers, a 
padding of the rolls of the Colville 
agency, submission of expense ac- 
counts for services never rendered, 
and other gross infractions of iae law. 


President Visiting King 

Rome, April 25.—President Loubet, 
accompanied by a distinguished party 
of French officials, arrived in Rome to 
repay the visit of King Victér Em- 
manuel to Paris in October last. They 
were met at the station by the king, 
who went in state, accompanied by 
court dignitaries and all the high offi- 
cers of state. The president dined at 
the Quirinal last evening. 


Weather In a Tangle 

Kansas City, April 25.—Unusually 
heavy rain and wind storms, causing 
more or less damage, prevailed in west- 
ern Missouri and eastern and central 
Kansas, with a blizzard in western 
Kansas. Many streams are over their 
banks and telephone and telegraph 
poles have blown down. ‘Trains are 
late on account of washouts. 


Mayor Under Indictment 

Pueblo, Col., April 25.—Mayor Brown 
was indicted by the grand jury on four 
counts, three charging false pretenses 
and one alleging forgery. All the 
charges grew out of payrolls in the city 
departments. Alderman Flynn was ar- 
rested on 25 indictments, charging false 
pretenses in the same connection. 


Champion Pugilist Weds 
Oakland, Cal., April 25.—James J. 
Jeffries, the pugilist, was married here 
to Miss I'reda Meyer of New York city. 
The bridal couple will go to Harbin 
Springs, where the champion will train 

for his coming fight with Munroe. 


Polish Conspirators Executed 
Warsaw, April 25.—It is reported 
that 18 conspirators have been hanged 
after their trial in connection with a 
Polish revolutionary plot. 


An Italian Stabbing Affray 

Lawrence, Mass., April 25.—Mary 
Tuso, a 16-year-old Italian, is in a se- 
rious condition as the result of a stab 
wound, inflicted, it is alleged, by her 
brother-in-law, Joseph O’Rosso, duringa 
general fight at the Tuso home. The 
alleged assailant and his two brothers, 
Frank and John, made their escape 
after the stabbing. The trouble, it is 
said, followed a domestic quarrel. 


Fine Maple Sugar Season 

Chester, Vt., April 25.—Although 
maple sugar making continues in some 
of the mountain towns, the season is 
practically ended, and is pronounced as 
the best since 1896. The average yleld 
throughout the state has been about 
two pounds of sugar toa tree. The best 
sugar has sold in the local markets for 
13 cents a pound, and maple syrup at 
$1 a gallon. 


Newport Plumbers Strike 
Newport, R. IL, April 25.—The 
plumbers of this city, whose demand 
for an increase in wages from $3 to $3.50 
for an eight-hour day was recently re- 
fused by the master plumbers, have 
gone on Strike.

It was given out this noon that there 
would bea conference this afternoon 
between the representatives of the 
different labor unious at the Fore River 
yards, All the representatives were on 
hand at 2 o'clock waiting for the 
arrival of President McNeil. 

As soon as he arrives the conference 
will be held and important devyelop- 
ments may be expected asa result of 
this conference. Just what train Presi- 
dent McNeil will arrive on is not 
known, but it was said that he would 
surely be here this afternoon. 

President O'Neil of

WORK OF GONGRESS' 


What Has Been Accomplished| 


by Session About to Close 


HAD AN EYE TO ECONOMY 


Cuban Reciprocity and Panama 
Canal Were the Principal Mat- 
ters Acted Upon, but Other 
Important Work Was Done 


Washington, April 25.—The im- 
portant legislative accomplishments ot 
the first and second sessions of the 
Fifty-eight congress were confined to 
two subjects—Cuba and Panama. The 
reciprocity treaty between the new isl- 


and republic and the United States, 
initiated by President McKinley, was 
made operative by a legislative enact- 
ment. ‘The ratification of a treaty by 
the senate and the subsequent iuitia- 
tion of legislation for the government 
of the canal zone commit the United 
States to the construction of the Pana- 
ma canal. 

The special session, now denominated 
the first session, was called for the ex- 
press purpose of carrying out the pledge 
of the nation to Cuba. The Panama de- 
velopment was one which arose sud- 
denly and received decisive and imme- 
diate action at the hands of President 
Roosevelt and the senate. 

The conservatism incident to the ap- 
proaching presidential campaign, as 
usual, was manifested by those re- 

sponsible for the acts of the national 

legislative body. The annual supply 
bills were made up with an eye to 
economy. Incidentally they were 
passed with greater aispatch than has 
heretofore been the case at a long ses- 
sion. 

The senate ratified the treaty nego- 
tiated with Cuba to carry out the terms 
of the Platt amendment. It also rati- 
fied the Chinese commercial treaty, 
which provides for two open ports in 
Manchuria. 

Chairman Hemenway of the house 
comuittee on appropriations, in a state- 
ment compiled under his direction, gives 
the total of all supply bills (subject to 
slight changes in pending bills) as $597,- 
802,324, to which must be added $84,- 
971,820 for interest on the public debt. 
The estimated revenues are $7(4,472,- 
060. By these figures the expenses are 
$22,000,000 less than the revenues. 

The estimates of the various govern- 
ment departments on which the appro- 
priation bills were based exceeded the 
total estimated revenues by $42,845,862. 
No river and harbor bill, making pro- 
vision for new projects of improve- 
ment in the rivers and harbors of the 
country, was undertaken. Likewise, 
no omnibus measure carrying provision 
for new public buildings was allowed to 
pass. 

While a total of over 1400 bills be- 
came laws during the two sessions, less 
than 150 of them were “public” bills 
and of this latter number one-half 
simply authorized the bridging of riv- 
ers, the damming of streams, the regu- 
lation of federal courts and the or- 
dinances of the District of Columbia. 

By the terms of a joint resolution, 
the president is authorized to nego- 
tiate a convention with Great Britain, 
to which the assent of Japan and Rus- 
sia are to be obtained if possible, to pro- 
tect the fur seals of the north Pacific 
ocean and Bering sea. 

Provision was made for the extension 
of the coastwise shipping laws of the 
United States to the Philippine islands 
after July 1, 1906. 

The citizens of Newfoundland enter- 
ing the United States were made ex- 
empt from the §2 head tax prescribed 
against aliens by the immigration laws. 

Hawaii was granted the right to have 
a superintendent of public instruction 
and to have statistics compiled by the 
United States commissioner of labor re- 
garding commercial, industrial, social, 
educational and sanitary conditions, be- 
ginning next year, and every five years 
thereafter. 

It was made a crime to “crimp” sea- 
men of the United States by soliciting 
them as lodgers or cuarging a fee for 
shipping them. 

The only general pension legislation 
which became a law makes the pension 
of those who totally lost their sight in 
the military or naval service $100 a 
month. A general order making age an 
evidence of physical disability to per- 
form manual labor was issued by the 
secretary of the interior and recog- 
nized by congress in a deficiency ap- 
propriation of $1,500,000 to make it ef- 
fective. 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
company received a loan of $4,600,000 
from the government, of which $100,- 
000 is to pay the expenses of the board 
of lady managers. 

The only direct dealings which con- 
gress had with the “postal standals” 
was the investigation by the house of 
the connection of its members with 
clerk hire increases in third and fourth 
class postoffices and representations re- 
garding leases. This investigation 
cleared every member from any im- 
proper conduct in the matter. 

The house, by independent action, di- 
rected an investigation of the alleged 
“beef trust” by the department of com- 
merce and labor. The attorney general 
was given the benefit of the unexpended 
appropriation made by the last con- 
gress for the prosecution of the trusts, 
an amount aggregating $475,000. 

The extension of the east front of 
the Capitol building was provided for 
in the sundry civil appropriation bill 
and provision was made for an Office 
building for senators, to eorresnond 


with the proposed office building for 
members of the house of representa- 
tives. These buildings are to cost in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000 each. 

Impeachment proceedings were be- 
gun in the house against Federal Judge 
Swayne of Florida, but after a majority 
report from the committee favoring im- 
peachment, the matter was sent back 
to committee and made a special order 
for the next session. 

The creation of two additional states 
jn the union was provided for in a bill 
which passed the house, but not the 
senate. Oklahoma and the Indian Ter- 
ritory were united as Oklahoma; Ari- 
zona and New Mexico as Arizona. 

Legislation directly affecting the la- 
bor interests of the country received 
consideration in the committees of the 
two houses, but final action was not 
taken. 

In the senate, the confirmation of 
General Leonard Wood as a major gen- 
eral was accomplished after much in- 
quiry and objection. 

The right of Senator Smoot of Utah to 
his seat in the senate resulted in an in- 
vestigation, still in progress, involving 


»the Mormon religion and practices. 


In the house there has been remark- 
able progress made in the dispatch of 
business. At no time in the two ses- 
sions has there been factious delays 
caused by a desire to filibuster on the 
part of the minority, but there has been 
considerable debate and many cam- 
paign speeches have been delivered. 

In the house there were 15,308 bills, 
349 resolutions, 152 joint resolutions 
and 61 concurrent resolutions intro- 
duced. Of these 2253 passed the house, 
In the senate there were 5645 bills in- 
troduced. 


Congress Near Adjournment 

Washington, April 25.—Long day and 
night sessions are the program in the 
house this week, as the leaders plan to 
end the session Thursday. The time of 
the senate will be devoted wholly to 
clearing the calendar preparatory to ad- 
journment, which most senators say 
will occur during the present week. 


Nine-Story Fall to Death 

Chicago, April 25.—Dr. Henry Lee, a 
leading surgeon of Chicago, plunged 
nine stones to death in the clubhouse 
of the Chicago Athletic association, 
where he lived. The open shaft sur- 
rounding the winding stairway was the 
space through which he shot and a mo- 
ment after he had been chatting witha 
friend on the ninth floor his lifeless body 
was found lying on the marble floor of 
the street level, more than 125 feet be- 
low. The fall was accidental. 


Needless Destruction by Fire 

Washington, April 25—The depart- 
ment of agriculture, in a report on for- 
est fires in the Adirondacks, says that 
the fire warden service there is insuf- 
ficient. It is stated that the direct loss 
by the fires that raged in the Adiron- 
dacks between April 20 and June 8 of 
last year was $3,500,000, aside from the 
no less serious, but indirect loss, due to 
the destruction n of young grow th. 


Two Vessels on Shoals 

Chatham, Mass., April 235.—Fishing 
schooners Mary P. Mosquita of Glou- 
cester and the Buena of Boston went 
ashore on the east end of Handker- 
chief shoal, due to the mistaking of the 
color of a buoy. The vessels lie in an 
exposed position and if the wind 
strengthens will be in great danger of 
going to pieces. There are about 18 
men On each vessel. 


Taunts Drove Her to Suicide 

Washington, April 25.—Taunted with 
being the daughter of a murderer, Miss 
Rachel Machett, 20 years old, threw 
herself under the wheels of a train at 
a crossing here and was hotribly in- 
jured before a horror-stricken crowd. 
She died in a short time. The girl's 
father had shot and killed an Italian, 
and is now in an insane asy lum.

NO INTERVENTION 


Russia Will Fight It Out With 
Japan to the Bitter End. 


AN OFFER OF MEDIATION 


Czar’s Uncle and Grandfather 
Endeavored to Prevent Fur- 
ther Bloodshed, but Were In- 
vited to Keep Hands Off 


St. Petersburg, April 26.—It is an- 
nounced authoritatively that the talk of 
mediation in the Russo-Japanese war 
was founded upon the personal desires 
of King Edward and King Christian of 
Denmark to avoid further bloodshed 
and end the conflict, but that the steps 
initiated have utterly failed. The czar, 
with the full concurrence of the im- 
perial family and his advisers, has 
finally decided not only to reject all pro- 
posals looking to intervention, but to 
prosecute the war with all the resources 
of the empire until victory crowns the 
Russian arms, and then, when the time 
comes for peace, to make terms direct- 
ly with the enemy. The interference of 
outside powers will not be tolerated. 

Furthermore, Russia will in no wise 
consider herself bound by the proposi- 
tions made to Japan prior to the war. 
The hostilities have wiped out the en- 
gagements Russia offered to make with 
Japan regarding Korea and Man- 
cburia. Russia will consider herself 
free to impose such terms as she de- 
sires and is able. 

Exactly what form of mediation was 
to be brought, or what steps were to 
be taken, how far they progressed or 
where, are not disclosed. All that can 
be stated with absolute positiveness is 
that whatever has occurred in the direc- 
tion of ending the war was above the 
level of cabinets and chancelleries and 
had its birth in the personal solicita- 
tions of the czar's uncle and grand- 
father. 

It is known that after the disaster of 
the Petropavlovsk the King of Den- 
mark wrote the czar a letter of sympa- 
thy, in which he expressed the hope 
that a way could be found to avoid fur- 
ther bloodshed. It is presumed that 
the situation was canvassed during the 
family reunion at Copenhagen and that 
a “ballon d’essai’ was put out in a 
friendly fashion from Paris. 

Whether a communication or a propo- 
sition on the subject ever reached the 
ezar has not been learned, but it is 
certain that the matter reached such 
a stage as to compel its consideration 
and to induce the definite announce- 
ment just made that the war must be 
fought out to a finish and that the pow- 
ers must keep their hands off, both dur- 
Ing the war and during the peace nego- 
tiations at its conclusion. 


Alexieff’s Time Nearly Up 

St. Petersburg, April 26.—Genera! 
Kuropatkin, it is believed in the highest 
military circles here, is destined to be- 
come commander-in-chief of all the 
| ezar’ s forces, both military and nayal, 
jin the far east. Admiral Alexieff may 
remain there for some little time as 
viceroy, but his reign is considered 
practically ended. He will not be hu- 
|miliated, but in order to effect har- 
| monious relations, a way will be found 
{to secure his elimination. 

While Alexieff and Kuropatkin are on 
fairly good terms, harmonious relations 
| between Vice Admiral Skrydloff and 
|the viceroy are considered impossible, 
and, with the three enjoying inde- 
pendent commands, it is realized that 
friction would be bound ultimately to 
arise, which might endanger success- 
ful operations. Skrydloff and Kuropat- 
kin, on the contrary, are warm per- 
sonal friends. 

With Alexieff removed from the the- 
;atre of war and in view of the patent 
necessity to have a supreme com- 
jpoander of both the army and navy on 
| the ground, as well as to insure perfect 
j harmony, Skrydloff, in view of the 
| minor role which the fleet will play, has 
already expressed his willingness to ac- 
cept the post of commander of the naval 
forces under General Kuropatkin as 
commander-in-chief.

Czar Hears of Japs’ Advance 

St. Petersburg, April 26.—The ezar 
jhas received the following telegram 
from General Kuropatkin: 

“General Sassulitch reports under 
date of April 24 that during recent days 
the Japanese have been observed land- 
jing pontoon material and collecting 
boats in preparation for the -construc- 
| tion of bridges in the neighborhood of 
Wiju and also nearer the village of Si- 
gou, 10 miles further up the river. 

“On April 23 a Japanese detachment, 
consisting of two companies of infantry 
; and a small body of cavalry, crossed the 
Yalu 10 miles below Siaopoussikhe. 
General Sussalitch immediately rein- 
forced the cordons on our front. Small 
parties of the enemy were seen prepar- 
ing to cross elsewhere in that vicinity. 
All Is quiet south of the Yalu.” i 


Japanese Steamer Sunk 
Tokio, April 26.—The Russian Vladi- 
vostok squadron, after a long period of 
inactivity, suddenly appeared off Won- 
san, on the east coast of Korea, and

Charles A. Briggs was 


Effacing Tattoo Marks, 


Many persons who desire to get rid} 


of india ink marks on the skin will 


be interested in the method recom- 
mended by a correspondent in a con- 
temporary. He says: “After making 


the site of operation aseptic retattoo 
the part with needles (secundum ar- 
tem), using the following solution: 
Chloride of zine, thirty grams; ster- 
ilized water, forty grams. 
of operation the tattooing 
rather pale, and the needle pricks ap- 
pear surrounded with white. At the 
border of the tattooed surface a raised 
white edge forms, caused by the rais- 
ing of the epidermis, and the neighbor- 
ing parts become slightly reddened. 
This, however, soon disappears, and 
with proper attention to cleanliness 
there is no intense reaction. In a day 
or two after the operation the tattooing 
becomes darker, the white arola_ be- 
comes yellowish, and sty, superfi- 
cial eschar forms, which separates on 
the fifth to the tenth day. It is not 
in any way painful, and the results, re- 
mote as well as immediate, are excel- 
lent.”

WALKING IN Uise. cg 


Why People Lost In Fog or Forest 
Do Not Go Straight On. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that when a man is walking blindfold- 
ed or is lost in a fog or in some un- 
known forest or desert instead of 
walking straight he has always a 
tendency to work round in a circle. The 
Most commonly accepted explanation 
of this curious fact is the slight in- 
equality of a man’s legs. The result 
of one limb being longer than the 
other will naturally be that a per- 
son will unconsciously take a longer 
step with the longer limb, and con- 
sequently will trend to the right or 
to the left, according as the left or 
right is the longer, unless the tendency 
to deviation is corrected by the eye. 

This explanation is supported by the 
fact that in the enormous majority of 
cases the human legs are proved to be 
of unequal length. The careful meas- 
urements of a series of skeletons 
showed that no less than 90 per cent 
had the lower limbs unequal in length; 
35 per cent had the right limb longer 
than the left, while in 55 per cent the 
left leg was the longer. The left leg 
being, therefore, more often the longer, 
it is to be expected that the inclina- 
tion should take place more frequently 
to the right than to the left, and this 
conclusion is quite borne out by ob- 
servations made on a number of per- 
sons when walking blindfolded. 


KOREAN HOUSES. 


Théy Are Comfortable Neither In 
Summer Nor Winter, 

The Korean style of architecture is 
suited to anything but an extreme cli- 
mate such as prevails there. During 
the winter months it is very cold. The 
houses are made of bamboo frame- 
work, plastered within and without 
with adobe mud. The roof is thatched 
with rice straw, which is weather 
proof. The inside may be made into 
one room by the sliding back of a 
screenlike partition. Just why these 
were introduced it is impossible to 
say, for they are but rarely used, as 
privacy is never desired in Korea. 
This open space becomes the living 
room, and even when travelers are 
passing along and must halt for the 
night they are invited to share a com- 
mon sleeping place on the floor with 
the entire family. The discomfort of 
such an experience is extreme during 
the summer. In the kitchen, which is 
just without the living room, there is 
located a most curious kind of stove. 
From this clay pipes extend under the 
floor to the living room. They warm 
the house summer and winter alike, 
for it has never entered their minds 
that some means could be devised 
whereby the heat could be turned off 
from the other quarters.—Housekeeper.

First, replying to the question as to 


whether any criminal prosecutions had 


been begun by him against persons in- 


voived in the decision of the 


United States 
Northern Securities case, guilty of 
Violating the laws by entering into 
combinations in restraint of trade, the 
attorney general says: 

“I have the honor to say that no 
criminal] prosecutions have been insti- 
tuted against the persons referred to in 
the resolution and, further than this, 
I do not. deem it compatible with the 
public interest to comply with the reso- 
lution.” 

The other resolution asks if any in- 
vestigation ever was made by the de- 
partment of justice of the so-called an- 
thracite coal trust, consisting of the ar 
thracite coal-carrying railroads. The 
attorney general replies to this as fol- 
lows: 

“T have the honor to say that, 
ing the time of the anthracite 
strike, the department of justice beg: 
an investigation for the purpose of 
termining whether the anthraci‘e 
business was conducted through a com- 
bination or conspiracy in violati 
me anti-trust act of 1890. 

“This investigation had ] 
ceeded far until I discovered that if 
such a combination the evi 
dence of its existence had been adroitly 
led, and that if it was to be es 
tablished it would largely depend upon 
the government's ability to’ secure 
dence of a chain pe dimnes 
which, in the aggregate, would estab- 
lish 'a combination, 

“In view of the fact that this de- 
partment possessed no powers to com- 
pel the production of books and papers, 
to examine witnesses under oath, I 
opened up the subject through a repre- 
sentative of the department of justice 
with a representative of the interstate 
commerce commission as to the advisa- 
bility of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission making a general invéstigation 
into the general question as to whether 
the anthracite coal roads were en- 
gaged in pooling, charging exorbitant 
rates for the transportation of ccal, pre- 
venting the coal from reaching its 
natural markets, and, in short, of ob- 
taining through-the powers of the com- 
mission evidence of the facts, the sug- 
gestion being that the commission 
should in this respect, and within its 
functions, repeal its action which led 
to the development of the facts upon 
which the government based its case 
against the joint traffic ition 
and, later, aga.nst the Northern Se- 
curities company. 

“About this time a complaint was 
made before the interstate commerce 
commission raising the questions above 
referred to.” 

The attorney general adds that this 
was decided on appeal in favor of 
the powers of the commission to com- 
pel the production of the testimony and 
ays: “As I am Informed, the commis- 
sion is about to renew the hearing 
which, when completed, will lay before 
the department of justice all the avail- 
able information in relation to the al- 
leged combination. 

“Further than this I do not deem it 
compatible with the public interest to 
comply with the resolution.”

Unless Murphy Submits He May 
Have to Fight the Revived 


Greater New York Democracy 


--Factional Trouble In Sight 


New York, April 28.—The New York 
Democratic state committee meeting to 
elect a chairman will widen the split 
between the up-state Democradty and 
Tammany hall if the prog which 
Dayid B. Hill has arranged is carried 
out. Hill intends to place at the head 
of the committee Melvin Z. Haven and 
to make Senator McCarren chairman of 
the executive committee. Thereare not 
two other politicians in the state who 
are more objectionable to Charles F. 
Murphy than Haven and McCarren. 
Haven is a nonentity in politics, and 
his election as chairman of the state 
committee would mean that Hill will 
personally direct the campaign in this 
state. McCarren is a personal as well 
as 4 political enemy of Murphy. 

Still Murphy does not intend to bring 
forward a candidate for either place at 
the committee meeting or make an open 
fight. His experience at the conven- 
tion was not pleasant, and be does not 
care to have it repeated. It is his in- 
tention to let Hill have everything his 
own way with hardly more than a per- 
functory protest—and then let Hill go 
ahead and nominate and elect his man 
without the active support of Tammany 
hall, or, what is as important, without 
financial] aid from Tammany. There is 
ho mistaking Murphy’s position. Since 
convention he has main- 
tained a sullen silence about the Par- 
ker candidacy, and every district lead- 
er of the organization has followed his 


sram 


example. If Hill continues his policy 
there is no doubt that Murphy and 
Tammany delegates to the national 


convention will go to St. Louis in the 
same spirit. 

Iriends of Judge Parker in this city 
are plainly alarmed at the situation. 
They are not at all consoled by the 
recollection of the fact that Cleveland 
was nominated twice, notwithstanding 
the violent opposition of Tammany, for 
they see that the situation is entirely 
different. Cleveland had the support 
of the best element of the party of the 
state and only Tammany opposed him. 
The Parker boom, on the other hand, 
is managed by Hill and McCarren, and 
many prominent Democrats, not con- 
nected with Tammany, are holding 
aloof for that reason. 

The same feeling segms to exist in 
other states. Before ae Albany con- 
vention the Parker managers asserted 
that if New York state led off the Demo- 
crats of other states would fall over one 
another in the rush for the Parker 
band-wagon. Their predictions haye 
not been fulfilled. 

Hill is in town and he had confer- 
ences -with several leaders of the de- 
funct Greater New York Democracy. 
His purpose, it is said, is to revive that 
organization and use it as a club to beat 
Tammany into submission. ‘The late 
leader of the Greater New York De- 
mocracy, John O. Sheehan, is reported 
to be quite willing to joinin the scheme. 
Sheehan went over to Tammany hall 
last fall when the fusionists refused to 
give him a place on their ticket, but 
Tammany has entirely ignored him. 
Sheehan can soon get up another or- 
ganization. His former district lead- 
ers, Who have also been ignored by 
Tammany, would be glad to rally 
around him again. 

Tammany is not fond of bolting and 
has discovered by experience that 
treachery does not usually pay; but if 
Hill tries to build up a rival organiza- 
tion in this city at present Tammany 
will be forced, in self-defense, to do 
what it can to defeat Parker if he is 
nominated, Hill may see this, and 
abandon the scheme when he learns a 
little more about the feeling in the 
Tammany organization, or Parker him- 
self may call a halt. Parkér, it is 
well known, has already grown restive 
under Hill’s domination. 


Delegates Not Instructed 

Concord, N. H., April 28.—Aside from 
the unexpected introduction of per- 
sonalities in debate, by one or two dele- 
gates, the Democratic state convention 
held to choose four delegates-at-large 
to the national convention passed witb- 
out interruption. 

The balloting resulted in the 
tion of J. M. Mitchell, T. L. 
J. Doyle and J. P. Chatel. 

The, platform adopted, which de- 
manded “tariff revision, control of the 
trusts, and a halt in the march towards 
imperialism,” left the question of presi- 
dential nominees to the “wisdom of the 
delegates” of the national convention. 
It is understood that the delegates 
elected favor Judge Parker of New 
York. 

The First and Second congressional 
district conventions were held follow- 
ing the state convention and both

Conclusion of th the Jury In the 
Dexter Shooting Case 

Dedham, Mass., April 28.—Harris E. 
Dexter of Randolph, 14 years old, who 
bas been on trial here on a charge of 
causing the death of his brother Parker, 
was found not guilty. The jury took 
the case under consideration at 12:31 
and returned a verdict at 4:12 yesterday 
afternoon. Judge Wait ordered that 
the defendant be discharged from cus- 
tody. Young Dexter expressed no sur- 
prise when he heard the verdict. 

Judge Wait had instructed the jury 
that, if they found that the killlng was 
the intentional act of Dexter, to bring 
in a verdict of guilty. Apy intentional 
killing was, he said, at least man- 
slaughtér. On the other hand, if the 
death was the result of an accident, a 
verdict of not guilty should be re- 
turned. The question of negligence, the 
court added, did not enter into the case.

Boston, April 28.—Coastwise ship- 


| ping has been considerably impeded by 


severe northeast storm that began 
early yesterday morning and raged 
throughout last night. On the south- 
ern New England coast the wind 
reached the velocity of a gale and in 
Massachusetts bay it heaped up the 
high spring tide until the water was 
higher than for some years.

phia, a creditor. The receivers are au- 
thorized to settle the affairs of the 
company, Which is engaged in the busi- 
ness of manufacturing and selling 
structural stee] and iron. The general 
offices of the company are in this city.

You Can Make Them Plump, Soft and 
White With Milk Baths. 

For pretty hands injured by the ap- 
pearance of premature wrinkles use 
the milk cure and avoid scented soap, 
says a reliable authority. Sensitive 
skins become withered by frequent 
contact with perfumed soap and wa- 
ter. The very best castile soap is pref- 
erable to any other when the skin on a 
pair of fair and pretty hands begins to 
look dry and filled with tiny ‘criss- 
crossed lines. The hand bath of fresh 
unskimmed milk is better still. A prima 
donna in the troupe that sings in the 
Metropolitan Opera House, New York, 
during the winter is not yet in the 
Her hands are slim and white, 
but they became suddenly as aged and 
withered as those of a woman of six- 
ty. Mme. Sembrich saw them and 
showed her own pretty, plump, snow 
white members in comparison. 

“Use milk, my child,” was her con- 
solation. “Every morning a quart of 
the best milk is sent to my rooms in 
the hotel, and four times a day I soak 
my hands just a moment or two in the 
sweet white fluid. I dry them gently 
with a very old piece of soft pure linen, 
and they shine and glitter like new ivo- 
ry.

A SCENT JAR. 


How to Make a Fragrant and Last- 
ing Potpourri. 

Girls no longer hang up in their 
dressing rooms the flowers sent them 
by their most prized admirers. Neither 
do they select especial buds or blos- 
soms and press them between the 
leaves of books for keepsakes. 

There is a deal of sentiment in the 
lines, 

’Tis but a little faded flower, 

But, oh, so fondly dear, 
while, in fact, there’s neither senti- 
ment, perfume nor beauty in a bunch 
of dried roses of a posy from which 
the life has been pressed. Present day 
girls preserve the fragments of their 
flowers, and the fragrance of a flower 
is its soul, in rose jars. They make 
them in potpourri. 

Pretty Chinese and Japanese jars are 


| generally used, says Home Notes. 


The best way to make a potpourri is 
to put into the receptacle nothing but 
the leaves of the flowers and salt. 
tose leaves must be used for the foun- 
dation, as no other flower will hold the 
flavor of itself. Alternate layers of 
rose leaves and salt, pressing the salt 


| down upon the leaves. When the scent 


becomes evident any other fragrant 
flower or leaves may be added, such as 
violets, heliotrope, lemon, verbena or 
geranium leaves. A jar filled in this 
way will remain a well of delicious 
perfume for months, flooding an apart- 
ment whenever the lid is removed. 


CULINARY CONCEITS. 


In adding boiling milk to beaten eggs 
first put in a spoonful at a time, and 
the eggs will not curdle. 

To stir the yolks of eggs into soup or 
hot custard so that they will be smooth 
first beat them and add a teaspoonful 
of cold water. 

A steak to retain its juices should be 


| cooked in the quickest manner possible 


consistent with safety from burning 
and not seasoned until placed upon the 
table. 

In serving sardines many people 
drain and wipe the fish and after plac- 
ing on the serving platter pour a tea- 
spoonful of pure olive oil over each. 
This is supposed to render them more 
delicate in flavor. 

To stew figs cover them with cold 
water, let them simmer. When nearly 
tender add to one pound of figs one- 
half of a medium sized lemon chopped 
and half a cupful of sugar. If not acid 
enough add a little more lemon juice. 


What May Be Done With a Box. 

One of the most useful articles in my 
kitchen is a common wooden box from 
the grocery store. It is 28 inches high 
and 13 by 15 inches wide, open on one 
side, with a shelf midway. It is the 
Same height as the range, and when 
getting a meal it is a convenient place 
on which to set a platter or other 
dishes. When raising bread I put the 
pan of dough on the box near the 
stove. When raising in the loaf one 
tin stands on top and the other inside 
on the shelf. If I am tired, I bring the 
box to the table and use it for a stool 
to sit on while washing dishes or iron- 
ing small articles. If the table is 
crowded with dishes it can be used to 
set the dishpan on while washing, as it 
is nearly the height of the table. The 
box should be painted the same colot 
as the woodwork.— Woman's Home 
Companion.

ALDRICH DENIES CHARGE 


Speaker Cannon the Recipient 
of a Remarkable Ovation at 
Closing Session of House as 


Testimonial of His Impartiality 


Washington, April 29.—With a brief 
announcemént and a sharp rap of his 
well worked gavel, President Pro Tem 
Frye adjourned the senate sine die at 
the hour fixed by resolution for the two 
houses of congress. The occurrence 
Was devoid of unusual incident, The 
work of the session had been concluded 
before the final word was said so that 
neither rush nor confusion marked the 
end. 

The senate began its day’s work at 
10:30 a. m., but the greater part of the 
time was devoted to a political debate, 
participated in on the Republican side 
by Messrs. Allison and Aldrich, and on 
the Democratic side by Messrs. Gor- 
man and Culberson. The discussion 
was based on a statement by Mr. Alli- 
son of the appropriations for the ses- 
sion, comparing the figures, for this 
year and for the administration of 
President Roosevelt with those of 
other years and other administrations. 

The president and his cabinet occu- 
pied the president's Capitol office room 
during a part of the debate and some 
of the president’s advisors were among 
the most interested listeners to the 
criticism and defense of their chief. 

Senator Gorman declared that the 
great question before the country in No- 
vember was the assumption of power 
by the executive department, beyond 
the intents of the legislation, and that 
compared with this the tariff would 
sink into insignificance. He predicted 


; that his party would carry the house 


and the presidency, but acknowledged 
that the Republicans would have the 
senate for the next four years. This 
combination, Senator Gorman asserted, 
would be a great advantage in restrict- 
ing the radicalism of the Republican 
party and its extravagance. A Demo- 
eratie house would then have a postal 
investigation as a matter of right 

Senator Aldrich answered that in his 
24 years of, service in the senate he 
had never known a president who had 
interfered less with the course of legis- 
lative business than the present incum- 
bent of the office. He then congratu- 
lated Gorman on his successful work 
in eliminating the radicalism of the 
Wilson bill, saying that but for Got- 
man and his associates that measure 
would have stopped every wheel of in- 
dustry. 

The size of the present appropriations 
occupied much of the time of the clos- 
ing hours, Gorman and Culberson de- 
claring that they were excessive, while 
Aldrich and Allison pictured them as 
very reasonable and such excesses as 
appeared on the surface, due to a sys- 
tem of bookkeeping. : 

The closing of the session of the 
house was made notable by the demon- 
stration evoked by a resolution offered 
by Mr. Williams, the minority leader, 
testifying to the courtesy and impartial 
manner in which Speaker Cannon had 
presided over the house. ‘The resolu- 
tion was not of the perfunctory kind, 
but was expressive of the kindly feel- 


j ing which men in the house of all par- 
| tles entertained toward him. In a

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Sixteen Hundred Return Under 
Three-Year Agreement 

Lynn, Mass., April 29.—The strike of 
600 counterworkers on April 6 ina num- 
ber of the Lynn shoe factories was set- 
tled at a conference between the Manu- 
facturers’ association and the union, 
and the men, together with 1000 wom- 
en, boys and girls who went out in sym- 
pathy, will return to work imme- 
diately. Under the signed agreement 
the men will receive a half holiday on 
Saturday and work 55 hours a week 
during six months of the year. Dur- 
ing the winter months the men will 
work 59 hours a week. The pay for fit- 
ting, counter work and dinking is in- 
creased $1 a week, while the wages of 
women, boys and girls are increased 
from $5 to $6 to $7.50 and $8 a week. 
The general price of skiving counters 
is also raised 1 cent on each 100 pairs. 

The agreement is for three years, and 
it is also specified that all future dis- 
putes shall be settled by conferences 
through committees of both organiza- 
tions. 

Since the strike began three firms 
have left the city and two were plan- 
ning to go, but the latter will probably 
remain as the result of the settlement. 
It is thought that one of the firms, Mor- 
ton & Co., which left, will return to 
this city. 


Kaiser Calls For Courage 

Karlsruhe, April 29.—Emperor Wil- 
liam, accompanied by the empress, who 
met him at Strassburg, arrived here 
last night. They were welcomed by 
the chief burgomaster, who ex- 
pressed the joy of the German people at 
the emperor’s recovery and also re- 
ferred to events in the far east. Em- 
peror William, responding, said he 
hoped that the events which were be- 
ing enacted would steel German cour- 
age and that his people would be found 
to be united if it became necessary to 
intervene in the world policy.

London, April 29.—Russia has won 
her first victory of the war in the sink- 
ing of a lightly armed Japanese trans- 
port somewhere off the east coast of |

a landing party. The crew and some of 
the soldiers and coolies were taken off, 
but part of the (what 
number is not stated) refused to sur- 
render and was seut to the bottom witn 
the ship.

The fact, however, that the ac- } 
tion took place in a fog, and that the 
Russians intercepted a wireless dis- | 
patch, presumably from a Japanese 
warship, may indicate that the sunken 
|} transport was one of a fleet that became 
Separated from the rest in thick 
weather. If this is so, it shows that 
the Japanese are on the heels of the 
Russian ships and that these will have 
to look out fer themselves.

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EXCHEQUER TALLIES. 


Wooden Money That Was at One 
Time Current In England. 


Wooden money in the shape of ex- 


chequer tallies was current prior to| 


the establishment of the Bank of Eng- 
land in 1694. Tallies was the name 
given to the notched sticks formerly in 
use in England for keeping the ac- 
eeynts of the exchequer. They were 
equare rods of hazel or willow, in- 
scribed on one side with notches indl- 
eating the sum for which the tally was 


| an acknowledgment and on two other 


sides with the sum in Roman charac- 
ters. 

When the transaction was completed 
the tally recording it was split length- 
wise, so that each section contained a 
half of each notch and one of the writ- 
ten sides. One half, called the tally, 
or check, was given to the person for 
whose service it was intended, and the 
other half, called the counter tally, 
was retained in the exchequer until its 
corresponding tally should be brought 
in by the person who had last given 
value for it. 

It thus became a current token rep- 
resenting cash. After the establish- 
ment of the Bank of England govern- 
ment payments were made through its 


agency. The use of tallies in the ex- 
chequer was abolished by statute 23, 


George III. The old tallies were by 
acts 4 and 5, William IV., ordered to 
be destroyed, and it was burning them

Thirst In Children, 

Every child should be taught that 
thirst quenching does not depend so 
greatly on the quantity of fluid that 
is swallowed as on the length of time 
during which liquid is kept in contact 
with the tissues of the mouth and 
throat. A small quantity of water 
used as a mouth and throat rinse will 
relieve more than a pint swallowed 
hastily. In hot weather, when the skin 
is secreting profusely, there is no real 
demand on the part of the tissues for 
liquid. 


A Child's Meal Hours. 
A child’s meal hours should be rigid- 
ly fixed, and under no circumstances, 
save illness, ought food to be given at 


other times. The contrary practice 
will lead to capricious appetite, now 
absent, now voracious. During the 


second year of life there should be 
five meals each day. Commencing in 
the morning, the hours may be 7, 10, 
1, 4 and 7. 


Fish Cakes. 

Those who do not like fishballs are 
advised to try preparing them after 
the following: Mix the flaked fish with 
hot mashed potatoes, half a cupful of 
hot milk, one beaten egg, a teaspoonful 
of butter and seasoning. When cool 
mold into croquettes, dip in rolled 
cracker crumbs and beaten egg and 
fry in deep fat. These are very deli- 
cate. 


Rain Water Baths. 

Rain water—pure and honest rain 
water—is Venus’ own nectar as a beau- 
tifier and preservative of the skin, 
which it renders clean, soft, smooth, 
transparent and of a very juvenile 
loveliness.
